Thanks to Richard Whittaker for his article 
“Guns, Disaster, and the Lege” [News, Sept. 7]. 
It might interest readers to note that earlier the 
“gun lobby,” in the form of the Texas State Rifle 
Association, was joined by the ACLU of Texas and 
the Texas Criminal Justice Association in support- 
ing House Bill 823, which would clarify the state’s 
laws governing transport of firearms. Heretofore, 
a citizen was subject to arrest and prosecution if 
he or she did not provide sufficient proof of “trav- 
el.” HB 823, since signed into law, dropped the 
“county line” proviso in the old law and relieved 
the citizenry of fear of prosecution on those 
grounds. See: www.tsra.com/docs/AboveTheLaw.pdf. 

The Algiers Point Militia, according to the Oxford 
Press, patrolled that neighborhood for up to a week 
before someone caught sight of a New Orleans 
police officer. It is clear from the article the mili- 
tia was needed. One citizen was struck down

before his van was stolen, a house was burned 
by vandals, and numerous robbery attempts were 
thwarted. One involving a protracted gun battle in 
which criminals retreated, trailing blood. 

Meanwhile, New Orleans officials literally 
were going door-to-door, breaking in, and search- 
ing for guns.

LCRA Plan Seriously Flawed

Steep increases in water rates are just part of 
what Lower Colorado River Authority customers 
can expect [“Naked City,” News, Aug. 31]. 

General Manager Joe Beal has done his work 
for Central Texas developers and in January will 
move on to his reward. No one has done more 
harm to our Hill Country than has Little Joe. 
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The LCRA water/ wastewater utilities business 
plan is seriously flawed because it runs counter 
to nearly every aspect of the LCRA mission 
statement, and is contrary to public planning 
results for development in the Edwards Aquifer 
Watershed. Instead of “reliable, low-cost utility 
and public services in partnership with our cus- 
tomers and communities,” Little Joe has: 

1) Captured community water and wastewater 
systems with faulty projections and promises; 

2) Sought certificates of Necessity and 
Convenience to exclude competition from lower- 
cost utilities; 

3) Financed hundreds of millions of dollars 
in capital markets while attempting to integrate 
nonviable systems acquired on the basis of a 
flawed business plan; 

4) Failed to inform board members, until after 
open-record requests were filed by a public 
entity, that many of the business plan projec- 
tions were unreliable; and 

5) Disguised a policy of higher impact fees/ 
utility rates and stimulation of new high-density 
residential development as the true business 
plan strategy.

Here’s a tip: If you want to haul a large stash of pot 
from the border up to Austin, it would probably be a 
good idea to have a driver’s license, a front license 
plate, and to obey the posted speed limit.

As Bush 'plays' for another 
year of war. Congress dithers

Visiting Australia recently, President Bush 
supplied a handy measure of the seriousness 
with which he approaches his job, not to men- 
tion the profound responsibility he holds for 
hundreds of thousands of American and Iraqi 
lives, when he bragged of the war to an official, 
“We’re kickin’ ass!” 

Earlier this year, speaking to writer (and 
former Chronicle writer) Robert Draper, Bush 
was similarly chipper. “So now I’m an October- 
November man,” reports Draper in his new 
book, Dead Certain. “I’m playing for October- 
November.” Bush explained that by this fall 
Congress and the rest of the political class 
would be persuaded that there is no alternative 
to a permanent U.S. military presence in Iraq, 
because, “One, it would serve as a reminder to 
the region that we’re a force of stability. Two, 
it would remind certain actors that the United 
States is something to be reckoned with - Iran, 
for example, if they continue on the course 
they’re doing. . . . That’s where my head is at.” 

On the cusp of October, listening this week 
to the drone of Bush’s latest messenger-gen- 
eral, David Petraeus, it appears that the presi- 
dent has won his February wager. Dazzled by 
all those medals on the general’s chest, not to 
mention the date - 9/11 - that fills them all 
with sanctimony, the members and senators 
barely laid a glove on Petraeus. The headlines 
duly reported that the Great Man contemplates 
troop reductions “some time next year” but 
warns grimly against a “quick pullback.” By 
next summer, said Petraeus, we might reduce 
our forces to the level (130,000) they were at 
before this year’s 30,000-soldier surge - when 
the president asked for just six more months. 

Petraeus didn’t mention that he really has no 
choice - his overextended military simply can’t 
sustain 160,000 troops far into next year. 

As Commanded 

The unsurprising translation is that there 
is no prospect of a serious withdrawal from 
Iraq before January 2009. Bush got his surge, 
the general has rubber-stamped the results, 
and there will be no effective opposition from 
Congress. I asked Austin’s designated congress- 
men for their judgments of the “surge” and if 
they foresee any prospects for withdrawal. 

Lamar Smith didn’t bother to reply. Michael 
McCaul delivered the following boilerplate: 
“After hearing from the general and ambas- 
sador, no one can deny the positive advances 
being made in Iraq by America’s Armed Forces. 
It is my hope that with these advances we 
will soon see some of our troops come home. 
America must continue to increase political 
and diplomatic efforts to achieve a sustainable 
resolution on the ground in Iraq, as well as sta- 
bility in the region. It is time to move forward 
with the Iraq Study Group recommendations.”

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That’s McCaul’s abjectly polite way of say- 
ing the White House has ignored the ISG, 
with predictable results. But since he and his 
GOP colleagues continue to vote in lockstep 
for more war and more war, it’s difficult to see 
why the administration should take any notice 
of their diplomatic hesitations. 

Shock and Awe: the Sequel 

Lloyd Doggett has strongly opposed the war, 
from before its inception, and on Monday he 
delivered a blistering floor speech: “As usual, 
this president is dead certain, and dead wrong. 
What he seeks is war without limits - war with- 
out end. Under his direction, General Petraeus 
and Ambassador [Ryan] Crocker propose a war 
that continues for probably another decade - the 
George Bush trillion-dollars, 15-years war.” 
Later, I spoke to Doggett about the prospects 
of antiwar action in Congress. He could offer 
only “enough hope not to dash idealism alto- 
gether and turn it into cynicism.” He said there 
had been little movement in the House since 
the spring, and the current project is to per- 
suade his colleagues not to rush into additional 
war appropriations in the intimidating wake of 
the administration’s “propaganda surge.” The 
administration is claiming that it won’t really

need supplemental military appropriations for 
Iraq this year. If the Dems have any spine, they 
will hold that line while public pressure (and 
Iraqi outrage) continues to build. 

There’s also a darker undertow. The loom- 
ing threat is, as Doggett puts it, that “Cheney 
will ultimately be successful in expanding the 
war into Iran.” Petraeus balked Tuesday at Joe 
Lieberman’s suggestion that the U.S. might need 
to invade Iran, responding bluntly that within 
Iraq the Army has its hands quite full. That’s the 
smallest of comforts - Air Force and Navy attack 
plans leaked last week cite 1,200 Iranian targets. 

Bush may well take it into his movie-cowboy 
head to deliver more remote-control shock and 
awe, this time to the Iranians. We can comfort 
ourselves with the illusion that we won’t really 
be slaughtering innocent people by the thou- 
sands. We’ll just be “kickin’ ass.” ■ 


BESIDE THE POINT 

No Surprises

It gets said a lot, but it bears repeating: The City Council meeting 
adopting the $2.5 billion fiscal year 2008 budget was literally 
scripted. Council-watchers could pick up the 19-page packet and 
directly follow the action on the dais, as it happened. It was a done 
deal, foolproof - which further fuels controversy and questions sur- 
rounding the budget process and city staffs role in drafting it. 

Politically, the FY 2008 budget was born under a bad sign, into a 
more politicized environment than years past; Toby Futrell’s initial 
prediction of a since-closed $27 million “gap” in funding was decried 
as a scare tactic designed to make taxing at the higher “rollback” 
rate (40.34 cents per $100 valuation) a foregone conclusion (or alter- 
natively, a way of making it politically impossible for council to pro- 
pose additional spending). Plus, as BTP wrote during our live blog of 
the budget adoption, FutrelLs budgeting the bulk of discretionary 
spending as so-called “council priorities” - priorities council members 
didn’t directly allocate themselves - left far fewer scraps to fight over, 
a move more Machiavellian readers might ascribe to a divide-and-con- 
quer ideology on Futrell’s part. 

Although the budget passed readily without public fireworks, con- 
troversy reignited with the Statesman's publication of a pissed-off e- 
mail exchange between Futrell and Council Member Mike Martinez, 
in which the city manager chided him that he might be unprepared 
for his budget-line reading and insinuated he was troublesome and 
unappreciative of staff. Martinez responded, “Please stop with the 
rhetoric, Toby. It really is not necessary. And it’s painfully and 
embarrassingly transparent.” Martinez tells BTP he didn’t meet with 
Futrell and staff due to previous sessions being “unproductive” and 
“full of rhetoric.” 

“The budget is arguably the highest responsibility we have, but we 
[council] spend three weeks of the year haggling over $800,000,” 
Martinez says, referring to the few dollars not already allocated. “It’s 
important to the groups that benefit, but there’s no process to build- 
ing the budget or breaking it down. It’s presented in July; we get 
three, four weeks of glossy presentations with general, vague informa- 
tion, and then we have to vote on it.” 

And with the budget now adopted, how will Martinez continue the 
push for more oversight? “As we go through this search with a new 
city manager [funding for which was also allocated Monday], we’ll ask 
candidates to lay out what the idea of a budget process looks like to 
them. If it doesn’t provide enough input from the public or include 
council members in a collaborative process, they’re not gonna fare 
very well.” Flere’s the budget in a nutshell: 

Operating Budget 

Encompassing a single year’s expenditures, this covers the entire 
$2.5 billion package - and the funding changes council made were, 
by comparison, chump change. Through taxing at the rollback rate, 
reimbursements, and reduced costs, council generated an extra 
$1.32 million in general-fund dollars, the bulk of which went to social- 
service contracts. Flere’s the breakdown of those additions: Capital 
Idea, $275,000; American Youthworks, $166,000; Center for Child 


Protection, $140,000; Eldercare facilities, $125,000; Communities in 
Schools, $100,000; Austin Children’s Shelter construction, 

$100,000; Fuentes After School Program, $40,000; Michael Lofton’s 
Men and Boys conference, $40,000. 

Additionally, $100,000 was transferred to Austin Energy to create a 
“small business mapping” website promoting locally owned business- 
es, a brainchild of Sheryl Cole, Jennifer Kim, and Brewster McCracken. 
And $125,000 was transferred to the Austin Technology Incubator to 
fund McCracken’s goal/campaign promise of biotech research and 
development but only after Lee Leffingwell offered an amendment mak- 
ing further funding contingent on a full report to council - and the gray 
goo not becoming sentient and enslaving humanity. (Well, maybe not 
the last part.) Deep Eddy got $37,000 to keep it open year round 
while Barton Springs is closed for construction (i.e., Phase 1 of the 
swimming hole’s master plan; see Capital Budget below), $26,650 
went to bilingual bonuses for Asian-language speakers, and $25,000 
to the new Alliance for Public Transportation. The remaining $20,000 
was transferred to the budget stabilization reserve. 

Capital Budget 

Large public construction and improvement projects are funded 
over several years by bonds and certificates of obligation in the capi- 
tal budget. There were three main council-driven allocations from the 
CB, along with others from staff: 

• Barton Springs Master Plan: $6.2 million. The funds are to imple- 
ment Phase 1 of the master plan, including the erection of bathrooms 
and bathhouses. (Sorry, couldn’t resist.) Minor disagreement ensued 
when Martinez suggested the city make improvements to the south 
side of the Springs, a project for which no funds here are allocated. 

• Flike and Bike Trail extension: $1.7 million. This allocation will cre- 
ate a boardwalk on the south side of Lady Bird Lake. 

• Firehouse locker rooms: $2.1 million. This item from Martinez 
funds “design study and construction” of changing facilities for 
female firefighters. 

Closing the Company Store 

McCracken deep-sixed the snow-globe-emporium cum quasi-slush 
fund known as the Austin City Store, which will close Sept. 29. 
Shuttering the shop means transferring $396,000 and three full-time 
positions back to its parent, the similarly upstanding, untroubled 
Austin Convention Center. While McCracken called for the city to 
find an outside retailer to fill the space, Martinez implored the city 
not to give up on a public use for the space, such as police or public 
safety responders; whoever takes the space must be approved by 
council when the time comes.

A new survey, posted at www.downtown 
austinplan.org, poses multiple questions of local residents, aimed at helping 
city leaders and their consultant, ROMA Design Group, plan for all things 
Downtown - from brick-and-mortar issues to design standards to heights of 
buildings. The area of particular interest is bounded by Lamar and 1-35 and 
Cesar Chavez and Martin Luther King Jr. Boulevard. The city will post the sur- 
vey results later this year.

City Council Member Brewster McCracken will appoint Chris Ewen to the 
vacancy left by Chris Riley on the Planning Commission. McCracken was 
impressed by Ewen, president of the Southwood Neighborhood Association, 
as they worked together on the neighborhood opt-in/opt-out process for verti- 
cal mixed-use projects. McCracken’s initially proposed PC appointee, Richard 
Weiss, will remain on the Design Commission. - Katherine Gregor 

The Texas Legislature passed a law last session that requires school districts 
to spend no more than 10% of class time on standardized tests and test 
prep. And now Education Austin, the local teacher’s union, aims to hold the 
Austin Independent School District to that standard. It may be difficult. The 
school year has hardly begun, and students already are taking the district’s 
benchmark tests. “We just got the TAKS scores from the spring,” says Louis 
Malfaro, president of Education Austin. “We know how students are doing, 
so let’s use the data we have in a better way. Instead, we are giving students 
a test on things they haven’t learned yet and telling them the test scores 
don’t count. It’s demoralizing.” The district gives three such benchmark tests, 
and most schools also give standardized tests every six or nine weeks, 
depending on the grade. Education Austin is asking teachers to keep a log of 
how much time they spend on testing. If it’s more than 10% of the year, the 
union plans to pressure the district to follow state law. - Michael May 

In other education news, a new charter school aiming to integrate students 
with a wide range of disabilities into classrooms with able students is 
opening in Northeast Austin. The school is named SAILL (Success = Academic 
Independence + Lifelong Learning) and is run by the nonprofit Technology and 
Inclusion, which promotes the use of technology to help disabled people. 
SAILL offers kindergarten through eighth grade and has enrolled 200 stu- 
dents. For more information, go to www.saill.org. - M.M. 

The Austin-based Samaritan Center for Counseling and Pastoral Care is offer- 
ing free counseling services to military personal who are struggling with 
mental-health issues after serving in Afghanistan or Iraq. The services are 
also available to their family members. There’s evidence that these services 
are badly needed. The American Psychological Association estimates that 
30% of returning soldiers have significant mental-health issues. “Unaddressed 
problems can lead to divorce, family problems, substance abuse, and depres- 
sion,” said Nancy Blaich, executive director of the Samaritan Center. “Yet 
these problems can be prevented with access to early intervention and treat- 
ment.” Applicants must live in Central Texas, including Austin, Cedar Park, 
Leander, and Bastrop. For more info, call 451-7337. - M.M. 

BEYOND CITY LIMITS 


Results are in for Texas Democrats’ first presidential ePrimary straw poll, 
with former Sen. John Edwards winning by a sizable margin. Sponsored by 
Sen. Kirk Watson, D-Austin, the nonbinding and admittedly unscientific online 
poll, released Monday, showed Edwards winning with 3,050 votes, 38% of the 
8,101 total votes cast. Barack Obama polled second with 21%, while Hillary 
Clinton came in a close third at 20%. Edwards’ wife, Elizabeth, present at the 
Texas Democratic Party headquarters in Austin for the announcement, said 
she believed he could transfer this result into primary votes. “John under- 
stands and reflects the needs of voters in Texas,” said Edwards, “and he has 
a rural policy that is sorely missing from other candidates.” While admitting 
that the poll wasn’t totally accurate, TDP Chair Boyd Richie said it was far 
more accurate than the Texas Republicans’ straw poll, conducted on Sept. 1 
and won by U.S. Rep. Duncan Hunter with 41% of the 1,299 votes cast. 
Noting that the GOP poll was limited only to former State Convention dele- 
gates prepared to pay $50 and drive to Fort Worth to vote, Richie condemned 
it as unrepresentative. “If you think Duncan Hunter is going to be the nomi- 
nee for the Republican Party,” he said, “I’ve got to talk to you about a bridge.”

With the uniform election set for Nov. 6, the House Research Organization 
has released the full list of 16 constitutional amendments that will be on 
the ballot. Three measures up for approval are intended to cut back on prop- 
erty-tax increases. Proposition 3 would limit tax appraisals to a 10% increase 
per annum, Proposition 5 would allow municipalities with less than 10,000 
residents to freeze property taxes for five years while applying for certain 
development grants, and Proposition 9 would exempt totally disabled veterans 


from paying taxes on their homes. The ballot will also include $9.25 billion in 
new non-self-supporting general obligation bonds, to be spent on construc- 
tion, highway improvement, cancer research, and water services in economi- 
cally distressed districts. There also will be a proposal for $500 million in 
bonds to finance student loans, which would not count as part of the state 
debt limit. The ballot also could see the end of the inspector of hides and 
animals, a county office created in 1871 but basically moribund since the 
78th Legislature stripped it of almost all its roles and powers. - R.W. 

Gov. Rick Perry and California Gov. Arnold Schwarzenegger got into a 
war of words last weekend over the future direction of the GOP Perry, invited 
to address the California Republican Party State Convention on Friday eve- 
ning, followed a speech in which Schwarzenegger warned the party that it 
had to move back to the center, to avoid marginalizing independent voters. 
Perry, in response, condemned what he called “the scourge of liberalism” 
and attacked the “secular humanist” assault on conservative values. 

Calling the California Republicans “the party of Ronald Reagan” and Texas 
the “most pro-life, pro-family state in the nation,” he went on to single out 
several targets for Republican ire, including Iran, Al Gore, Hillary Clinton, 
and even his host, Schwarzenegger. In what appeared to be a direct attack 
on the California governor, Perry told the convention that “a candidate who 
wants to tax like a Democrat, regulate like a Democrat, and educate like a 
Democrat, they should not have the honor of being called a Republican.” 
Schwarzenegger has faced criticism within the GOP for backing stem-cell 
research and the expansion of California’s Medi-Cal health-care system 
while staying quiet on internally divisive issues like abortion and gay rights.

The good times may have ended for student lenders Friday, when Congress 
overwhelmingly passed higher-education legislation, which aims to rein in the 
scandal-racked industry, among other things. The bill, approved 79-12 in the 
Senate, will slash subsidies to lenders by $20 billion over the next five years 
and redirect that money to the Pell Grant Program. The money saved from 
cutting subsidies will be used to raise Pell Grant maximums from $4,310 to 
$5,400. On the bright side, however, lenders can save money by cutting mar- 
tini lunches with financial-aid directors out of their budgets, thanks to one 
section, which mandates a code of conduct to curb the kind of payola that 
cost UT Financial Aid Director Larry Burt his job. The bill also provides relief 
to student borrowers struggling to meet their monthly loan payments by cap- 
ping payments at 15% of the borrower’s income. Secretary of Education 
Margaret Spellings advised President Bush to reconsider his earlier threat to 
veto the bill. Even if he goes against Spelling, Bush could be vetoing in vain, 
given the bill garnered well over the two-thirds required to override a veto.

FEMA recently announced it will provide relocation-reimbursement assistance 
of up to $4,000 for Hurricane Katrina and Rita evacuees. The expenses 
must have been accumulated between Feb. 1, 2006, and Feb. 29, 2008, 
says a FEMA press release, and assistance is “limited to travel costs includ- 
ing airfare, train, bus and/or a rental vehicle. Furniture transportation expens- 
es also are eligible, including commercially rented equipment for hauling and 
commercially purchased moving materials or moving services.”

Medical insurers no longer can say some sorts of unpaid insurance 
claims are the federal government’s responsibility. On Aug. 31, the Texas 
Supreme Court ruled that five Texas hospitals can sue health-care-bene- 
fits provider Aetna Inc. directly - without having to go through a complicated 
appeals process. The hospitals claimed Aetna tried avoiding being sued 
under state law by using the Federal Medicare Act as a shield. The hospi- 
tals did not have a contract with Aetna but with North American Medical 
Management of Texas. However, Aetna’s wholly owned subsidiary NYLCare 
paid NAMM to provide health care. When the Texas Department of 
Insurance placed NAMM under supervision conservatorship in August 
2000, NAMM was alleged to have underpaid on 6,000 individual claims, for 
a total of $14 million. The hospitals sued Aetna, arguing that, under the 
Texas Insurance Code, Aetna was liable for NAMM’s underpayment. Aetna 
argued that the hospitals would have to appeal each claim fully through the 
federal administrative system. Initially, the Harris trial court and the court of 
appeals both dismissed the lawsuit, finding they had no jurisdiction. 
Describing those judgments as turning the Medicare administrative system 
into a “de facto claims administrator,” the Supreme Court overturned them 
and returned the case to the trial court. - R.W. 

Nov. 6 - that’s the date set by Gov. Rick Perry for the special election 
to replace Rep. Anna Mowery, R-Fort Worth. The 10-term Republican 
announced her intention to stand down in May, but rather than see out 
her full term, she resigned effective Aug. 13. This meant a special elec- 
tion had to be called, with the winner holding the seat until January 
2009. Last year, Mowery held her seat by a comfortable 15% over 
Democrat Dan Barrett, but this was down by 8% from her 2004 victory 
over Nancy Stevens. She also faced a primary challenge in 2006 from 
Republican lawyer Robert Higgins. A dozen potential candidates from 
both parties - including Barrett, Stevens, and Higgins - have said they’re 
considering a run for the vacated seat. Most surprising of these is 
Republican Bob Leonard, who originally held Mowery’s seat from 1977 to 
1988, when he stood down to become a lobbyist. - R.W.

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Vandalism Bust: Foie Gras Foe Foiled! 


"Laughter? Ballet? Absolutely."

Animal-rights activist Joshua Rosenberg 
was arrested Tuesday in connection with a 
vandalism incident at a Downtown restaurant 
that sells foie gras, a rich but controversial 
liver delicacy gleaned from force-fed ducks. 

As of Wednesday, 

Rosenberg, 29, 
remained in the 
Travis Co. Jail on a 
felony charge of crim- 
inal mischief, under a 
bond of $20,000. 

Police say Rosenberg 
is the man seen in a 
surveillance video 
defacing the plate- 
glass window of 
Restaurant Jezebel 
on Congress Avenue 
early in the morning 
of Aug. 29. The res- 
taurant’s security 
cameras also had 
captured Rosenberg 
protesting outside 
the restaurant about 
eight hours earlier. 

Restaurant owner 
and chef Parind 
Vora says the sus- 
pect applied acid to 
the restaurant’s front 
window before etching the words, “Spit it out,” 
onto the glass. The suspect apparently 
believed he had evaded surveillance cameras 
when he sliced the main power breaker for the 
restaurant, housed in a historic building at 
914 Congress. But the cameras never blinked. 
“I have battery back- 
up,” Vora said cheer- 
fully. As the cameras 
rolled, the suspect, a 
cigarette dangling 
casually from his 
mouth, went to work 
on the window. 

A similar vandal- 
ism incident in July 
also targeted 
Jezebel, among sev- 
eral other Downtown 
restaurants, for sell- 
ing veal, and Vora 
decided to upgrade 
his security system. 

Police say that a 
website that posted 
photos of a string of 
graffiti-tagged res- 
taurants was regis- 
tered in Rosenberg’s 
name. Rosenberg 
also has a MySpace g 
page, where he 
describes himself as 
a newcomer to 
Austin who does car- 
pentry work. “In my spare time,” he writes, “I 
like to read books, ride my bike, fight for 
human and animal rights, and go to parties.” 
Rosenberg is also being questioned about the 
other vandalism cases. 

Despite the arrest, a group called Central 
Texas Animal Defense vowed to continue its 
twice-weekly protests in front of the restau- 


rant, where they’ve been picketing against the 
sale of foie gras since June. “No matter the 
outcome of the police investigations, there 
will be no justice until Restaurant Jezebel 
stops supporting the cruel foie gras industry,” 
CTAD leader Noah 
Cooper said in a state- 
ment issued last week. 
Cooper has sought to 
distance his group from 
the vandalism incidents, 
saying he doesn’t con- 
done them. Austin Police 
Department Detective 
Mike King said Cooper 
isn’t considered a sus- 
pect in the case, add- 
ing that Cooper has 
been helpful in the 
investigation. King said 
he’s also looking at 
others who may have 
served as Rosenberg’s 
accomplices. 

Despite the two van- 
dalism incidents and 
twice-weekly protests 
in front of his busi- 
ness, Vora says busi- 
ness has tripled in the 
few months since the 
protests and vandalism 
began. Additionally, he says foie gras sales 
are doing so well that he’s started retailing 
the delicacy at $45 a pound. Vora says he is 
the only foie gras retailer in town. 

“People are ordering foie gras even when 
they would not normally, because of the 

heavy-handed tactics of 
Mr. Cooper’s group,” he 
said. Removing foie 
gras from the menu is 
simply not an option, 
he said. “I have had 
foie gras on my menu 
in every restaurant I’ve 
been at. It is de rigueur 
for fine dining.” 

In response to the 
recent uptick in van- 
dalism cases, the 
Austin chapter of the 
Texas Restaurant 
Association has 
offered a $10,000 
reward for information 
leading to the arrest 
and conviction of any- 
one caught defacing a 
restaurant for selling 
foie gras or any other 
meat products. 

If Rosenberg is con- 
victed of the offense, 
Vora would be the like- 
ly recipient of the 
reward fund, which 
includes his contribution of $500. But Austin 
chapter President Bryan Poff said Vora 
already has turned down the reward, asking 
that it remain in place in the event of other 
vandalism incidents. “Since this first start- 
ed,” Poff said, “I’ve heard so many people 
say, ‘Gee, I’ve never had foie gras, but now 
I’d like to try it.’” - Amy Smith

County Workers Approved for More Pay 


Bucking criticism that law-enforcement officers make too 
much money, the Travis Co. Commissioners Court moved 
last week to give sheriffs deputies a pay boost of 5% to 16%. 

In exchange, the two groups representing Travis Co. sher- 
iffs deputies have agreed not to seek another salary 
increase until after 2010. “We are very pleased with the 
court’s action,” said Brett Spicer, representing the Travis Co. 
Sheriffs’ Law Enforcement Association, which, along with 
the Travis Co. Sheriff’s Officers Association, had request- 
ed the salary bump. 

According to County Judge Sam Biscoe, much of the criti- 
cism about law enforcement’s pay scale had come from 
AFSCME Local 1624 (American Federation of State, County 
and Municipal Employees), which represents rank-and-file 
county employees. However, commissioners may have 
assuaged some of those ill feelings by voting for $10 million 
in pay hikes - including a 3.5% cost-of-living adjustment - for 
all civilian employees. Additionally, the court made market 
adjustments to bring two-thirds of the subpar salaries in the 
county to market level or above. The salary hikes will be fund- 
ed by, among other things, rolling over an estimated $50 mil- 
lion from 2007 funds and raising the average homeowner’s tax 
bill by about $12 per year. Homeowners will have a chance to 
weigh in on the proposed tax rate at public hearings set for 
this Tuesday, Sept. 18, and Friday, Sept. 21. 

Had the pay raises, and some $15 million in other markup 
additions to the preliminary budget, failed to pass, homeown- 
ers would have seen their tax bill reduced by $8. County offi- 
cials say the proposed new tax rate would bring in an estimat- 
ed $357.8 million - about $21 million more than last year. 

The Sept. 5 meeting was not without occasional sparks. 
Sitting roundtable, commissioners discussed not whether 
there would be nice-sized cost-of-living and market raises but 
whether cost of living would be applied before or after the 


market raises to effect a “comprehensive workforce invest- 
ment” - billed the “6% solution.” At one point, AFSCME Local 
1624 leader Greg Powell accused the court of “just mincing 
money.” Biscoe countered that he was 
offended by the allegation that the county 
has not taken care of its employees, 
whom he says have received an average 
of 5% in pay increases over the last few 
years. The court made compensation its 
No. 1 priority about five years ago, Biscoe 
said, moving it up from the bottom of the 
priority list. 

Nevertheless, a memo issued by Alicia 
Perez, executive manager of county 
administrative operations, and Human 
Resources Director Linda Moore Smith, 
noted that employees don’t believe they 
are sufficiently paid for their work. 

“While market pay-grade assignments 
were updated,” the memo states, “the 
Travis Co. ‘market pay’ for jobs lost sig- 
nificant ground.” 

Based on the findings of an internal 
study conducted in 2005, HR officials pro- 
posed pay increases for staff attorneys, 8 
to take place incrementally over three | 
years. Though attorneys rarely garner < 
much sympathy for their pay, county-paid | 
attorneys surprisingly emerged as the 
most underfunded of the lot, in terms of 
market parity. According to the study, about 75% - 156 out of 
214 - attorney positions were identified as below market. “I 
recently had one employee who’d interviewed in Dallas and 
Houston and been offered over $70,000,” said Rosemary 


Lehmberg, first district attorney under DA Ronnie Earle. “We 
could offer her about $52,000. She said, ‘No thanks.’” 

A separate 2005 study, this one conducted by outside con- 
sultant MGT, found that county law-enforcement officers were 
paid 13.5% above market and that no market increases were 
warranted. Because the MGT study used a different methodol- 
ogy than the one favored by law 
enforcement, the two sheriff’s groups 
commissioned a salary study of their 
own, which figured in average sala- 
ries paid by the Austin Police 
Department, Georgetown Police 
Department, and the sheriff’s offices 
in Williamson and Hays counties. 
According to this study, some law- 
enforcement positions are 20% below 
the average salaries being paid in 
other agencies. 

The only real dissension in doling 
out the hefty pay hikes came from 
Commissioner Gerald Daugherty, who 
just let it go as the final multimillion 
compensation price tag was uttered. 
“My God!” he exclaimed. “I don’t 
know how I can vote for it.” And he 
didn’t. (Commissioner Sarah Eckhardt 
joined him in voting no.) Daugherty 
and Biscoe previously had expressed 
differing opinions on what people 
expect of the Commissioners Court; 
Daugherty said they expect county 
officials to hold the line on spending, 
while Biscoe said people expect 
them to hold the line on their tax bills - which, for the record, 
had been decreasing until this year’s budget sessions. 
Commissioners will vote on the final budget Sept. 25.

Texas Biodiesel Industry 
Talks Big Business in Austin 


Years from now, will “big biodiesel” occupy 
a place among America’s other economic jug- 
gernauts: big oil and big pharma? These days, 
concern over air quality, climate change, rising 
petroleum prices, and Middle-East-related 
energy insecurity has given rise to the rapid 
growth of a domestic biodiesel industry. 

Few people realistically look to the fuel - 
which is basically vegetable oil stripped of its 
glycerin to permit combustion in unmodified 
diesel engines - as a silver bullet to cure our 
energy and environmental woes. That will 
require vast vehicular efficiency reforms and 
movement toward modern rail transport, as 
well as more walkable, bikeable communities. 
But meanwhile, more and more public and pri- 
vate diesel fleets, including the city of Austin’s, 
are looking to blend biodiesel with traditional 
diesel as a way to immediately cut emissions 
and oil imports. Lots of people also seek the 
fuel in its purest form as a means of pursuing 
petroleum-free driving. About a $l-billion-per- 
year industry, expected to produce up to 350 
million gallons of fuel this year - with Texas, 
the No. 1 biodiesel-producing state, having 
grown its capacity from 120 million gallons per 
year to 280 million gallons this year alone - 
those who have helped raise the biodiesel 
industry out of its infancy now seek sustained 
growth. That was the drift of the second annu- 
al Texas Biodiesel Conference and Expo, 
held in Austin last Wednesday and Thursday by 
the Biodiesel Coalition of Texas. 

Among the press- 
ing topics highlight- 
ed at the event were 
emerging sources 
for lower-cost feed- 
stocks, preferably 
from nonfood agri- 
cultural crops. 

Biodiesel backers 
were also briefed on 
the tankful of regula- 
tory issues the 
industry had to con- 
tend with this year, 
including an impor- 
tant state production 
incentive left unfund- 
ed by the Texas 
Legislature and the 
Texas Commission 
of Environmental 
Quality’s nearly 3- 
year-old threat to 
outlaw popular 
biodiesel blends if 
producers can’t 
reign in emissions of 
smog-forming nitro- 
gen oxides, or NOx, 
as part of its Texas 
Low Emission Diesel 
Program, designed 
to reduce smog and 
ozone pollution. While the incentive is uncertain, 
the TxLED issue is expected to be amicably 
resolved by early next year. 

Jeff Trucksess, executive vice president of 
Green Earth Fuels and BCOT’s regulatory chair- 
man, schooled conference-goers on happenings 
at the congressional level. He pointed to the 


Some Potential New Oil Crops 

Members of the mustard seed family 

- specifically canola, rapeseed, and camelina - 
have solid Texas potential, average 84 gallons 
per acre, and can be grown in between other 
crop cycles and in cool weather. 

Sunflowers are drought-hardy, can prosper on 
less than prime growing land, and yield about 98 
GPA with little cultivation, but their oil is in high 
demand by snack-food makers like Frito-Lay. 
(How about using post-Frito frying oil?) 

Castor beans yield a whopping 140 GPA but 
contain the toxin ricin. Scary! Breeders are now 
developing low-ricin varieties. 

Jatropha, a tropical shrub, yields a staggering 
1,200 GPA and is gaining popularity in China and 
India as a fuel crop; however, growers are challenged 
by a lack of mechanical harvesting equipment. 
Chinese tallow, an invasive, now- wild -grow- 
ing plant reportedly brought to the U.S. by Ben 
Franklin, offers an attractive 635 GPA, can grow 
on minimally cultivated lands, requires little irri- 
gation and fertilizer, and can be harvested 
mechanically, similar to coffee. It’s said to flour- 
ish in the South Texas coastal plains and grows 
wild in East Texas. 


Biodiesel Promotion 
and Quality Assurance 

Act, a bipartisan con- 
gressional bill cospon- 
sored by big-name sena- 
tors, including Richard 
Lugar, Chuck Grassley, 

Dick Durbin, and Barack 
Obama. The measure 
would set minimums for 
domestic biodiesel use 
and impose quality-con- 
trol regulations through 
the American Society of 
Testing and Materials, 
which certifies all domes- 
tic motor fuels, allowing 
blends of up to 5% 
biodiesel to be sold as 
regular diesel. Trucksess, 
whose company will soon open a biodiesel plant 
on the Houston ship channel eventually capable 
of producing 90 million gallons per year, envi- 
sions all domestically sold diesel containing 5% 
biodiesel, something he says “will make a big 
national impact without forcing people to change 
their behavior.” The low blends are approved by 
virtually all engine-makers (not true for higher 
blends), and they can be distributed using exist- 
ing pipeline infrastructure without fear of cold- 
weather gelling, as with higher blends. Five per- 
cent across-the-board blending would “set the 
industry on fire,” Trucksess said. 

But in order to put 
more biodiesel on 
the market, produc- 
ers must find feed- 
stocks cheap 
enough to make 
biodiesel prices com- 
petitive with petro- 
leum diesel. 

European biodie- 
sel-makers were 
chastised this year 
for buying cheap 
palm oil from the 
tropics, where the 
rain forest is slashed 
and burned to create 
farmland - the glob- 
al warming equiva- 
lent of shooting one- 
self in the foot. Jeff 
Plowman, BOOT 
treasurer and co- 
founder of local 
startup Austin 
Biofuels, favors 
state incentives for 
oil crop production, 
“making it worth 
people’s while to 
deal in oil crops and 
seeds.” He noted 
that while Texas is 
No. 1 in biodiesel production, most of our feed- 
stocks, like soy, come down the Mississippi 
River from the Midwest. That factor, he said - in 
addition to the fact that most biodiesel is pro- 
duced from crops also used for food, feed, or 
cooking oil - has driven feedstock prices up, 
keeping profit margins low for Texas producers.

He and his wife share this vehicle 
and a Jeep Liberty CRD, also fueled with 99% biodiesel, a renewable 
fuel made from virgin and recycled veggie oil that's processed to burn 
in unmodified diesel engines. Biodiesel is now a $1 billion-per-year 
industry and Texas churns out more of the stuff than any other state. 

Searching for new oil crops, BCOT called 
in academics from across the state. Travis 
Miller, associate head of Texas A&M’s 
Extension Program for its Soil and Crop 
Sciences Department, said new feed- 
stocks need to yield at least 100 gallons of 
fuel per acre - much more than widely used 
soy’s 63 GPA - to be competitive. 

Fortunately, Texas has many opportunities 
for production, such as warm weather, lots of 
available farmland, and even more underuti- 
lized, unfarmable land. (Some of his findings 
are in the box to the left.) Gov. Rick Perry 
recently awarded $5 million from his emerg- 
ing technology fund to A&M for advanced 
biofuel research, including “accelerated har- 
vesting of nonfood crops.” But the real 
biodiesel “holy grail,” as one conference 
attendee put it, is microalgae. 

The Texas Food and Fiber Commission’s 
Bob Avant, an expert on microalgae fuel crops, 
had crowds abuzz - not only because of algae’s 
astronomical 15,000 GPA output estimates, 
but because it could be produced on dirt cheap 
and underutilized West Texas desert lands, 
using brackish brine water, a pesky byproduct of 
regional oil production. Best of all, no one eats 
algae, so it would be the ultimate fix for the 
food vs. fuel conundrum. By Avant’s calcula- 
tions, 2.7 million acres of microalgae produc- 
tion could have satisfied all of the U.S.’s diesel 
demands for 2006. Put in perspective, the U.S. 
has 970 million acres of land devoted to crop 
production and grazing, he said. (Texas has 24 
million.) Better yet, algae requires sunlight and 
carbon dioxide to grow, so “symbiosis with car- 
bon sequestration - possibly from a coal plant” 
is possible, he said. Testing is under way at the 
Texas Agricultural Experiment Station near 
Pecos, where researchers hope to construct 
up to 2,000 acres of commercial demonstra- 
tion ponds, with 500 acres planned within five 
years, Avant said. 

Fourteen percent of U.S. fuel consumption 
now comes from diesel, and many energy 
experts proclaim the end of cheap oil is upon 
us. That means the biodiesel industry has 
significant room for expansion. Energy consul- 
tant Lee Anne Woods, speaking to conferees 
as a member of the governor’s Renewable 
Energy Initiative team, said the common goal 
is to see Texas “maintain and extend its role 
as the energy state.” - Daniel Mottola

Sex Politics 

First the national Republican Party was 
divided over how to deal with the recent arrest 
of noted anti-gay-rights Sen. Larry Craig. Now 
a prominent Texas Democratic gay-rights 
group is equally split over the arrest of its 
most senior officer for a sexual offence. 

Shannon Bailey, president of the Texas 
Stonewall Democratic Caucus, was spotted 
by Dallas police on June 14 at White Rock 
Lake Park in Dallas, allegedly engaged in a 
sexual act. He was later charged under the 
Texas penal code with public lewdness, a 
class A misdemeanor that can result in a 
$4,000 fine and up to a year in jail. The case 
has yet to come to trial. Due to the circum- 
stances of the charges against Bailey, howev- 
er, the caucus executive board decided to 
remove him as president. “Ultimately, the 
arrest re-enforces negative stereotypes,” said 
Christina Ocasio, board member and presi- 
dent of the Stonewall Democrats of Austin. 
“The mere allegation is bad for us.” 

On Aug. 25, the board held a general meet- 
ing in Austin to discuss Bailey’s position. After 
a 5-4 split vote, they sent Bailey a letter on 
Aug. 27 requesting his resignation as presi- 


dent. On Sept. 3, after what he described in 
his written response to the board as “soul- 
searching and discussions with friends,” Bailey 
said he refuses to stand down, as he does 
not feel the pending court case will prevent 
him from fulfilling his duties as president. The 
caucus has not decided on its next step, but 
Ocasio confirmed that Bailey could be removed 
by the board or by the general membership or 
face censure. A decision may be made at the 
next board meeting on Sept. 30. 

That the case has come at the same time 
as Craig’s arrest is, according to Ocasio, an 
unfortunate coincidence that complicates the 
matter. “Whenever you have a national issue 
happening at the same time as a local issue, 
there’s always going to be some commin- 
gling,” Ocasio said. Beyond any superficial 
similarities between their arrests, however, the 
real question is Bailey’s failure as a caucus 
officer. “This incident has brought to light a 
lack of leadership by Shannon, because after 
the arrest, he stopped talking with the board,” 
Ocasio said. “The first communication we had 
was when he tried to stop our August 25 
meeting. In fact, he threatened legal action.” 

Bailey was contacted but did not return a 
request for comment. - Richard Whittaker 
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STRAW POLLSTERS 

In the interminable crawl to next year’s presidential elections, the tiniest of 
events can become fascinating, even if it’s just to break the tedium. And there are 
few events tinier than nonbinding straw polls, which Texas Dems and Republicans 
have both conducted. 

The Republicans had their “pay to vote” straw poll in Houston on Sept. 1, which 
handed California Rep. Duncan Hunter what may be his only victory of the campaign. 
Meanwhile, on Monday morning, the Democrats announced the results of their whol- 
ly unbinding, unscientific, and fairly 
worthless ePrimary, an online exer- 
cise in wild surveys. The winner was 
not as wildly unexpected as in the 
GOP poll: John Edwards, often regarded as the Dem dark horse, won with 38%. 

The Dems - and especially the Edwards camp - played it smart; the winner’s wife, 
Elizabeth Edwards, turned up for the photo op. So, instead of the photo festivities 
being a “remember folks, this is just for fun” event, they became a stump-speech 
occasion for which all of the Austin-based print and broadcast media turned up (and 
then scratched their heads over how they would turn it into a news item). By turning 
the event into a bragging-rights affair, Edwards may have made the Texas straw poll 
more useful in the Dems’ race for the White House than the actual primary will be.

Cross-Border Craziness 

Chupacabras, crime-victim visas,and more trouble for LAPD 


Better late than never. Almost seven years 
after Congress authorized them as part of the 
Victims of Trafficking and Violence Prevention 
Act, U.S. Citizenship and Immigration 
Services released on Sept. 5 guidelines for a 
batch of new visas, intended for undocumented 
immigrants who have been crime victims 
and who are willing to “cooperate with law 
enforcement in the investigation and prosecution 
of violent crimes,” the Los Angeles Times reports. 
“The visas will enable the immigrants to work 
and live in the U.S. and to apply for permanent 
residency after three years. Ten thousand U 
visas' will be available each year, along with 
visas for family members.” The Times reports 
CIS spokesman Chris Bentley saying the 
department “plans to publish the U-visa rule in 
the Federal Register this week, and the rule 
will take effect 30 days later.” As of press time, 


however, the rule hadn’t been posted, and we 
were unsuccessful in trying to fish out a reason 
why. For resources for potential U-visa appli- 
cants, check out www.legalmomentum.org. 

In other immigration-related news, the Times 
also reports that on Sept. 6, “Civil rights law- 
yers filed 164 more claims against the city of 
Los Angeles in connection with injuries or 
emotional harm allegedly suffered when the 
Police Department broke up a May 1 immigra- 
tion protest in MacArthur Park,” and that the 
attorneys plan to file a class-action lawsuit 
against the city, as well as the Police 
Department. The daily quotes lawyer Carol 
Sobel as saying, “We think that there literally 
are hundreds, if not thousands, of people 
whose rights were violated that day.” 

On May 9, National Lawyers Guild and 
Mexican American Legal Defense and Education

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Fund attorneys filed another class-action lawsuit 
against the Los Angeles Police Department on 
behalf of the immigrant-rights rally’s organizers. 
According to a National Lawyers Guild press 
release, the event “was disrupted by the Los 
Angeles Police Department when riot-gear 
clad officers swept through the park without 
warning and ordered everyone leave the park.” 
The Los Angeles rally was one of dozens 
planned nationwide, including in Austin, for the 
second consecutive year. 

Last but not least, a Cuero, Texas, rancher 
found by the side of the road the body of what 
many people are saying is a chupacabra (literal 
translation: goat-sucker), a mythical, bloodsuck- 
ing creature pervasive throughout Latin American 
and U.S.-Mexico border folklore. For a photo of 
the fanged, doglike head Phylis Canion has 
been keeping in her freezer, see www.msnbc.msn. 
com/id/20539085/wid/ 119 15829. “Canion and 
some of her neighbors discovered the 40-pound 
bodies of three of the animals over four days in 
July outside her ranch in Cuero, 80 miles south- 
east of San Antonio. Canion said she saved the 
head of the one she found” for DNA testing and 
mounting, reports the Associated Press, also 
noting that local suspicion abounds that “a chu- 
pacabra may have killed as many as 26 of her 
chickens in the past couple of years.” 

A veterinarian from nearby Victoria weighs in 
with a down-to-earth dose of skepticism, howev- 
er. “I’m not going to tell you that’s not a chupa- 
cabra. I just think in my opinion a chupacabra is 
a dog,” the story quotes Main Street Animal 
Hospital’s Travis Schaar as saying. “The 'chu- 
pacabras' could have all been part of a mutated 
litter of dogs,” Schaar theorizes, “or they may be 
a new kind of mutt.” - Cheryl Smith

The Workers Defense Project, an immigrant-rights 
group in Austin, is hoping to ignite a grassroots back- 
lash to a plan by the Department of Homeland Security 
and the Social Security Administration to crack down 
on employers who hire undocumented workers. The 
agencies plan to check workers’ Social Security num- 
bers, and, if they don’t find a match, the company 
would be expected to fix the mistake or fire the worker. 
A federal judge in California issued a temporary halt to 
the program, which will end on Oct. 1 unless a court 
issues a permanent injunction. “These changes will 
mean unjust firings for thousands of people here in the 
south, and bleak economic prospects for business,” 
said Workers Defense Project Director Cristina Tzintzun 
in a press release. The group plans to flood the Dallas 
office of the Social Security Administration with faxes, 
letters, and phone calls. - Michael May

GIVING AWAY APPALACHIA 

Boy, things are hectic inside the Bush regime 
these days! The clock is ticking, and Corporate 
America is rushing to get all the favors it can 
before Bush & Co. closes down in 2009. Sure 
enough, the Bushites are delivering. 

It received little media attention, but the 
giant coal operators (which have been reli- 
able funders for George and the GOP) recent- 
ly got a huge goodie handed to them: Bush 
gave them Appalachia! His Office of Surface 
Mining quietly issued a new regulation that 
would allow King Coal to ravage the ancient 
mountains, glorious forests, and pure 
streams of Central Appalachia at will. 

The action was necessary, say the Bushites, 
to “clarify” existing laws governing a greedy, 
ruthless, and abhorrent mining process called 
mountaintop removal. This process decapi- 
tates the mountains, exploding the tops of 
them, then savagely shoving the trees, top- 
soil, wildlife, and other rubble down the 
mountainsides, burying the valleys and 
streams below. This is a corporate rape and 
environmental mutilation - but, hey, it produc- 
es quick profits for the industry, which had 
been pushing since George took office to 
have it legalized. 

Their stumbling block has been a 1983 
environmental rule that prohibits mining activ- 
ity within 100 feet of a stream. That’s only 
30 yards - hardly a harsh restriction - but 
mining barons want to bury streams, not fuss 
with buffer zones. So, the gift-wrapped Bush 
rule explicitly states that the old prohibition 
does not apply to hundreds of miles of 
streams coveted by coal corporations. 

Instead, the companies only would have to 
respect the buffer zone “to the extent practi- 
cable” - which is to say, not at all. 

Grassroots groups are fighting this outrage 
in the regulatory process, in the courts, and 
in Congress.

It’s sleek and sexy in design, packaged in 
a shiny black box with an elegant accent of 
teal or fuchsia, and it’s advertised in wom- 
en’s magazines with the alluring slogan of, 
“Light and luscious.” 

Is it lingerie, chocolate, perfume? No, it’s a 
box of cancer sticks. Specifically, these are 
Camels, the longtime, deadly brand of ciga- 
rettes put out by R.J. Reynolds - though 
these have been rebranded specifically for 
women under the evocative name of Camel 
No. 9. You know, like “Love Potion No. 9,” 
only without the love. 

Quick - what’s the No. 1 killer of women?

The new brand is being 
hyped as chic and fashionable, appealing 
directly to impressionable teens and young 
women through ads in Cosmopolitan, 
Glamour, and other magazines that reach 
the youth market. Indeed, tobacco compa- 
nies are dependent on constantly hooking 
youngsters in order to replace older smok- 
ers who die or quit. 

In fact, 80% of new smokers are under 
the age of 18 - and a third of them will die 
from smoking. Still, the corporate spokes- 
woman gushes that Camel No. 9 is part of 
R.J. Reynolds’ plans to “focus on products 
that are ‘wow,’ that add fun and excitement 
to the category.” 

Yeah - nothing says “wow” like cancer. Call 
Susan Ivey, chairwoman of R.J. Reynolds, and 
tell her to stop this cynical effort to addict 
girls and young women: 336/741-5000.

'L' Is for 'Lake'

What a tangled web our Land Development 
Code weaves! 

In the public outcry against the huge condo 
complex proposed by CWS Capital Partners for 
222 and 300 E. Riverside, the focus has been 
on the developer’s attempts to build closer to 
the water than the law allows. The initially filed 
plan showed three 17-story towers with por- 
tions just 80 feet from the shoreline of Lady 
Bird Lake. That’s not allowed without a vari- 
ance from the Planning Commission or City 
Council: On this tract, the city’s Waterfront 
Overlay Ordinance requires a 200-foot build- 
ing setback. But just as troubling to many 
opponents was the towers’ 200-foot height, 
proposed and allowable. That 17-story urban 
profile is wildly out of scale with the south 
shore of the lake - with the single exception of 


- and Legal and 


the 17-story Hyatt Regency Hotel. Shockingly 
tall when it opened in 1982, that waterfront 
tower helped spur the WO Ordinance protec- 
tions in the first place. 

Council Member Mike Martinez, who has 
led the recent charge at council against WO 
variances, predicts the CWS projects may 
become more reasonable in scale - or get the 
hell out of the Waterfront Overlay - before 
they’re presented for a vote at Planning 
Commission. The value of protecting the water- 
front is widely upheld by Austinites, as evi- 
denced by a recent independent poll commis- 
sioned by nonprofit SaveTownLake.org (see 
poll results, below). Thanks to a postponement 
by CWS attorney Richard Suttle, the actual 
Planning Commission vote has been resched- 
uled to Oct. 9. For the past year, the project’s 
siting, height, and scale have 
been hot citizen concerns. As 
Austinites fighting develop- 
ments all around town have 
learned, the godly powers of 
zoning law often lie in the details 
- and in how ordinance provi- 
sions are interpreted and applied 
by city staff. 

What entitles CWS to 200 
feet of height? Not the Waterfront 
Overlay Ordinance but the “IT 
(Lake District) zoning on the 
tract. An unaddressed root of 
the problem, in this case, is the 
inconsistencies between two 
sets of zoning regulations - base 
“IT and overlay “WO” - that 
apply to the property. The clear 
intent of each ordinance is to 
protect the public’s interest in 
the river’s natural scenic beauty, 
accessible open space, and envi- 
ronmental quality. Yet madden- 
ingly, each ordinance - as inter- 
preted together by city staff - 
is undoing the other’s protec- 
tions regarding building height 
and scale. 

Developers and property 
owners hardly can be blamed 
for using their entitlements. If 
Austin doesn’t want high-rise 
towers on its scenic river shores, 
then why has the city permitted 
them through Lake District 
zoning for more than two 
decades? Bizarrely, the 200-foot 
maximum building height pro- 
vided under “17 is the highest 
explicitly entitled anywhere in 
Austin, even Downtown. 
Equally intriguing, the special 
“17 zoning applies to just three 
large tracts on the south shore 
of the lake. Why did they get 
special treatment, via the “17 
zoning? And what was its origi- 
nal intent? 


Natural Scenic Beauty 

To help answer these questions, Neighbor- 
hood Planning and Zoning Director Greg 
Guernsey provided the relevant ordinance doc- 
uments and some interpretations. The original 
“17 zoning was created in May 1972. The 
ordinance’s language was explicitly preserva- 
tionist: “It is necessary to regulate the develop- 
ment of land in the area of Town Lake for 
purposes of preserving the waters thereof from 
pollution and preserving and enhancing the sce- 
nic beauty and aesthetic features of the Town 
Lake area, while at the same time allowing 
Town Lake area property owners to make ben- 
eficial use thereof. ” 

Only three tracts in Austin were zoned “L.” 
One surrounds the Hyatt footprint. According 
to Guernsey, the Hyatt was approved by the 
Planning Commission on Aug. 6, 1979. (Late 
last year, much of this tract was rezoned as an 
ungainly planned unit development.) The two 
other tracts zoned “17 are also on the south 
shore: Directly east of Congress Avenue, they 
bookend the Austin American-Statesman prop- 
erty. (It also was since rezoned as a PUD, with 
WO variances granted, CWS attorney Richard 
Suttle told the Parks and Recreation Board.) 
The CWS property lies on the easternmost “17 
tract; controversially, it also may overlap onto a 
Limited Industrial-zoned site with a 60-foot 
maximum height. 

The 1972 ordinance stated, first and foremost: 
“In the ‘L Lake Development zone no build- 
ing or land shall be used and no building 
shall be erected or structurally altered, unless 
otherwise provided in this chapter, except 
pursuant to a special permit, approved by the 
city council A 

Clearly, the intent in creating “17 zoning was 
to ensure extra public scrutiny for projects on 
these tracts, by means of a “special permit.” 
Today that’s called a conditional-use permit. A 
CUP requires a public hearing on a contested 
site plan and gives City Council explicit powers 
to deny a particular use for a property - even if 


entitlements (like height) are otherwise in 
place. Key point: It was only in the context of 
requiring the CUP, and other limiting regula- 
tions, that the 1972 ordinance set a maximum 
building height of 200 feet. 

The original 1972 “17 zoning ordinance fur- 
ther explicitly states that in determining whether 
to grant or deny a special permit: “The city coun- 
cil, city planning commission and the director of 
planning shall take into consideration, in addi- 
tion to the factors set out in section 45-29(d), 
the effect that said development may have on the 
pollution of or the quality of any lake or other 
watercourse, its effect on the natural scenic beauty 
of the area and any other effect such development 
may have on the environment A 

That’s precisely the consideration that 
SaveTownLake.org and other opponents of 
Waterfront Overlay variances are pleading for 
today. Turns out the zoning provision to achieve 
their goals was put on the books 35 years ago. 
Now all Austin has to do is follow that law’s 
spirit and letter, right? 

If only it were so easy. In a 1984 rewrite of 
the entire Land Development Code, “17 zoning 
was redefined. Lake District zoning became 
Lake Commercial, presciently encouraging 
mixed-use development that honored Town 
Lake - and allowing residential uses in that 
context. As a package deal, both the condi- 
tional-use-permit requirement and the 200- 
foot height limit were maintained. Lost in the 
rewrite was the passionate language about pro- 
tecting “scenic beauty” and “aesthetic features” 
and environmental quality. But the 1984 ordi- 
nance notes, “Use and site development regu- 
lations are intended to ensure that uses will be 
compatible and complementary in all respects with 
the Town Lake environment A 

Building height was controlled further by 
adding a volumetric 8-1 floor-to-area-ratio 
requirement, which also applies Downtown. It 
significantly limits the size of the towers now 
proposed by CWS for 300 E. Riverside (a 120- 
foot tower, 325 project units total) and 222 E. 
Riverside (a 200-foot tower, 390 units total). 
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Less Restrictive? 

Under base district “IT zoning, all the permit- 
ted uses on these tracts are actually conditional 
uses subject to special Planning Commission 
and City Council review. But in the Waterfront 
Overlay, in the interest of encouraging mixed- 
use development, residential uses are permit- 
ted automatically Where two zoning codes 
apply and their language is inconsistent, it’s 
standard staff protocol to interpret overlay 
regulations as trumping base district zoning. 

Javier Delgado, the city’s lead case reviewer 
for the 222/300 E. Riverside project, confirmed 
that the CUP requirement had been waived by 
staff for those projects. He explained that 
Waterfront Overlay zoning trumps “E zoning, 
because the latter is considered “less restric- 
tive.” This, he said, nullifies the zoning require- 
ment for a conditional-use permit. Guernsey 
confirmed, “A CUP is not required for residen- 
tial uses in the WO district” for a property in a 
“less restrictive” base zoning district. 

But given that the explicit intent of both 
special ordinances was to protect Town 
Lake, this unholy mating of two ordinances 
has birthed, in city parlance, an unintended 
consequence. One could quite reasonably 
argue that “E’ is more restrictive, at least on 
the point of the CUP provision. Certainly its 
intent - to provide for additional public 
scrutiny - is wholly consistent with the pro- 
tectionist Waterfront Overlay. Staff can’t 
fairly make this kind of judgment call; they 
must follow zoning protocol. But council 
can and should be free to intelligently con- 
sider and act on the preservationist intent of 
both ordinances. 

As this controversial project goes before 
Planning Commission, what we have instead is 
a kind of cherry-picking. The 200-foot height 
entitlement is being plucked out of the “U zon- 
ing - but without the CUP provision that stood 
watchdog over it. 

Then there’s the relationship of heights to 
setbacks from the lake. CWS agent Suttle 
repeatedly bemoaned to the Parks Board the 
unfairness of unequal WO setbacks from tract 
to tract. At 200 feet, this property’s setback is 
deeper than that of neighboring tracts. But 
varied setbacks were established by WO sub- 
district for good reason. The waterfront is a 
patchwork of differently zoned parcels; each 
tract has different entitlements for uses, 
heights, impervious cover, and densities. (The 


200-foot “U height should be no surprise to 
council: It was called out and illustrated in a 
special diagram in the 2000 study by ROMA 
Design Group for this subdistrict of the Town 
Lake Corridor.) It was intelligent then to put 
an unusually deep 200-foot setback on an 
unusual stretch of waterfront allowing 200- 
foot buildings. Indeed, the “step back” design 
guidelines of the original 1986 WO ordinance 
carefully push the tallest buildings the farthest 
from the water. 

If the Planning Commission or City Council 
could enforce the CUP requirement for “IT 
tracts, it would neatly solve the dilemma of this 
particular project - by allowing the city to deny 
a use for this site that’s not “compatible and 
complementary in all respects with the Town 
Lake environment.” If the site plan isn’t “Land- 
Use Commission Approved” (that is, by the 
Planning Commission), it expires on Dec. 3. 
Of course, to try and enforce the CUP, our 
elected city officials would need the huevos to 
overrule zoning staffers and city attorneys, who 
take direction from the city manager. Or they 
simply could deny the site plan if it comes to 
them on appeal from the Planning Commission. 
Martinez, at least, shows signs of being up to 
the task. 

“What we can take from this case is that 
there is no one plan that has all the answers,” 
said Martinez. “There is no one vision that can 
apply in perpetuity. Nor is there a true zoning 
category that can speak to every scenario. We 
must continue the public process and evolve 
with times that may lie ahead. This council is 
acutely aware of the evolution of this city and 
fully prepared to protect what makes Austin 
such a wonderful place to call home. And Lady 
Bird Lake is one of those sacred aspects that 
we must all work to protect.” 

Philosophically, retiring City Manager Toby 
Lutrell asserted for this article: “I do not sup- 
port incremental variances to the Town Lake 
overlay. It was put in place for a good reason, 
and if we don’t believe it is serving us today, we 
should revisit the overlay as a community, 
comprehensively, not in pieces.” That’s exactly 
what Martinez and Leffingwell recently have 
been arguing. It’s so heartwarming when every- 
one can agree. ■

As the condos multiply, Austin renters look for a place to land

Like tens of thousands of my fellow 
Austinites, I’m still hanging pictures, cleaning 
up after the cable installer, cursing a blue streak 
assembling that couch from IKEA - and still 
settling in from my move in August. 

And if you’re like me, you probably had a 
hell of a time finding and acquiring your new 
digs: ceaselessly scouring Craigslist for rent 
south of $650 or deals in Hyde Park (good luck 
finding those two together) or a similarly close- 
in neighborhood or whatever foolishly optimis- 
tic parameters you defined for yourself; clicking 
through to real estate agents’ worthless web- 
sites requesting names, addresses, and a first- 
born child before they’d cough up a listing. 

And after all the Web rigmarole, you met 
with an apartment locator or two (or three or 
four), where you heard the same story again 
and again: Austin’s changed. That ideal apart- 
ment in the funky little complex close to every- 
thing is gone - at any price you could afford, at 
least. Gone from Hyde Park, gone from South 
Congress (no news there - seriously, why’d 
you even bother adding it to your RSS?), and 
practically gone from the Central Texas city as 
a whole. The story of the Stoneridge Apartments 
on South Lamar is exemplary of the trend, with 
its 141 affordable, if older, units marked for 
demolition and replacement by more expensive 
condominiums. And the gentrifying trend is 
spreading. The latest collateral damage in the 
city’s capital-accumulating real estate boom is 
off Riverside Drive, where a sprawling apart- 
ment complex (the front line in the battle over 
development along Lady Bird Lake) - with 750 
units renting to families earning less than 50% 
of the median family income - is waiting to be 
plowed under for more than twice that many 
new condos, at a price few current residents 
will be able to afford. 


Well, it may be small comfort - in fact, it’s no 
comfort at all - but it ain’t just you and me. 

Indeed, the local experts confirm that the 
wave we’re precariously riding carries a whole- 
sale displacement of Austin’s renters, her young- 
er and newer citizens: recent college grads, 
musicians, writers, scenesters, and, yes, jour- 
nalists - those members of the vaunted 
“creative class” still ascendant - plus the 
waiters, bartenders, busboys, chefs, and re 
workers, the service employees who seam- 
lessly facilitate our (and especially our 
financial betters’) enjoyment of the city. 


The Conversion Crunch 


“Austin is at risk of losing its 
existing low-cost rental housing 
faster than it can build new 
affordable units,” warns a study pre- 
pared by the UT School of Law’s 
Community Development Clinic. 

Citing Stoneridge as “indicative 
of a larger trend happening in 
the city and around the country,” 
the report says “the rising real-estate 
market has resulted in thousands of affordable 
rental units being replaced with expensive 
lofts, condos, apartments, and homes.” 

Kelly Weiss, community development admin- 
istrator for the Austin Housing Finance Corp., 
is trying to track conversions of rental units to 
condos or other higher-priced housing but 
says: “There’s no one set place where data on 
this issue is going to be collected. No one’s 
required to collect it, so no one does.” Still, 
she’s awed by the scale of change reflected in 
the data collected from just one private inves- 
tor firm. Comparing a year’s data against the 
Austin Board of Realtors’ Multiple Listings 
Service database, she’s seen about 1,000 apart- 



ments lost to condo conversions - “just from 
that small housing stock.” As high as that num- 
ber sounds, it’s apparently not an anomaly. 
“My guess is it’s really just the tip of the ice- 
berg,” says Weiss. And these were affordable 
apartments, too - affordable for those earning 
60% or less of Austin’s median family income. 

As Austin’s apartments grow older and out- 
dated, condo conversions are destined to accel- 
erate - the market’s lending policies effectively 
incentivize them. “If an apartment owner is at 
a point with an older unit where there’s a lot of 
deferred maintenance,” says Weiss, “it may be 
more cost-effective to sell it for a condo conver- 


The Apartment Market 

Upward with a bullet 


In its “Austin Multi-Family Trend Report” the research firm 
Austin Investor Interests tracks the ups and downs of Austin’s 
apartment and condo markets. As of late, it’s mainly ups. Their 
second-quarter report for 2007 describes the continued rise in 
Austin’s rental prices, with the average monthly rent rising $14 
over the last quarter alone. They also note the apartment-flip- 
ping squeeze on renters - condo conversions, combined with 
expensive refurbishments, have taken 3,000 apartments off the 
market. Half of those vanished units are in “prime” Central and 
Southeast Austin locations, which, while formerly demanding 
slightly higher-than-average rates of 96 cents per square foot, 
“are set for redevelopment into high-end rentals projected to 
bring in $1.30-1. 55/square foot.” Ouch. - W.D.

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sion” instead of repairing it. And lots of apart- 
ments are showing their age. “When a property 
gets 40 years old, as a lot of these properties are 
- all these apartments built in the Sixties, 
Seventies - they are basically functionally obso- 
lete,” says Frances Ferguson, board president of 
HousingWorks, a local nonprofit dedicated to 
keeping Austin affordable. (See “Working for 
Affordability,” p.40.) Citing well-worn proper- 
ties along central arterials like Riverside, Lamar, 
Burnet Road, and North Loop, she says, “Since 
there are no appropriate tools to rehab these 
apartments and keep them affordable, the 
investor’s decision is to sell.” 

Indeed, the multifamily loan market priori- 
tizes larger, newer construction: It’s harder and 
less profitable to reinvest in smaller, existing 
apartments while keeping the rent reasonable. 
The Community Development Clinic study 
notes that “financing for smaller multifamily 
properties is one of the most significant gaps in 
the mortgage industry” and says loans are tai- 
lored to projects usually 50 units and up; for 
Freddie Mac, one of the multifamily market’s 
biggest lenders, the average loan size is $10 
million- 15 million, far beyond what’s needed 
to rehab older apartments affordably. “It’s not 
that private investors are bad guys,” says 
Ferguson; “it’s that individual investment deci- 
sions, each of which make sense on their own, 
create an aggregate problem.” 

Factor in Austin’s strong housing market 
(which, says Weiss, “still hasn’t really felt the 
dip” from the nationwide subprime mortgage 
meltdown), continued Downtown construc- 
tion of luxury condominiums, and the dizzying 
occupancy rates generated by tens of thou- 
sands of local college students (and inadequate 
numbers of dormitory units), and you’ve got a

serious affordability problem for renters. 
“Those who’ve worked [providing housing] at 
the low-income end have always recognized the 
problem,” Ferguson says. “But in recent years, 
it’s become a problem for people with more 
moderate income.” 

Walking the Tightrope 

Even in Austin, where every public issue has 
its own task force, commission, and constitu- 
ency, it’s hard to overemphasize affordability: 
In the city’s annual citizen survey, it placed 
third in overall community priorities, only after 
gridlock and growth management (problems 
exacerbated by a lack 
of cheap rent in the 
city) and ahead of 
issues like crime and 
pollution. For many 
Austinites, affordable 
housing - or rather 
the increasing and 
broadening lack 
thereof - is not sim- 
ply an economic 
issue; it also runs 
counter to the city’s 
idealized conception 
of itself. While the 
cheap-rent, slacker- 
mecca mythology 
imprinted in the DNA of Austin weirdness 
always seemed a bit of an exaggeration, the 
increased marginalization of students and 
starving artists threatens to rob the city of its 
identity in a very real way. 

One official city response has been the 
Affordable Housing Incentives Task Force, 


chaired by City Council Member Jennifer Kim. 
In February, the task force issued recommen- 
dations on ways to incentivize developers to 
build affordability into their projects; in June, 
the first round of recommendations (several 
“enhancements” to the city’s SMART Housing 
policy to “encourage developer participation”) 
was adopted; further SMART recommenda- 
tions come to City Council this month. One 
criticism is that the recommendations apply 
only to increasingly rare “greenfield” sites 
(plots without prior construction). City staff 
members are currently working with stake- 
holders to create a preservation policy for 
Austin’s existing housing stock, with a dead- 
line of next March. 

The city will also 
be undertaking a 
$300,000 study of the 
local affordable-hous- 
ing market. Kim calls 
it an important step, 
not only to get a han- 
dle on the current 
scope of the rental 
crunch but also as 
a bargaining chip. 
“What’s the price our 
community has to pay 
in losing affordable- 
housing stock when 
new development 
comes in?” Kim asks. “We can then show that 
to developers, that when you put a 12-story 
high-rise here, we lose so many affordable units. 
We need that type of analysis and study to show 
we’re judicious and fair with everyone.” Kim 
hopes soon to hold a stakeholders’ summit, set- 
ting the scope of the work. 


All of this preparation and study admittedly 
takes time, and it’s hard not to be dismayed by 
the lag between recommendations and action 
- especially in this quickly changing housing 
market. Kim says the city walks a tightrope in 
attempting to craft policy that would have a 
maximum impact in preserving affordability 
but still actually be adopted by the private sec- 
tor. “It’s definitely a balancing of priorities, 
making sure that people will take advantage of 
[the measures we implement],” she says. “If 
developers say, ‘Well, forget it; we won’t do it,’ 
then we’ll have lower density,” she continues, 
foreseeably leading to higher rents, among a 
host of collateral side effects. “I understand 
that [frustration], because you see condos 


going up and no affordable properties going in. 
At the same time, you need to make sure 
[developers] are not going to be overburdened. 
...I don’t think the people realize [that] the 
harder people make it to get the incentives, the 
less likely [they’re] going to be used.” 

'Make It Pencil' 

While the city’s incentive-based policies can 
reflect a maddening, laissez-faire quality, 
they’re one of several available tools. The Com- 
munity Development Clinic study identifies 
six mechanisms for preserving affordable rent- 
al housing: public funding, private finance 
tools, tax tools, zoning and land-use policies, 
regulatory tools, and a catchall of other strate- 
gies (see “Affordability Toolbox,” at left). Some 
already have been used locally, including tax 
waivers, a tax increment financing zone for the 
Eastside’s homestead preservation district, 
and the $55 million in voter-approved afford- 
able-housing bonds; others would be harder 
to execute in a state that treats property rights 
as reverently as Texas. 

Yet you don’t have to look far to find an 
agency using several of these tools - the Austin 
Affordable Housing Corp., a nonprofit subsid- 
iary of the Housing Authority of the City of 
Austin. Mention “subsidized housing,” and 
images of cheaply built and quickly dilapidated 
properties come to mind. The Bent Tree 
Apartments, however, are nothing of the sort. 
Located in Northwest Hills near MoPac and 
Highway 183, the 126-unit complex is inviting 
and well-kept, with tennis courts and a pool on 
the grounds and units that feature tile back- 
splashes and new paint and carpeting. It’s also 
subsidized by the AAHC: A one-bedroom costs 
$550, a two-bedroom is $635, and a two-bed- 
room/two-bathroom with washer-dryer con- 
nections runs about $715. Somewhat surpris- 
ingly, there’s no long waiting list nor strenuous 
minimum-income requirements - just a nor- 
mal apartment waiting list, at a recent glance 
listing 10 or so names. 

Despite investing a quarter-million dollars 
into Bent Tree since the agency bought it three 
years ago, AAHC keeps the rents approximately 
$90 below those in the surrounding area, at

The Affordability Toolbox 


Last spring, the UT School of Law Community Development Clinic 
prepared a study for local nonprofit HousingWorks: “Preserving Austin’s 
Multifamily Rental Housing: A Toolkit.” The report, authored by clinic 
director Heather K. Way and students Aliaquanda Derrick and Mary 
Dear, describes six tools for keeping existing apartment rentals afford- 
able, with examples of each measure from across the nation: 

1) PUBLIC FUNDING: 

(Either dedicated funds or one-time funds) 

• New York City has more than $7.5 billion budgeted as part of a 10- 
year plan to preserve affordable-housing stock and hired a firm to 
“develop an ongoing risk assessment” of such residences. 

• Fairfax County, Va., levies an additional penny tax per $100 on real 
estate, which is expected to generate $18 million toward the county’s 
goal of preserving 2,000 affordable apartments by 2011. 

• Chicago has an ongoing Rental Subsidy Program. 

2) PRIVATE FINANCE TOOLS: 

(Governments and nonprofits providing loans for apartment rehabs) 

• Funding initiatives: Washington, D.C.’s Site Acquisition Funding 
Initiative leverages public funds with private investments, offering 
below-market-rate loans for development of affordable housing. 

• Preservation loan programs also exist in New York, New Jersey, 
Chicago, Cleveland, Detroit, Massachusetts, and elsewhere. 

3) TAX TOOLS: 

• Tax increment financing: A TIF captures taxes generated by new or addi- 
tional property value into a geographically designated fund, as with Austin’s 
Homestead Preservation District on the Eastside; in Portland, Ore., 30% of all 
urban-renewal TIFs funding is held for affordable housing; in California, 20% 
of a TIF fund statewide is directed to low- and moderate-income housing. 


• Housing tax credits and tax-abatement programs also have been insti- 
tuted widely at the city and state level. 

4) ZONING/LAND-USE ORDINANCES: 

• Condo conversion ordinances: The Community Development Clinic 
identifies three main components to such ordinances: Developers 
must cover tenant relocation fees, must offer tenants advance notice 
of conversion, plus a “right of first refusal” on buying the unit they cur- 
rently occupy. Cities also can require a limit on the number of conver- 
sions yearly, approval by the city, or payment to an affordable-housing 
fund. Several cities and states (including Seattle, Boston, Los Angeles, 
San Francisco, and California and Nevada) have some form of a con- 
version ordinance. 

• Affordable-housing-replacement ordinances or housing-impact studies 
also have been used to preserve affordable rentals. 

5) REGULATORY TOOLS: 

• Similar to conversion ordinances, these include advance notice to the 
displaced, the right of first refusal, and relocation reimbursements. 

• Boston requires a five-year notice to seniors and low-income renters 
that their apartments will be converted to condos; Chicago requires a 
120-day conversion notice to all renters; Washington, D.C., has codified 
such measures in their Tenant Opportunity to Purchase Act. 

6) OTHER TOOLS: 

• New York, Los Angeles, Denver, Boston, and other cities have adopted 

comprehensive city strategies for preserving affordable rentals and apart- 
ments; these include offering outreach and assistance to owners and 
renters, setting a target number of units to preserve, tenant organizing, 
ongoing assessment of at-risk affordable properties, and stepped-up 
enforcement of the Fair Housing Act. - W.D.

what it calls a “fair market value.” Several mea- 
sures serve to offset the agency’s costs. One is 
due diligence in purchasing properties at a 
good price; the corporation’s tax-free status 
also lets it keep and reinvest more of its earn- 
ings. But in recent years, the AAHC’s most 
effective strategy has been its use of private 
revenue-generating streams. In 2004, it bought 
Eastland Plaza, a shop- 
ping center on Airport 
Boulevard that pulls in 
close to $500,000 for 
the organization annually. 

The results are twofold: 

Money is folded back into 
the AAHC’s endeavors, 
while, ultimately, Eastland 
will be used for job-training, as part of the 
social services the Housing Authority offers its 
public-housing residents. 

Bent Tree might seem a world away from the 
Rosewood or Booker T. Washington public- 
housing complexes on the Eastside, but they’re 
simply different points on one continuum of 
affordability. “All affordable housing is in rela- 


tion to the neighborhood it’s in,” says Ron 
Kowal, AAHC vice president of housing devel- 
opment and asset management. For the AAHC, 
complexes like Bent Tree figure in the mix 
equally with Sterling Village, more modest 
North Lamar properties that cater to the 
neighborhood’s large immigrant population. 
Sterling Village rent rates also hover some $75- 


90 under nearby market rates - one-bedrooms 
start at $455, and two-twos reach $665. The 
property and units are clean and well-kept; 
during a recent visit, a Housing Authority truck 
was hauling off old appliances and couches, 
one of the benefits of having its own core prop- 
erty-management infrastructure. 

In some ways, the AAHC is an anomaly. 


With the Housing Authority, it has the resourc- 
es of a public agency, but because it is charged 
with a single mission that overlaps only mini- 
mally with other city functions, there’s less 
bureaucratic overhead or interference. In one 
sense, AAHC operates like an independent 
business or developer - seeking deals on prop- 
erties to increase its portfolio. But since it’s 
not required to generate 
sufficient profits to 
appease shareholders (at 
the expense of tenants), 
nor to pay property taxes, 
it is able to purchase and 
upgrade properties with 
an exclusive focus on self- 
sustaining affordability. 
“Ultimately it has to pencil - it has to pay for 
itself,” says Kowal. Indeed, AAHC relies on no 
city or federal money, with all its funding com- 
ing from its private revenue streams or another 
nonprofit Housing Authority subsidiary, South- 
west Housing Compliance Corp. (which per- 
forms management reviews of all Sector 8 
housing in Texas and Arkansas) . With one foot 


in the public realm and another in the private 
sector, it has become an effective model. 

HousingWorks’ Ferguson applauds HACA 
and its work but hopes AAHC’s current focus 
on affordable yet market-rate apartments 
doesn’t distract the agency from helping the 
people it was originally conscripted to assist: 
residents of HACA’s public housing, earning 
30% or less than median family income. “HACA 
has eminent domain powers, bond-issuing 
rights,” says Ferguson. “Others are not equipped 
with that kind of tool kit.” 

The Invisible Hand 

HACA’s effectiveness arises from the instru- 
ments at its disposal: a combination of public 
(tax waivers, government assistance) and pri- 
vate (development and revenue-generating) 
tools. Similarly, preserving affordable options 
for renters has two simple, if not necessarily 
popular, components: spending money and 
making sure it’s spent well. 

“A progressive preservation policy cannot be 
implemented without large amounts of public 
funding,” reads the Community Development 
Clinic study. “Cities around the country that 
have successfully preserved large numbers of 
rental housing units have done so only with 
the benefit of significant state or local funds 
designated for affordable rental housing pres- 
ervation.” Austin’s $55 million in affordable- 
housing bonds provide a step in the right 
direction, but, as we’ve seen, the slow-moving 
bureaucracy of the city means slow implemen- 
tation. For just one example, the city is just 
now getting around to releasing a NOFA 
(notice of funds availability) for part of the 
bond dollars approved for affordable housing 
last year. 

Also, the city’s overreliance on financial 
and other incentives to lure developers into 
including affordable rentals in their projects 
has been a well-intentioned but ultimately 
hands-off approach and, thus far, ineffective

MFI: How 'Affordable' Is Your Rent? 


Austin generally calculates residential expenses in terms of median 
family income, adjustable to family size; the median lies statistically in 
the center, with half of Austin families (of varying unit size, see right) 
earning more than that amount annually and the other half making less. 
Eighty percent MFI - one common standard for “affordable” - clocks in 
for a one-person “family” at a healthy $39,850 yet is still considered 
“low income” by the standards of U.S. Housing and Urban Development. 
The standard has inevitably led to some steep rents, which are still tech- 
nically “affordable.” For example, HUD defines “affordable” rent as not 
consuming more than one-third of a person’s income; by that reading, 
rent for a single person earning 80% MFI could top out at $996 a 
month and still technically be considered “affordable” from a developer- 
incentives standpoint. If Austin is serious about preserving its affordable 
rental stock, a fairer measure of affordability than 80% MFI - or commit- 
ment to deeper affordability - is likely needed. - W.D.

It would seem a fleet-footed, nonprofit, private- 
sector response - one benefiting from the funds and 
legal authority of government - is the best bet to 
preserve existing apartments before they’re convert- 
ed. Kim points to the city’s previous partnerships 
with nonprofits - Foundation Communities, which 
converted an extended-stay hotel on 1-35 into effi- 
ciency apartments for the formerly homeless, or 
Habitat for Humanity, which has its own miniature 
neighborhood of homes by Riverside and Pleasant 
Valley on city-donated land - as examples of produc- 
tive partnerships the city has made. But those proj- 
ects are both on the lower reaches of the affordability 
continuum, whereas much of the need is less 
extreme, less visible but much, much more main- 
stream. While the city’s housing bonds help first- 
time homebuyers earning up to 80% median family 
income (but concentrate on the 50-65% range), 
there’s nothing to help renters earning more than 
50% MFI. As Austin’s real estate boom continues to 
squeeze those who haven’t felt the pinch previously 
and as condo conversions continue to cut into their 
rental options, much more dramatic and persistent 
action will be required to preserve whatever afford- 
ability Austin has left. 



Converting former hotels into apartments is 
one way to increase affordable rental stock, but now demolished, the Riverside site is slated for a dense, upscale 
mixed-use development. 



Wait 'Til Next Year 

As the summer came to the end, my quest for an 
affordable apartment on a writer’s salary did, too. 
Somehow, finally, I lucked out - after several false 
starts, I found an older property along Duval 
Street, a few blocks above 45th. Although under 
new ownership, it had escaped the condo craze - 
it wasn’t flipped but refurbished (i.e., a coat of 
paint and refinished floors). I’m locked in at a 
quasi-affordable $625 for the next 11 months - 
when the lease is up and in all probability the hunt 
begins again. 

Maybe by next summer the city’s myriad boards 
and task forces will have issued reports, charts, and 
recommendations enabling me to plan my next 
move. To somewhere up in Pflugerville. ■ 


WORKING FOR AFFORDABILITY

To Lose Some Nerve

Three years ago October, in eastern Arkansas 
- driving west through flat, moist country - I 
saw the strangest cloud. Until then I thought 
that I’d seen every possible cloud in North 
America. Given the least excuse, I brag that 
I’ve driven my ’69 Chevy from Key West to 
Bellingham, Wash.; from Tijuana to Waterville, 
Maine; and from El Paso to the Montana- 
Canadian border - driven every state, in fact, 
but Michigan, in all weathers and all seasons. 
So I had a right (as such rights go) to believe I’d 
seen every sort of cloud. But never had I seen 
a cloud like this. 

It was about 10 in the morning, a bright day, 
warm but not hot, blue sky overhead. Not an 
hour before, in a motel room in Brinkley, Ark., 
the Weather Channel reported thunderstorms 
to the west. The Doppler configurations on 
TV didn’t look unusual. I figured I’d be driv- 
ing west on 1-40 at 70-ish miles per hour, the 
storms were moving eastward pretty fast, I’d be 
through them in no time, and it would be fun. 
Until that morning, I’d liked driving through 
storms. Friends have sometimes questioned 
my sanity when I’ve gone out of my way to 
drive into a thunderstorm or when I’ve headed 
straight for a blizzard even though I had plenty 
of time to take the long way around and avoid 
the danger. I tried often to explain that storms 
gave me something, something hard to come 
by. I tried to communicate that in my first 
novel, Night Time, Losing Time, when Jesse, a 
rock ’n’ blues piano player, is driving late with 
his young son Jes: 

“Jes and I were driving back from Shreveport 
in the rain. We were a little east of Houston. 
Jes was pissed that I wasn’t letting him work 
the gas pedal, like I often did, but I wouldn’t 
do it in weather. The rain started coming 
down so hard, the windshield wipers just sort 
of smudged it around, the glass never really 
cleared. It was a two-lane and the on-coming 
cars were just big double blobs of smeared 
light. If you turned hard, you’d skid. If you hit 
the brake, you’d skid. You couldn’t tell where 
the white line was, or the shoulder. I bent to 

the wheel We hit a turn too fast, the old 

car held the road, but it was so fucking scary 
both of us were shaken. I said, ‘I’m sorry, Jes.’ 


... And the rain beat down. And the spray 
sound of our tires on the road. And every car 
that passed the other way raised a wash of 
water on us. 

“And suddenly I felt a weird elation. We 
were completely cut off from the world. We 
were Out There. Together. Hurtling through 
something that was and wasn’t a storm. I 
mean, of course it was a storm, but it was 
also an intoxication, something meant, I mean 
meant, to induce [a] state of mind, or out-of- 
mind. ... I felt the storm vibrating through the 
steering wheel, loved the pounding drops on 
the hood, the watery hiss of the wheels, and 
felt approval in the storm, knew it pleased 
the storm to be driven through like this, and 
must have had some crazy grin on my face 
because when I looked over at Jes again he was 
surprised and said, ‘What?!’ ‘Isn’t this a great 
STORM!’ ... And I prayed he’d remember 
this. . . . And that maybe he’d psyche someday, 
sooner than I had, that the storm is there for 
our elation as much as for the crops.” 

Elation is complicated. It can be joy, but it 
can also be terror - and it can be both, and 
more. Elation lifts you up and cleans you out 
and bestows, in its wake, a fresh sensation 
of balance and an eagerness for whatever’s 
coming next. 

Anyway . . . with blue sky overhead, I drove 
west on 1-40 across the Arkansas flats, and 
there was this cloud, if you can call it a cloud. 
Even from miles away, it loomed. As far as I 
could see to the north, and going on for almost 
as far as I could see to the south, it loomed, 
a massive wall rising straight up from the 
ground, I-don’t-know-how-many-thousands- 
of-feet high. White at the top, gray for most of 
its height - but its bottom hundred feet or so, 
where it met the earth, was a different, spooky 
white. And I said aloud, “What in heaven’s 
name is that?!” It looked like one of those giant 
tidal waves in an end-of-the-world movie. 

Traffic was light. The highway was straight. 
There was nothing but an 18-wheeler maybe 
half a mile ahead. The vehicles in my rearview 
were many car-lengths behind. I had to bend 
over my steering wheel to look up and see the 
top of this cloud. And I felt a deep happiness 



to see something so magnificent, a phenom- 
enon I’d never even heard of. 

Then the 18-wheeler ahead entered the 
spooky whiteness at the bottom of that cloud 
- and disappeared. And I noticed that, on the 
eastbound side of the highway, vehicles kind of 
popped out of the cloud, with their headlights 
on and their windshield wipers furiously flap- 
ping. And just as it struck me that I couldn’t 
see 2 feet into that cloud, I entered the cloud. 

And couldn’t see the hood of my car. There 
were no raindrops; there was water. Pouring. I 
lifted my foot off the gas pedal, held the wheel 
straight, hoped the road would stay straight, 
turned on my wipers and headlights, slowing 
now to about 35, hoping no one would ram me 
from behind, and I still couldn’t see anything. 
After some moments, I could see two slashes 
of the white line as they disappeared under my 
left wheel. I steered to those two slashes, hold- 
ing my car straight and steady, slowing even 
more. And then there was wind. Sudden and 
vicious. And stuff in the wind - couldn’t see 


what but could hear stuff hit the car from my 
right, little stuff and slightly larger stuff, by the 
sounds. It became all I could do to keep Baby 
(my car) going straight. 

A ’69 Chevy Malibu is heavy, made of metal, 
not fiberglass. It’s wide and low to the ground 

- a grownup can’t crawl under it. Low center 
of gravity. Even skidding on ice, Baby doesn’t 
swerve much, just kind of shimmies. A good 
car for a storm. But it was all I could do to keep 
Baby level with those two slashes of white line 
that were my only guide. 

And then time slowed down, the way it does 
sometimes when things are really bad. In a 
kind of out-of-body way, I noticed, with great 
surprise, that my arms and legs were shaking 

- no, “shaking” doesn’t describe it. My limbs 
were like wild rubber bands. I started to laugh, 
because how could my hands on the wheel 
and my foot on the pedal remain steady while 
my limbs were crazily trembling? Yet it was so. 

Also, someone was screaming. 
“FUUUUUUUCCCCCKKKK!” It had to 
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be me. Still out-of-body, I checked my 
throat and mouth. Yes, they were screaming. 
But it felt kind of distant. Over and over, 
“FUUUUUUUUCCCCCKKKK! ” There’s a 
Springsteen verse I’ve long loved, about 
a guy driving into a hurricane and get- 
ting splattered all over the road: I wonder 
what he was thinking when he hit that 
storm. Well, now I knew. He was thinking 
“FUUUUUCCCCCKKK! ” 

Then my luminous out-of-body-ness ended 
abruptly, because of a sound. 

How can wind sound like metal? The cliche 
is that a tornado sounds like a freight train. 
Not really. Tornadoes sound like enormous 
metal plates clanging together. Way louder 
than a freight train. If you hear that sound 
once, you never forget it. I’d heard it once. 
But not like this. That sound around me was 
(forgive the capital letters) TOTAL. I couldn’t 
see it, because I could barely see anything. 
But steering got even tougher, and the sound 
was everywhere. 

I don’t know how I wasn’t swept away, but 
after a timeless time, the sound passed. Rain 
and wind subsided into only the worst storm 
I’d ever seen before this one. And then sud- 
denly it was all blue sky and daylight! I’d driv- 
en through the wall. I was gripping the wheel 
so hard that it took me some miles to free 
my fingers. (It was two days before my hands 
stopped hurting.) I was still shaking but not as 
wildly. The next day the papers reported that a 
swath of “killer tornadoes” had wreaked dam- 
age, injury, and death across eastern Arkansas. 
Nevertheless, though you may Google your 
heart out, you won’t find an explanation of that 
cloud. I’ve tried. (If any of you are luckier at it, 
please let me know.) 

I’m not sorry it happened. It’s a privilege 
to experience such immense, elemental, 
impersonal power - to experience that 
and yet live! But I’ve suffered - what can I 
call it? - a loss of nerve. Elation has been 
granted me by many storms and most of all 
by that incredible cloud. My many faults do 
not include ingratitude. But on my drives 
now a puny drizzle makes me anxious. I’ll 
hunt for no more storms. I’m proud of my 
feet and hands - they didn’t panic. But the 
rest of me did. I’ve lost and gained. Lost 
what I never thought I’d lose. Gained what 
I didn’t dream to gain. Stared into the face 
of a “something” I couldn’t name. Beyond 
elation is something greater. It makes you 
smaller and larger. (In a whisper I say, “Let’s 
leave it at that.”) ■

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Opera is, by its nature, larger than life, but are you ready for 
a Queen of the Night with a head the size of an Olympic swim- 
ming pool? That’s what you’ll see in the Butler Opera Center’s 
new staging of The Magic Flute, opening this weekend in UT’s 
McCullough Theatre. The wicked queen’s countenance dwarfs 
the human figures before her in a production that employs the 
wonders of technology to make The Magic Flute more, well, 
magical. Lighting designer Amarante Lucero, a professor in the 
UT Theatre & Dance Department, is the man responsible for 
this colossal queen, creating her with the help of a new light- 
ing system named DL.2 Digital Light, which can project a live 
camera feed of performers onto a screen and allow 2-D char- 
acters to interact with a 3-D live cast. In this show, only five 
performers appear in the flesh before the audience; the rest 
are backstage, acting and singing before cameras and relying 
on monitors to see the conductor and cast onstage that 
they’re playing off of. Their images, along with all the scenery, 
are fed into DL.2, which manipulates them for large-scale pro- 
jections. The result is a kind of flat, storybook fantasy world 
into which these few living humans have been dropped. 

This 21st century approach to Mozart is augmented by a 
similarly modern remix of the opera’s orchestration, with all 
the strings, horns, and percussion of an orchestra replaced 
with a string quartet and two players on Musical Instrument 


Digital Interface keyboards. UT School of Music professor 
Russell Pinkston, an expert in electronic music and composi- 
tion, was charged with reworking Mozart’s instrumentation into 
a form that sounded like the original but could be performed 
by two keyboardists playing several different instrumental 
parts at once. Doctor of Musical Arts student Jonathan Kolm 
helped divvy up and assign the musical parts to the two key- 
boards, and Pinkston channeled the sound through a system 
involving a Kurzweil MIDI keyboard controller, a Dell Inspiron 
laptop, M-Audio FA-66 FireWire Audio/MIDI Interface, and 
Kontakt II and Ableton Live software. 

Now, all that technospeak doesn’t mean you have to have a 
code monkey to appreciate the production. The Mozart is still 
Mozart, as audiences in San Jose, Costa Rica, and Mazatlan, 
Mexico, discovered when the production premiered there earli- 
er this summer and as hundreds of area middle schoolers 
and high schoolers will discover when they see special perfor- 
mances of the production this month. And as you’ll discover if 
you visit the McCullough this week or next. When new tools 
become available, we use them to enliven the audience’s 
experience of a work onstage. But the story - and the magic - 
is the same as ever. - Robert Faires 


Liz and Ann Hampton Callaway 

Two Callaways for the price of one 

From her first visit here in 2001 to inaugurate Austin 
Cabaret Theatre, Ann Flampton Callaway has enchanted our 
city. This New York singer’s velvety voice and vivacity, her wit 
and way with a lyric, and her intoxicating enthusiasm for the 
Great American Songbook enraptured audiences. She 
returned to delight us in 2002 and 2004 and is back for her 
fourth visit this week. Now, what could be better than having 
a Callaway croon right to you? Flow about two Callaways? To 
launch his grand cabaret series’ seventh season, ACT Director 
Stuart Moulton has booked Ann and her sister Liz, a singer as 
accomplished in Broadway circles as Ann is in jazz. Each 
stays awfully busy on her own, but they love singing together 
and find time to do so occasionally in their sister acts, Sibling 
Revelry and Relative Flarmony. In anticipation of them doing 
so in Austin for the first time, I quizzed them about each 
other, speaking to them separately in order to see how closely 
their answers matched. - R.F. 

Austin Chronicle: What's it like in the dressing room when you 
two are together? 

Ann Hampton Callaway: I sometimes feel like people miss 
the funniest part of the show in the dressing room as we’re 
getting ready and figuring out at the last minute what we’re 
going to say or in rehearsals, where we completely goof on all 
our songs. We should charge money to have people witness 
the hilarity between the Callaway sisters. 

Liz Callaway: We do rehearse what we’re going to say a little 
bit, but it’s a total gabfest. We should sell tickets to our 
rehearsals. We completely lose our minds. We are insane. 
Sometimes it’s exhausting because I’m laughing so hard. It’s 
like, “Oh my God, I need a nap just to recover from rehearsal.” 
AC: How would you describe your sister as a singer? 

AHC: I think of Liz as having a sunlit voice and me as having 
a moonlit voice. Liz has one of those clarion, beautiful, pure, 
powerful voices that can do just about anything. She has a 
strong, interesting blend between being a Broadway belter and 
doing pop music with feeling and intelligence. 

LC: She’s brilliant in that she can do every style of music and 
have a ridiculous range. Her 
voice - there’s a smoky quality 
to it, a real emotional quality 
that I just love. Our voices are 
so different, but for some rea- 
son, when we sing together, 
there’s that crazy sister blend 
that just fits. 

AC: What does singing with your 
sister bring out in you that's dif- 
ferent than when you sing solo? 

AHC: When you’re doing your 
own thing, you have the free- 
dom and spontaneity to do 
whatever you feel. When you’re 
singing with someone, it’s very 
important to listen and be com- 
pletely in the moment and com- 
pletely attuned to that other person, breathing with them, 
blending with them. I’m such a free spirit, I don’t always want 
to do things the same way, but there’s a certain discipline 
that singing with Liz has helped me develop. 

LC: When you’re singing with another person, you’re listening 
to them and trying to become one with them. She challenges 
me to be the best musician I can be. I mean, there is no one 
I would rather sing with. It’s just so much fun. 

AC: What's the childhood event that your sister won't let you forget? 
AHC: We used to dare each other, so I dared her to eat a 
stick of butter. When she was a baby, I pinched her so she 
would cry and the babysitter would think she was a bad baby. 
Things like that, those horrible older-sister things. 

LC: She says that I locked her in a closet and that I tried to 
stab her with a Brownie jackknife. I deny that. I don’t even 
remember having a Brownie jackknife. And she, of course, 
dared me to eat a stick of butter, and I did.

MACC Mommy 

Managing the busy new Mexican American Cultural Center is 
inspiring work for Amparo Garcia-Crow

Although it isn’t officially open, there has 
been no shortage of activity at the Mexican 
American Cultural Center. Perched like a 
bright-white origami figure on the north side 
of Lady Bird Lake, the MACC was recently 
the site for a tribute to Austin-based poet Raul 
Salinas, a media workshop for girls organized 
by Latinitas, a Native American storytelling 
workshop for children hosted by La Pena, the 
venue for the Latino Comedy Project show 
AlienNation, the setting for an ongoing Sunday 
morning movement class, and many, many 
community meetings. Two more phases of con- 
struction remain before the MACC is officially 
complete. In the meantime, the MACC buzzes 
with activity as the staff and volunteers prepare 
for its grand opening the weekend of Sept. 15. 
There’s only one problem. No one thought 
to put in a revolving door to Amparo Garcia- 
Crow’s office. Garcia-Crow is the MACC’s 
new project manager, and, by all indications, a 


revolving door would be useful. That and a pile 
of Super Sticky Post-it Notes. Over the course 
of an hour one recent afternoon, her door did 
not stop swinging open with someone drop- 
ping in for one reason or another. 

“See what I mean? It never stops,” Garcia- 
Crow says, as another visitor leaves her office 
while she scribbles on a Post-it Note and 
sticks it to her blouse. “This is where I put 
things I absolutely have to do,” she explains. 
In this case, it’s a reminder to call one of the 
arts groups performing for the grand opening. 
“Someone will inevitably ask, ‘Do you know 
you have a note stuck to your chest?’ and that’s 
my reminder. ” 

While the unending activity and interrup- 
tions might rattle another person, Garcia-Crow 
takes it in stride. The MACC falls under the 
auspices of the Cultural Affairs Division of the 
Parks and Recreation Department. “The city has 
a strong commitment to customer service, and 
I take that very seriously.” For Garcia-Crow and 
her staff, that means showing the building to 


the many visitors who drop in daily. Some want 
to see the new building and make note of its 
amenities and dimensions for future reference. 
Others want to talk. A woman who brought her 
grandchildren by one afternoon burst into tears 
as she recounted her role in making the MACC 
a reality. Many more come with a humble offer 
of their time and talent. Whether it’s an Iraq 
war veteran, a graduate student new to Austin, 
or a group of women who have volunteered to 
make Mexican-style, handmade paper flowers 
for the MACC’s grand opening, the desire to 
have a hands-on relationship with the MACC 
is sincere, requiring a certain amount of finesse 
from Garcia-Crow to make all feel welcome 
yet keep the wave of enthusiasm manageable. 
That’s the way it should be, she says, even if it 
means constant interruptions, long hours, and 
seven-day workweeks. 

“I discovered early that the way this center 
works best is by following its own natural flow. 
If I spent a lot of time doing things by prescrip- 
tion, things wouldn’t have hap- 
pened the way they did,” she 
says, recounting how an origi- 
nal grand-opening event fell 
through, but because of a drop- 
in meeting, a culturally richer 
event was allowed to take its 
place - in this case, an exhibit 
of Navajo rugs along with the 
film “Weaving Worlds,” by 
Native American filmmaker 
Bennie Klain. For Garcia-Crow, 
these are the good days at 
work, when creative solutions 
emerge from setbacks. Setbacks 
are a very real possibility when 
overseeing a new 22,500-plus- 
square-foot facility, 10 full-time 
staffers, and more than 100 
volunteers and artists who 
have come together to prepare 
the MACC for its official grand 
opening. But Garcia-Crow tries 
to view setbacks with potential, 
not consternation. “Receiving 
and expressing inspiration 
come from the same place,” she says. 

If Garcia-Crow doesn’t seem like a conven- 
tional city bureaucrat, there’s a good reason for 
that. She’s not. She’s a multidisciplinary artist 
who has enjoyed national as well as local rec- 
ognition for her work. Over the years, she has 
been a filmmaker, an actress, a writer, a direc- 
tor, a singer-songwriter, the mother of two, and 
now the MACC’s first program manager. 

“I think of her as a creative curandera,” 
says actress, writer, and longtime friend C.K. 
McFarland. McFarland collaborated with 
Garcia-Crow in one of Austin’s theatrical crown 


jewels, In the West (1985-1990), a locally devel- 
oped production that went on to garner nation- 
al attention, first on stage at the Texas Festival 
at the Kennedy Center and later as a feature 
film ( One From the Heart). Inspired by a Richard 
Avedon photo exhibit, In the West continues 
to be produced across the nation. Garcia- 
Crow’s long list of personal credits includes 
multiple recognitions for her theatre work 
(acting, directing, writing) by the Austin Circle 
of Theaters and several fellowships, including 
a National Endowment for the Arts Directors 
Fellowship in 1991 and a Michener Center for 
Writers Fellowship from 1993-1996. Earlier 
this year, several of her scripts were recognized 
by distinguished organizations, including the 
National Playwrights Conference at the Eugene 
O’Neill Theater Center, the Actor’s Theatre 
of Louisville, and the Walt Disney Studio’s 
Talent Development Program. (For details, see 
“Amparo Garcia-Crow: Write this way,” Feb. 
23.) And that is just her writing. In addition to 
teaching acting and directing 
workshops, she still performs 
and has a featured role in 
Friday Night Lights this fall (“I 
deliver the coach’s baby”). 

‘As an artist, I see her as 
one of those rare people who 
has the willingness to be seen 
in her heart,” McFarland says. 
“She has such vision. ... I think 
this is a great opportunity for 
her to seive her community, a 
community that has worked 
hard for and deserves [the 
MACC] and, I hope, will allow 
her to make space for herself.” 
But why would a successful 
working artist want to become 
an administrator? Part of the 
answer is the desire for the sta- 
bility a regular “9 to 5” offers, 
something she values with a 
young daughter still at home. 

“It’s been a long time since 
I had a regular job. I don’t 
count the times I was teach- 
ing, because I felt like I was learning so much 
myself,” she says, speaking of her most recent 
professorship teaching acting and directing in the 
Department of Theatre and Dance at UT-Austin. 
“This job has three very distinct paths: the admin- 
istrative, the bureaucratic, and the artistic. Each is 
very demanding. This job doesn’t care if I don’t 
have time to eat lunch. But it’s been a direct line 
to deepening my spiritual process.” By this, she 
means getting up extra early for yoga and other 
exercise and remembering to make a healthy 
lunch she will most likely eat at her desk.

A BRIEF HISTORY OF THE MACC 


Calls for a local center dedicated to 
Mexican-American culture and history date 
back to the 1970s, but the project never quite 
gathered the momentum that would lead to its 
realization. It came painfully close in 1992, 
when a $10 million bond proposal to fund a 
Mexican American Cultural Center and the 
George Washington Carver Museum & Cultural 
Center failed by 3% of the vote. Despite that 
defeat, the city set aside 6 acres of land for 


the MACC on the north shore of Lady Bird Lake. 
That kept the dream alive until 1998, when citi- 
zens supported a bond proposal allocating 
$10.9 million for the MACC. CasaBella and Del 
Campo + Maru were selected to design the 
facility, and their master plan called for con- 
structing the center in three phases: Phase 1 
would create an outdoor plaza, or zocalo, open 
toward Lady Bird Lake, surrounded by a two- 
story crescent-shaped building with offices, 


classrooms, and a large multipurpose room for 
performances and talks, with surface parking 
adjacent to it; Phase 2 would extend the 
building on both ends to add more classrooms 
and offices and add a 300-seat theatre; and 
Phase 3 would add an 800-seat theatre and a 
two-story parking garage. The Center for 
Mexican American Cultural Arts, a nonprofit 
created to oversee construction of and operate 
the MACC, had its lease agreement with the 
city terminated in 2002. Troubles with funding 
and oversight for the facility caused the cen- 


ter’s ground-breaking to be postponed several 
times, but in January 2006, construction final- 
ly began on the $16 million first phase. That 
was completed this summer, although the 
southern arm of the building wasn’t built; now 
dubbed Phase 1-A, this addition - to include a 
dance studio, a music studio, a classroom, and 
offices - is projected for completion in spring 
2009. The center’s grand opening is Sept. 15. 
Phases 2 and 3 are expected to be finished 
over the next decade as funding is secured.

Part of what makes the job enjoyable is the 
direct interaction she has with the public and 
keeping her artistic eye out for how to bring 
the traditional together with the contempo- 
rary In addition to the conventional perfor- 
mances and presentations one might expect 
at a grand opening, Garcia-Crow is work- 
ing with Special Events Coordinator Melba 
Martinez (also a longtime theatre director 
and actress) in co-directing a performance 
work titled “16 Historical Characters: Where 
Imagination Knows No Borders.” The per- 
formance, occurring several times over the 
three-day, grand-opening weekend, features 
actors as 16 historical figures from Mexican, 
Mexican-American, and Native American his- 
tory Through a deliberate performance style 
based on the Suzuki technique, the various 
actors will come into “relief,” not in a tradi- 
tional, spoken-word theatrical presentation 
but impressionistically 

“We’re celebrating the creation of the 
MACC,” Garcia-Crow explains, “but we’re also 
remembering those who came before and live 
in this space through their inspiration, deter- 
mination, and courage.” Some of the figures 
are well-known (Cesar Chavez), others more 
obscure (the Honduran indigenous leader 
Lempira), but all are important figures whose 
existence impacts the present. This fusion of 
the modem with the traditional, the present 
with history, the American with the indig- 
enous, is an ongoing theme in MACC activi- 
ties. This is particularly evident in the Artful 
Living programs under development. The first 
of these is a Sunday morning movement class 
that blends the meditative elements of yoga 
with the whimsy of improvisational dance. It 
requires that Garcia-Crow return to the center 
on Sunday morning to open the building, but 
she is also one of its most enthusiastic par- 
ticipants. Being the MACC project manager is 
demanding, but it has its perks. 

“Her artistic integrity is excellent, and I think 
we’re lucky to have her there,” says visual artist 
Carlos Pineda of Garcia-Crow. A retrospective 
of his work will be featured in the first official 
exhibit in the MACC gallery as part of the 
center’s grand opening (see “Carlos Pineda and 
the YLA Exhibit,” p.49). Now a retired city of 
Austin employee, Pineda once supervised several 
city-run cultural arts projects, including the O. 
Henry Museum, the Elisabet Ney Museum, 
the Beverly S. Sheffield Zilker Hillside Theater, 
and the Dougherty Arts Center, among others. 
He was also the city employee assigned to the 
MACC project back in the 1980s. “Her style is 
much more free. I would be beating people over 
the head to get them to do what I want them to 
do,” Pineda laughs. “Her way is more organic.” 

It seems to go against logic that an artist 
can thrive in a bureaucracy Yet the MACC 
is not just another center. Born of 30 years 
of determination and strife - in and out of 
Austin’s Mexican-American community - it is 
ultimately the product of indomitable pride. 
Garcia-Crow’s workdays would exhaust a typi- 
cal clock-watcher, but as long as inspiration 
trumps exhaustion; the artistic, administrative, 
and bureaucratic demands are kept in balance; 
and a large stack of Post-it Notes are at hand, 
Garcia-Crow remains inspired. 

“I will follow my heart. I might be here two 
years; I might be here 20. 1 can only do this job 
until I can’t,” she says. ■

CARLOS PINEDA AND THE 


Don’t let the cane and the silver hair fool you. Carlos Pineda is as feisty as 
ever. Now retired from the city of Austin, where he supervised several projects 
of the Cultural Affairs Office, he is working full time on his first passion, paint- 
ing, as well as teaching art classes and occasionally entertaining curious 
newspaper writers. This writer first met Pineda in the late Eighties when he 
was attending the various meetings (then led by Emma Barrientos and Kathy 
Vasquez) to get the MACC on the bond election. He was the city’s assigned 
liaison to the committee, but the Arizona native had long called Austin home 
by then and was as excited as anyone else in the room about the possibility, 
the dream, and the need for a Mexican American Cultural Center. I have a 
lasting image of Pineda from one of those meetings. Always dapper in a well- 
pressed suit, he was attentively listening when some good news was 
announced. A smile burst across his deep amber face like sunlight as he 
raised his fist into the air and pierced the room with a short but joyous grito. 

Now, there’s another reason to cheer. A retrospective of Pineda’s work, 
“Hacia la Vida,” is the first official exhibit of the MACC gallery, alongside 
Mexic-Arte’s Young Latino Artists 12 exhibit, “Embracing Chaos,” featuring the 
work of artists from across Texas younger than 30. “Hacia la Vida” features 
44 pieces created by Pineda between 1967 and 2007. Some are still lifes, 
but most are portraits of famous and not-so-famous Mexican-Americans: 

Lydia Mendoza, Ruben Ramos, writer David Rice, and Austin native Tomas 
Salas, among others. 

“Each portrait is a humble attempt to reflect internal, spiritual qualities and 
external, physical attributes,” Pineda says in his artist’s statement. More to the 
point, however: “[I wanted to show] that [Mexican-Americans and Chicanos] 
have as much dignity, power, and humanity as anyone else on earth.” 


Y L A EXHIBIT 

Coming of age when segregation was standard and racism overt, Pineda 
decided to paint portraits out of more than an artistic choice; it was a 
political statement, though Pineda might not see it that way. “I like people. 
I’m very pleased to be directly opposite the young artists,” Pineda says. 
“From what I’ve seen of the past [YLA exhibits], they’re very contemporary, 
more experimental. I’m very conservative. I do one thing, and I’m proud of 
what I do.” 

The gulf between Pineda and the emerging artists is not as wide as one 
might suspect. In a continuing, unspoken commentary on the Mexican 
capacity to make art from ordinary or discarded objects, many of Pineda’s 
portraits are painted on white window shades. Among the YLA pieces, some 
of the most stunning works blend embroidery on partially dyed fabric and 
frames decoupaged with pattern pieces one might find in a mother’s sewing 
stash. “It has never been a problem for us if an art or craft object served in 
a practical or sacred manner. On the contrary, it was created for a specific 
purpose without losing its artistic merit.” 

There is poetry in this continuum of the past reflected in “Hacia la Vida” 
and “Embracing Chaos” and in the lack of distinction between “fine” and 
“folk” art that Pineda vehemently defends in his work and in the work of 
artists who influenced him - his uncle, who made beautiful baskets from 
recycled wire; his aunt, who made colorful pinatas from broken clay pots; 
the railroad workers of his youth, who made comals for their wives from 
scrap metal found in rail yards. Today, it’s called “thinking green,” but for 
Pineda and a new generation of artists, it’s an unending desire to find 
beauty in the ordinary and, more importantly, to celebrate that marriage of 
art and culture with dignity, spirit, and delight. - B.A.

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Carry On, My Wayward Tongue 

Michael Erard on 'Uni Slips, Stumbles, and Verbal Blunders, and What They Mean'

Austinite Michael Erard’s book Um...: Slips , Stumbles , and 
Verbal Blunders , and What They Mean (Pantheon, $24.95) has 
garnered significant attention for the way it represents the 
most human thing about us: that we err and err again, espe- 
cially verbally. However, as Erard points out, errors make for a 
rich slice of life. A linguist who earned his Ph.D. in English at 
UT, he’s also a journalist who writes about language at the 
intersection of technology, policy, politics, law, and science. He 
is a contributing writer at The Texas Observer, and his work 
has been featured in the Chronicle, The New York Times, 

Rolling Stone, Wired, New Republic, Atlantic Monthly, and Slate. 
His fiction appeared in the anthology New Stories From the 
South: 2000 - The Year's Best , and he was runner-up for the 
Dobie Paisano Fellowship in 2006. Recently, Erard has done a 
number of interviews for radio and TV - for this publication, he 
responded to questions via e-mail - and, as if on cue, verbal 
blunders have slunk past their owners and onto the airwaves. 

Austin Chronicle: You’ve taken a different approach to verbal 
blunders than many previous books have - your focus is on the 
ways verbal gaffes are symptoms of being fully human. 

Michael Erard: Gary Dell, a cognitive scientist at University of 
Illinois who has done a lot of work on speech errors, puts it 
this way, which I think is great: In order to be able to produce 
novel language, which we do every day, all the time, our lan- 
guage systems have to be flexible, but that same flexibility 
means that sometimes you get novelty when you don’t need it 
or anticipate it. 


AC: In fact , you ask sympathy for our wayward tongues. 

ME: I’m asking for the range of reactions. How does these 
things happen? How can I extract information from them? How 
can I make money from them? Am I normal? The whole basic 
approach to speech errors (or accidents in 
speaking) and disfluencies (the hesitations 
and interruptions of speaking) has been 
either to list them, to laugh at them, or to 
judge them. It turns out there are more 
interesting and productive subtle ways of 
talking about talking. It also turns out that 
the things we call “errors” have a cultural 
history to them - note that avoiding “uh” 
and “um” in speaking wasn’t something 
Americans did until the early 20th century. 

AC: You point out our Spooner didn’t actually 
say the many “ spoonerisms ” that are attribut- 
ed to him. Is this another example of Freud’s 
ideas about the uses of humor , to create a 
kind of rampant and exaggerated world of 
blunder to ease our anxieties about our- 
selves? 

ME: So it’s well known that people notice 
far fewer speech errors than actually occur. 

On an individual basis, our attention to 
these moments flickers in and out. I also think there’s a kind 
of cultural attention to errors that comes in and out of focus. 
Some individuals (some real, some fictional) or groups give 
their names (or have them taken) for some errors or absurdi- 
ties - for instance, the “Irish bull,” which is a sort of non- 


sense saying like, “I hope I never have to see my wife become 
a widow,” or a Wellerism, which is named after a Charles 
Dickens character, which, according to Merriam-Webster, is “an 
expression of comparison comprising a usually well-known 
quotation followed by a facetious sequel,” such as “Short vis- 
its are best, said the fly as he lit on the hot stove” or “I don’t 
remember seeing you before, as the lawyer said to his con- 
science.” Wellerisms flourished in American newspapers 
between 1840 and 1880 and were the elite’s way of making 
fun of the popular use of proverbs. 

AC: Were there monumental blunderers you didn’t include in 
the book because of limits of space or 
because of the scarcity of secondary sources? 
ME: There are some apocryphal stories relat- 
ed to famous blunderers which I didn’t 
include. We all know about Reverend William 
Archibald Spooner, for whom the spoonerism 
(such as the time he announced a chapel 
hymn as “Kinkering Congs Their Titles Take”) 
was named. Fewer people know about his 
younger brother, Sir Evelyn, who left the fami- 
ly business for India in 1860 to became a 
colonial administrator and ended his life in a 
tea plantation in Ceylon. In his day he was a 
more extravagant blunderer than his brother 
- in fact, family letters suggested that he 
departed for the colonies because his 
absentminded reversals had caused so 
much social and emotional turmoil in his 
Victorian surroundings. He was said to 
resent how William’s spoonerisms gained 
him international notoriety and once told 
someone that “the spoonerism was maimed after knee, sea I 
may, and Willie’s tolerance shouldn’t be affronted.” 

AC: Have you lost your sense of humor while sympathizing so 
much with blunderers , as one critic suggested? 

ME: I don’t think so, no. ■

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New & Noteworthy Maine Root's Pink Drink 


What’s the most outrageously hued, lus- 
ciously refreshing thirst-quencher in town this 
season? It just might be Pink Drink organic 
soda, made from prickly pear cactus fruit and 
sold at Austin farmers’ markets by up-and- 
coming Austin-based company Maine Root 
(www.maineroot.com). 

Maine Root? Austin? “That’s the first ques- 
tion everybody asks,” laughs Matthew Seiler, 
founder and CEO. The company was born in 
Portland, Maine, in 2001 when boat-builder/ 
fishing guide/inventor/environmentalist/home 
brewer Seiler was unhappy with commercial 
root beers, so he made his own palate-pleas- 
ing, noncorporate, additive-free version. The 
resulting organic root beer was such a suc- 
cess that elder brother Mark Seiler quit his 
high tech marketing job in Austin to become 
guru of sales and marketing. 

For a time, as the root beer took off around 
the country and the equally organic, sustain- 
ably produced Ginger Brew and Sarsaparilla 
joined the product line, Maine Root was run 
with one brother in Portland and one in 
Austin. Ultimately, the siren song of Austin’s 
energy and lifestyle lured Matt to join Mark. 
“Austin is a lot like Portland,” Matt says. “It 
seemed a natural fit to grow our business 
here.” They maintain close ties in Portland, 
however: The root beer, Ginger Brew, and 
Sarsaparilla are still brewed and bottled there. 

Once here, Matt was inspired - this time by 
abundant cactuses growing around their East 
Austin headquarters - to experiment with prick- 
ly pear fruit. “When it rained, the cactus would 
flower and then make fruit. And I thought, 


here’s something we can work with: a local, 
organic, sustainably harvested, enviro-friendly 
resource. I’d had prickly pear margaritas at 
Ranch 616, and I thought, why not a soda?” 

Thus, the birth of Pink Drink. The name 
might change, but it’s Pink Drink for now. 

(Pink really doesn’t do justice to the gorgeous 
color, but not much rhymes with fuchsia, 
magenta, or heliotrope.) 

These transplanted Maine entrepreneurs 
are tapping into an ancient regional resource. 
Prickly pear cactus ( Opuntia ) has been a 
revered, nutrient-rich food in Mexico and 
South Texas for millennia. The plant tradition- 
ally is sustaining forage for livestock in times 
of drought; the fruits, now called tunas (the 
term brought by the early Spaniards from the 
Caribbean), have long been made into jewel- 
toned jellies, jams, and candies. 

The Seilers make Pink Drink in small batches 
(200-300 gallons at a time) on equipment recy- 
cled from the former Bitter End Brewery; for 
now, it’s available only on tap. In keeping with 
the company philosophy of local, sustainable, 
and organic, the recipe contains agave nectar 
from Agasweet, lemon juice from Good Flow, and 
Cielo Water (all homegrown Austin companies). 

Matt expounds on the big idea. “Prickly pear 
is a wild plant resource that grows everywhere, 
and we’re figuring out how to best harvest, 
store, and utilize the fruits. Our motivation is to 
create a new revenue stream for ranchers and 
workers; we want to make a positive economic 
impact. Look what Chuy’s and Central Market 
have done for Hatch, New Mexico; I want to 
have the same kind of impact in South Texas.” 



So far, they’re harvesting on five Texas 
ranches and are looking into bottling options 
in Mexico. They’re planning a bottled version 
for the near future, but meanwhile, Pink 
Drink is available on tap at Austin farmers’ 
markets (Saturdays Downtown and 
Wednesdays at the Triangle) and will be fea- 
tured at the Austin City Limits Festival. So, 
think Pink Drink, y’all. Maine meets Mexico 
- where else but Austin? - MM Pack

Bocaditos Sambazon Organic 
Juices ; Smoothies , and Sorbets 

Among many delicious tropical fruits previously unknown to me, I 
discovered agaf during my trip to Brazil in 2004. What I didn’t know 
was that a group of friends also had discovered agaf during a surfing 
trip to Brazil and introduced it to the U.S. back in 2000 in the form 
of Sambazon organic juices, smoothies, and sorbets. Agaf (pro- 
nounced ah-SIGH-ee) is a purple berry about an inch in diameter that 
grows on palm trees in floodplain regions of the Amazon rainforest. Turns out, it’s 
loaded with antioxidant phytochemicals, omega fats, fiber, and protein and has 
become extremely popular amongst athletes and other health-conscious people 
across the country. It’s also delicious. With a sweet-tart flavor of mixed berries and 
a rich consistency, it is truly a “superfood” in every sense of the word. 

California-based Sambazon has pioneered a sustainable agro-forestry busi- 
ness model in the Amazon region that helps combat environmental destruction, 
works to protect biodiversity, and creates new and ongoing employment for 
thousands of family farmers. Last November, Sambazon received the Secretary 
of State Department Award for Corporate Excellence for their work in the 
Amazon rainforest. And this year, they could be the biggest hit at the Austin City 
Limits Festival. Laura Leinweber, director of communications for Sambazon, 
says: “We are often a popular destination at the tests. Agaf helps keep both 
festivalgoers and musicians nourished through the long days and nights!” At 
their booth, they will be serving ice-cold agaf smoothies and juices (10.5 ounc- 
es) for $3 and agaf sorbet topped with granola and sliced banana for $6. The 
latter is a popular dish in southern Brazil, known as agaf na tigela (“aga \ in the 
bowl”). Do yourself a favor, and have some. You’ll be forever hooked.

Squares for Rock Stars 

Spending a show with chefs Luke Bibby and James Holmes 
backstage at the Backyard BY KATE T 


Parking at the Backyard out on Highway 
71 involves a confusing trudge though fields, 
streets, and an enormous new - desperately 
needed (snort!) - shopping mall. The transi- 
tion between the blast furnace Texas heat and 
the gracious Backyard backstage area is sud- 
den and astonishing. Stepping into the fenced 
enclave for performers feels like stepping into 
the Hill Country of a bygone era: Under 
spreading live oak trees, dogs and children dart 
around, and long tables spread with colorful 
tablecloths invite. It feels cool and pleasant. 

The performers’ dressing rooms are three 
rustic cabins that ring the common area, end- 
ing at the Cookhouse, where the food for the 
stars and their entourages is prepared. The 
Cookhouse is a small, one-room cabin, and 
inside it Texan chefs Luke Bibby and James 
Holmes prepare three meals a day for every- 
body and anybody with a backstage pass. 

“When we get here in the morning, the first 
thing we do is start frying bacon,” Holmes 
says. “That’s Luke’s trick. . . . Everybody starts 
smiling when they smell the bacon! Some of 
the first people into the Cookhouse are the 
bus drivers and the truck drivers; they are real 
hardworking guys, and usually they have been 


driving all night. It’s a real pleasure to feed 
those guys.” 

Breakfast is coffee, bacon, poached eggs, 
sausage, biscuits, gravy, grits, and more coffee. 
Lunch is a preview of things to come at din- 
nertime. “Today we had turkey wraps with avo- 
cado and goat-cheese slaw, and sliced ham on 
baguettes,” Bibby explains. ’’Because it’s a hot 
day, we kept the selections on the cool side, 
temperaturewise. We had gypsy stew and a big, 
chilled salad and cold, fresh watermelon.” 

“Each show takes at least two days of 
prep and hours of cleanup,” Bibby says. “For 
instance, today was an 18-hour day, yesterday 
was 10, and the day before was 10.” 

Because Willie Nelson was playing the 
Backyard the night I was there, no alcohol was 
in evidence; it’s on Willie’s rider that his shows 
be alcohol-free. A rider is an addendum to a 
performance contract that specifies a band’s 
particular requirements, including culinary 
ones (such as needing a bowl of M&M’s with 
the brown ones removed). “Most of the time 
the riders are reasonable,” Bibby says. “You just 
stay prepared for anything, though. Some riders 
are three pages long, some are seven pages long, 
and once we got one that was 37 pages long.” 



Bibby is relaxed and nonjudgmental about 
long riders and odd requests, because cooking 
for artists and stagehands is, all in all, a won- 
derful job. When you are touring, road food is 
usually substandard and monotonous, caught 
on the run and short on nutrition. Most of 
the bands that play the Backyard are thrilled 
to be here and extremely grateful to the chefs 
for the outstanding meals they get. 

“What we usually do is ... start with a type 
of cuisine,” Bibby says. “A lot of the acts, by 
the time they get to Texas, are hankering for 
Mexican food or barbecue, because that is what 
Texas is known for. But we had a Jamaican band 


through here, and for them we made Caribbean 
food, lots of fresh fish and tropical fruit. They 
were thrilled, and it was fun for us, too. We do 
Indian food sometimes and Thai food; once we 
had a Canadian band come through, and we 
made them chicken-fried steak.” 

Bibby smiles. “Everyone is very apprecia- 
tive. That’s why we do it; we get a huge 
charge out of it, and we just try not to get too 
big for our britches.” 

The evening that I sampled the buffet, din- 
ner was a groaning board of grilled meats, 
seafood, and side dishes. In case you had any

doubt: Yes, the stars do eat better than the rest of us 
... at least they do at the Backyard. Because it was a 
really, really big show, Bibby and Holmes (and their 
crew) grilled 25 pounds of jumbo shrimp (each 
shrimp wrapped around a cheese-stuffed jalapeno, 
then wrapped in bacon), 25 pounds of country- 
style pork ribs, five pounds of pecan-smoked sau- 
sage, 10 pounds of lean chicken breasts, 40 pounds 
of baby-back ribs, 10 racks of lamb, a hundred 
chicken thighs, four “sides” of salmon, and 15 
pounds of tilapia. 

For each meat there was a specially prepared 
sauce: for the fish, an amazing ruby-red grapefruit 
beurre blanc; for the sausage and chicken, a bar- 
becue sauce made with Sparkling Clementine Izze, 
ginger, and nectarines; and for the pork and lamb, 
an apple-flavored demiglace. All of the sauces were 
fresh and light and complemented the grilled meats 
without being intrusive or heavy. 

Although the meats and seafood were grilled to 
perfection, it was the side dishes that really show- 
cased the two chefs’ talent. The first dish to need 
replenishing was a big platter of perfectly braised 
collard greens dressed with a smoked-onion vinai- 
grette, and the pan of braised cabbage, asparagus, 
shitake mushrooms, and carrots disappeared almost 
as quickly. A casserole of lasagna noodles, layered 
with pureed fava beans, roasted garlic, ricotta 
cheese, and studded with heirloom grape tomatoes 
and Italian parsley completely stole the show; it is 
one of the best pasta dishes I have ever had, and 
Bibby admits it is one of his favorite creations. 

The Caesar salad was cleverly served on bamboo 
skewers, crisp Romaine alternating with giant crou- 
tons, drizzled with garlicky dressing, and easy to 


balance on a crowded plate. The two soups were a 
cold avocado-and-papaya gazpacho, seasoned with 
fresh cilantro and just a touch of jalapeno, and a 
hot “gypsy stew,” which featured sweet potatoes, 
brown sugar, ginger, and coconut milk. Both soups 
were heavenly and easily outclassed the uninspired 
“let’s use up these leftovers” soups most restau- 
rants offer. Rounding the buffet out were a green 
salad of baby spinach, strawberries, fresh radishes, 
heirloom tomatoes, and sunflower seeds and a 
fruit salad of cantaloupe, honeydew melon, grapes, 
and blueberries. 

In addition to providing the catering at the 
Backyard, Bibby and Holmes have a concession 
stand at the Austin City Limits Music Festival every 
year: Austin’s Best Burger. Using two 6-foot grills, 
Bibby and Holmes, their wives, and a crew of 25 
turn out thousands of burgers and veggie burgers 
(served on fresh kaiser rolls), cheese fries, and 
watermelon slices. Bibby has been doing ACL for 
five years; last year, Holmes partnered with him for 
the event. 

“It’s crazy and fun,” Bibby says, “a real carnival 
atmosphere. Four of the five things we serve are veg- 
etarian, which turned out to be a smart move. The 
main thing is keeping on top of the lines, which are 
always long. So far, we have never run out of food 
. . . but we’ve come close.” 

“It doesn’t take a chef to grill a burger,” Bibby 
quips, “but it doesn’t hurt, either!” 

You can experience these talented chefs’ skills by 
becoming a gigantic star and playing the Backyard 
or by getting one of Austin’s Best Burgers at ACL. 
Also, Holmes will be opening his own restaurant, 
Olivia, on South Lamar in early 2008. ■ 


AQUARELLE'S WINE BAR 

606 Rio Grande, 479-8117 
Tuesday-Saturday, 5-11 pm 

We had a show to catch at 9:30pm and were trying to conjure a quick place 
for great food. We wanted good wine, as well. We settled on Aquarelle’s new 
wine bar. They’ve converted the south side of the house into a roomy, stylish 
space with comfortable chairs and a peaceful, soothing atmosphere. Being 
Aquarelle, we knew the tapas-sized cuisine would be brilliant, and we knew we’d 
be able to manage our time down to the second by ordering the small courses 
one or two at a time. 

The food was fully up to the standards of the house. We started with a 
single new potato, scooped, mashed, and reassembled with savory whipped 
cream and black truffle oil. It was a tiny miracle of succinct power and just $5. 

Next up was the Charcuterie Plate ($8), which came with decadently rich 
croutons that demonstrate Aquarelle’s attention to the tiniest details. The plate 
featured three meats: a light, flavorful chicken-liver mousse; delicately spiced 
pork-shoulder meat; and sweetly aromatic rabbit meat with a hint of pork fat. 

Aquarelle serves some of the finest vegetarian cuisine in town. Their vegan 
Cucumber Cannoli ($7) is a perfect example, a showpiece of canny construc- 
tion, fresh flavors, and elegant appearance. Despite the name, this is not a 
fried pastry. Instead, they use thinly shaved cucumber to make a wrap for raw 
or lightly cooked vegetables like beets and carrots. The result is a scrumptious 
dish even carnivores would love. 

We expected great food, but the big surprise was the skillfully selected list 
of wines by the glass. More than 50 wines are available, most between $8 
and $15 a glass. Frangois Montand Brut ($8) is one of the world’s great bar- 
gains, a Champagne in everything but name. The Spanish Basque wine Txakoli 
Xarmant ($10) is so obscure, it would stump a master sommelier, but its tangy 
acids and low alcohol make for a great quaffer. Red-wine lovers should try 
the dense and peppery Saint Cosme Cotes-du-Rhone ($10). One small ding: 
The Friday night we were there, several of the wines had been opened the day 
before. I understand the need to use resources carefully, but wine is food, and 
it spoils. Aquarelle isn’t alone in this practice; almost everyone does it. I just 
expect more from them. 

To top everything off, the service was a perfect blend of friendliness and pro- 
fessionalism. Aquarelle had everything we wanted - a tasty meal and fun wines 
in an elegant atmosphere - and we were at the show by 9:15pm. - Wes Marshall

Austin Film Society Documentary Tour 'White Light/Black Rain' 


On Aug. 6, 1945, the United States 
dropped “Little Boy,” a 15-kiloton uranium 
bomb, on the center of Hiroshima, killing 
140,000 people. Three days later, “Fat Man,” 
a 2-kiloton plutonium bomb, was detonated 
over Nagasaki, killing 70,000. When these 
bombs hit the ground, wind from the explo- 
sions reached 1,000 mph, and the ground 
temperatures 9,000 degrees Fahrenheit; peo- 
ple near the hypocenter instantly were vapor- 
ized. Since 1946, an additional 160,000 peo- 
ple have died from the delayed effects of radi- 
ation. Hiroshima and Nagasaki are the only 
times that nuclear weapons 
have been used during war, 
but, at the end of Steven 
Okazaki’s film White Light / 

Black Rain: The Destruction 
of Hiroshima and Nagasaki, 
we’re informed that some- 
where today there are 
enough nuclear weapons to 
equal 400,000 Hiroshimas. 

More than scary. 

Hiroshima always has 
stood for the ultimate horror 
and shame of war. Sixty 
years later, the value of 
human life diminishes by 
the news cycle. In this 
depressing context, 

Academy Award-winning and 
-nominated Okazaki ( The 
Mushroom Club ) brings us 
back to Hiroshima for a 
closer look and a cautionary 
tale. Rather than politicizing 
or moralizing the event, as 
other film treatments have, Okazaki went 
instead with a facts-just-th e-facts approach, 
showing us archival footage shot immediately 
after the nuclear holocaust and then letting 
14 of the 500 survivors he spoke with tell us 
their horrifying stories and describe their hor- 
rifying injuries on camera. 

But before we get to them, he takes us to 
the happening street life in today’s Tokyo and 
Hiroshima, where he stops teens on the 
street (it’s not hard to run in to a young per- 
son in Japan: 75% of the country’s population 
was born after 1945) to inquire what histori- 
cal significance the date Aug. 6, 1945, has 
for them. They think and think, giggle, shrug, 
and come up empty. For the ultimate cinemat- 
ic disconnect, we cut to the survivors’ stories: 
A woman who was 11 at the time was the 
only one of 620 at her school to survive the 
bombing, after she and a friend jumped into a 
nearby river to escape the fire; another 
describes the experience of searching for her 
mother in the aftermath, only to find her in 
the rubble and watch her body turn to ash. 
Another survivor, 13 at the time, was one of 
the 25 Hiroshima Maidens, who in 1955 were 
flown to the U.S. for cosmetic surgery. Keiji 
Nakazawa, 6 at the time, lost his father and 
two siblings in the bombing, while his preg- 
nant mother was shocked by the bomb into 
giving birth to a baby who died four months 
later. He later told his story in the comic-book 




series Barefoot Gen. Bizarrely, the more obvi- 
ously deformed survivors of Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki were frequently stigmatized in their 
own country. 

Okazaki moves next to the Air Force veter- 
ans who flew the missions and dropped the 
bombs. It’s nothing less than amazing to lis- 
ten to these four retirees describe their partic- 
ipation with razor-sharp recall and a forthright- 
ness that can only be described as remorse- 
lessly patriotic. The Enola Gay navigator 
describes the mission over Hiroshima and 
admits he never had a nightmare, much less 


a dream about the event. He does make a 
point of chastising the ignorance of those who 
say we should “nuke Iraq,” adding that while 
he believed dropping the bomb was the right 
thing to do, there’s been no time since that he 
thought it was appropriate. In one of the more 
enervating scenes in the film, Okazaki shows 
footage from an old This Is Your Life segment 
where the pilot of the Enola Gay is introduced 
on camera to one of the Hiroshima survivors 
and they embrace awkwardly. - Anne S. Lewis

Austin Chronicle: What surprised you the 
most about the reactions of the survivors of 
Hiroshima , those Japanese who were born 
after the bombing , and the American military 
you interviewed? 

Steven Okazaki: With the survivors, I was 
struck that they couldn’t hold the anger and 
hate in their hearts and found a way to forgive 
the people who dropped the bomb, but they 
could not forgive themselves and still felt 
guilty for not dying, even after 60 years. As 
far as the Japanese born after the war, I was 
completely taken aback when none of the 
young people we interviewed on the streets in 


Tokyo knew the significance of Aug. 6, 1945. I 
thought at least half would know. The first 
eight we filmed didn’t know, so we just 
stopped filming and put all of the interviews 
in the film. As far as the Americans, I was 
surprised that they all made such strong 
statements about the future use of nuclear 
weapons, since they were all adamant about 
the necessity of their use on Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki. I was also surprised that, though 
they were all very intelligent men, they 
seemed purposely ignorant of the delayed 
effects of radiation exposure. 

AC: Was it difficult for you , 
as a Japanese-American , to 
make this film? 

SO: As a Japanese- 
American, I felt a particular 
responsibility to tell the 
story. I felt I was in a posi- 
tion to connect the 
Japanese and American 
sides of the story, which 
are so far apart. With the 
American audience, I want- 
ed to cut through the fear, 
anger, and guilt that stops 
people from even hearing 
a little of the survivors’ 
stories. With the Japanese 
audience, the presentation 
of the survivors as regular 
people, not victims or 
heroes, is also new. 

AC: If you were to make 
the film again , is there any- 
thing that you would do dif- 
ferently? 

SO: This is a really hard question. I thought 
about the film for 25 years before I made it. I 
thought about how I wanted to introduce the 
survivors, as they are, as regular folk, not vic- 
tims or heroes. I though about respecting the 
integrity of the material, using it not just for 
dramatic effect or the necessary cutaway. I 
thought about how to present such visually 
and emotionally disturbing material but hold- 
ing the audience through this difficult journey. 
So, when HBO asked me to make it, I was 
ready for it. And when the film was done, I felt 
extremely satisfied. I felt I had made the 
best, most challenging and comprehensive 
film I or anyone else could make. 

But Hiroshima and Nagasaki is a deep and 
disturbing subject. I opened myself up to it 
as much as I could when I shot and edited 
the interviews, but I still brought my own 
fears and prejudices to it. I tried not to, but I 
know I did it unconsciously all the time. 

There were times when the horror they were 
describing was so beyond my experience and 
comprehension, I would back away from it in 
the interviews. Now I’ve grown from the expe- 
rience and realize I could have gone further 
and deeper. ... I guess what I’m saying is 
that I feel great about the film, then I go back 
to the survivors or the paintings [done by the 
survivors and shown in the film], and I feel 
humbled, knowing my limits and the limits of 
the medium. ■

DEXTER: THE FIRST SEASON 

Showtime/Paramount, $39.98 



Moral responsibility extends even to the amor- 
al. Miami beat cop Harry Morgan, superbly cast 
with forever Walter Hill baddie James Remar ( The 
Warriors, 48 Hrs., The Long Riders), understands 
Dexter’s need to kill. Nurture can’t supersede 
his adopted son’s nature. Not as baptized in the 
drowning pool from which Harry rescues the 2- 
year-old. Yet that instinct can be channeled, Dex. 
Beginning with the hospital nurse overopiating 
cancer-ravaged Harry and a host of others. Serial- 
killing pedophiles, snuff-film rapists, murderous 
immigrant traffickers. Dexter definitely delights 
in dispatching the despicable. As serialized and 
blackened in dark crimson humor by Jeff Lindsay 
via Darkly Dreaming Dexter (2004), Dearly Devoted 
Dexter (’05), and now Dexter in the Dark (Tuesday), 
Metro-Dade’s blood-lab expert moonlights as a 
doughnut-scarfing human being, one with a code. 
“Harry’s Code.” Sister and soon-to-be Miami Police 
Department Sgt. Deborah Morgan lives by their 
late father’s more law-abiding ideals. The Ice Truck 
Killer’s bloodless ethic completes the triangle. 

In one of two episode commentaries, Dexter’s 
producers acknowledge surprise at the lack of 
protest generated by the Showtime series, but 
as dime-store grifter Jim Thompson once novel- 
ized, The Killer Inside Me always lurks. Fake grins, 
pretend attentiveness, simply not caring. It’s the 
human condition, whether it hides three dozen 
methodical dismemberments or merely a bad day. 
As sauntered gaily through by Six Feet Under's 
fearless Michael C. Hall, Dexter does in all the 
denizens we’re powerless to dismiss. Credit 
Darkly Dreaming Dexter for source material that, 
with an amputated plot point or two from sopho- 
more slump Dearly Devoted Dexter, informs a 
nearly flawless 12-hour arc across four DVDs that 
only slips ever so slightly during the denouement. 
Deliciously daring Dexter. - Raoul Hernandez

Bones , seasons one and two (20th Century 
Fox): Forensic anthropologist (Emily Deschanel) 
and FBI agent (David Boreanaz) banter over glee- 
fully gross murders.

Is this the end for Cinematexas?

Austin film-gazers will see one fewer star in this year’s con- 
stellation of fall events. The Cinematexas International Short 
Film Festival, the experimental festival lauded in The Village 
Voice as “an oasis of radicalism deep in Bush country,” is no 
more. At least for now. 

On May 14, Programming Director Ivan Lozano announced 
on the group’s official site that “Due to the loss of support from 
our biggest contributor, and the loss of our office space, we are 
financially unable to continue bringing you the very best in 
moving-image art.” Lozano added, “Hopefully we can rise again, 
but we can’t promise anything. We are going into a (semi-per- 
manent) hibernation.” 

Cineastes grumbled. “Where else could film students have 
michillindas at the San Jose Hotel with Werner Herzog, just 
after an electric screening of his ‘science fiction’ film Lessons 
of Darkness ?” festival watchdog Mike Jones wondered in his 
Variety blog. “To lose such a respected festival that celebrated 
film as art within its students’ work is [a] major loss.” 

One part of the festival survives: the Cinemakids program, 
which screens projects by youth filmmakers and offers free, 
hands-on workshops to kids ages 7 to 12 (see p.68). Gone are 
the other programs: the International Competition, the political 
media symposium Parallax View, the exhibitions of audio and 
image called Eye + Ear, the site-based installations of Terra Cognita, 
and Face/Off, a forum for artists to explore their personal and geo- 
graphical landscapes through film and video. Gone are the visiting 
artists, guest curators, and special retrospectives: shorts by Abbas 
Kiarostami and Satyajit Ray, the “film poems” of Margaret Tait, 
retrospectives of animators Oskar Fischinger and Mary Ellen Bute, 
multimodal presentations by Miranda July and Bruce McClure, 
and screenings hosted by Jim Jarmusch and Todd Haynes. 

Also gone is the University of Texas Competition. The impetus for 
the festival’s founding in 1995 (or 1996, depending on whom you 
ask) by Athina Rachel Tsangari and Bryan Poyser, the competition 
would eventually put student-made projects under the same banner 
as curated material like Andy Warhol’s early featurettes and a Jan 
Svankmajer collection from the National Film Archive in Prague. 

Poyser explains: “I was a film student back in 1996, and 
[Tsangari] was my TA for my Film 1 class. She wanted to put 
together a film festival for UT, kind of like how Columbia and 
NYU and all the other top film schools have a yearly festival for 
their student films. Without really knowing what that meant, 
I said, ‘Sure, yeah, I’ll help you.’ That whole summer we went 
all the way back to 1990 or even earlier and tried to get [UT] 
student films that had been successful on the festival circuit.” 

Poyser and Tsangari also showed I Am Cuba, a 1964 Soviet- 
made anthology film making the repertory circuit that year on 
the strength of its Scorsese-approved long- take dolly shots. 

“We brought in the cinematographer, who was sort of on tour 
with the movie,” Poyser says. “And the idea behind that was to add 


another component to the student-film festival, so it wasn’t just 
about showing students’ work to the public but also showing really 
interesting, inspiring works to the students. We wanted to improve 
the quality of films made at UT by [showing] examples of really 
interesting work done outside of the university,” Poyser says. 

“You got a sense that it was incredibly laid-back and incredibly 
egalitarian,” says Matt Dender, who stumbled into the Cinematexas 
loop as an undergraduate in 1997 and now directs the compara- 
tively massive South by Southwest Film Festival. “What we saw at 
Cinematexas [was] that we are all students of film at one point or 
another.” Dender adds, “It wasn’t a snob festival.” 

David Barker, the festival’s artistic director between 2001 and 
2003: “Anybody could come up with any idea they wanted to 
[for an event] , and I would coach them into how to make that 
happen. They would ultimately be the people who produced it 
and raised the money. That was, to me, really exciting. Basically 
all the money was raised by undergraduates. They would come 
in thinking it was impossible, and by the time they left a year 
later, they would know they could do whatever they wanted to. 
And that’s why so many of them went on to run other festivals 
and do pretty amazing stuff.” 

□ 

Amazement was common at Cinematexas events. “Cinematexas 
was supposed to be about showing things that wouldn’t get 
shown anywhere else,” Lozano says. “Showing things that 
weren’t necessarily enter- 
tainment and trusting in 
the power of the mov- 
ing image to affect social 
change or change people’s 
point of view, even if it’s 
a movie that’s three min- 
utes of a close-up of some 
guy’s balls.” 

Case in point: the festi- 
val’s infamous midnight screenings at the Alamo Drafthouse, 
then a fledgling enterprise. 

Poyser says, “We kind of tried to pick the more out- there, 
outrageous, perverse, and violent and really funny or really 
disturbing, odd, crazy stuff and put it all together, which really 
kind of worked with the audience that the Alamo was trying 
to develop.” 

For example, former senior programmer and curator-at-large 
Spencer Parsons - who is also a frequent Chronicle contribu- 
tor - salutes “Steak Baby,” Steve McIntyre’s grotesque 16mm 
puppet short from 1996 as “probably the most offensive UT 
film ever made. . . . But it’s also to me one of the most excit- 
ing UT films ever made, and it was the one that said to me 
I’d come to the right place. If someone could make this as a 
graduate-school project, I had come to the right school.” 

Dender: “The fact that that kind of stuff could also be appre- 
ciated for its cinematic ingenuity was really, really refreshing.” 


Bethany Malmgren, managing director of the festival for two 
years, describes bringing an investor from an Internet startup 
to a program featuring Kurt Kren, an avant-garde Austrian who 
edited his films according to a strict mathematical - as opposed 
to narrative - process. “So I pick him up from the airport 
and drive him to this screening, and there are all these naked 
women flailing about, getting mustard poured on them, and 
I’m thinking, ‘What on earth is this guy going to think?’ And 
he was blown away. He really loved it. ” 

But “love” wasn’t always quite the right word. There are tall 
tales of “people getting drunk and freaking out at the Alamo” and 
audience members threatening one another over abstract anima- 
tion. (“It was a really peaceful and beautiful electronic collage, but 
it was like a screen saver,” Malmgren admits. ‘And someone yelled 
from the back, ‘Move the mouse!’ Another person jumped up 
from the front: ‘Shut up, or I’ll stuff this hot dog up your ass!”’) 

And then there was “The Operation,” Portlander Jacob 
Pander’s 13-minute infrared opus, which transmutes abruptly 
from postapocalyptic surrealism to hardcore porn. 

“Seeing that surrounded by an audience really kind of freaked 
some people out, but it was definitely memorable,” Poyser remem- 
bers. “They just got really, really quiet. That was the reaction. 
Nobody wanted to move. Nobody wanted to make any sort of indi- 
cation that what was happening onscreen was affecting them.” 

Video artist Benjamin Coonley riled audiences with “Pie-Eating 

101: 101 Years of Pie,” 
“a long sort of structur- 
alist piece where basically 
there’s this vomit sequence 
that gets converted from 
analog to digital and tightly 
compressed and repeated 
101 times.” Coonley says 
the festival organizers e- 
mailed him: “Oh, God, we 
had this great screening. People were yelling and throwing stuff 
and throwing nuts, and it far exceeded our expectations.” 

□ 

As the festival’s programming grew - developing its side- 
bars, special retrospectives, and involvement by visiting artists 
- so did its profile. 

“One of the things I wanted to do was expand the amount 
of press, because there was just no way that people would find 
out about the festival that weren’t into experimental film,” says 
Barker, who joined the festival in 2001 after co-founder Tsangari 
returned to her native Greece. “With Herzog, we got the most 
press ever [in 2002].” 

“I’m not really sure how they got these great filmmakers - Gus 
Van Sant, Todd Haynes, et cetera - to come down for this small 
short-film festival with no market attached to it and no com- 
mercial cachet,” Coonley says. “I think they just did a good job

CinemkMs Survives 

Cinematexas might be in hibernation, but its 
little sister, Cinemakids, is still going strong. 

The two-day annual event, originally launched 
in 2000 as part of Cinematexas, begins again 
this weekend, offering two programs of shorts 
made by young people, followed by free, hands- 
on media training for kids ages 7 through 12. 

Like Cinematexas, Cinemakids has grown 
exponentially and gone international over the 
years, despite a shifting base of volunteers, 
changes in venue, and other hurdles. 

“Pretty much all the films that we’re screening 
[this year] are new, and we have more of an 
international focus than we’ve had in the past,” 
says Mary Celeste Kearney, founder and director 
of Cinemakids. “This year we have a group of 
films from Argentina, so that’s new and different.” 

Also featured this year is a familiar name: 
Linklater. Lorelei Linklater, to be exact. Her short 
film “Blithka” screens during Saturday’s program. 

Cinemakids was born when Cinematexas co- 
founder Athina Rachel Tsangari approached 
Kearney in search of a faculty adviser. “I think 
because I was new blood, someone pointed them 
in my direction,” says Kearney, who’d just been 
hired by the Department of Radio-Television-Film. 

“Originally, it was just going to be a screening 
festival, like the rest of Cinematexas. So the first 
year I believe we just showed a few films. I think 
even a few of the films that we screened were not 
entirely made by kids but had a lot of adult involve- 
ment. That’s changed dramatically. Anything that 
we see that has considerable adult involvement we 
don’t even consider [as] a possible selection. The 
kids’ films themselves are entirely self-made.” 

In its second year, Cinemakids introduced its 
media workshops, which brought Cinematexas 
volunteers and local kids together at the Austin 
Children’s Museum with Super-8 cameras. Later, 
the event moved to various East Austin recreation- 
al centers (“I wanted to make sure kids who don’t 
have access to camera equipment in their schools 
got cameras in their hands,” Kearney says) before 
settling in at UT’s production facilities. 

Participation in the event also has grown, 
from “maybe 15 kids the first year” to its full 
capacity of 50. 

And the age limit has dropped this year, with 
the festival open to kids as young as 6. “They’re 
more creative than a lot of 10-year-olds are,” 
Kearney says, “so I’m happy to have the little 
ones in it.” - M.l. 



convincing them that this was a heartfelt, seri- 
ous thing. Obviously people believed them.” 

Malmgren: “We would say, ‘I’m really sorry we 
don’t have the fanciest stuff. We can’t even pay 
your way as a filmmaker to come here. But if you 
come here, because this is Austin, we will give you 
tons of free booze, we will give you a free bicycle 
to ride on, we will give you some UT student’s 
couch to sleep on, and we will show you an audi- 
ence that really does enjoy your work. And we will 
put you in a fun, encouraging environment.’” 

The approach worked. 

“At one point [in 2002] , we 
the audience, and it was 
a Friday night, and there 
were 700 people at differ- 
ent Cinematexas events. 

I thought that was pretty 
amazing,” Barker says. 

“That we could have 700 
people in a fairly small city 
at these kind of events was 
a big sign that it was working. 

Lozano agrees. “Cine-matexas was always to 
a certain extent elitist because we weren’t deal- 
ing in popular media. But I don’t think it was 
so dense that somebody who walked in off the 
street wouldn’t be able to get something out of 
it or wouldn’t have fun.” 

But it couldn’t last forever, and over an Iced 
City Rush at Little City, Lozano explains why. 

“Basically the College of Communication 
decided to take away our office space,” he says, 
citing a lack of space within the department. 
Yet Cinematexas’ office in a “completely run- 
down” three-story building - dubbed the “Doc 
Motel” - is still standing, unoccupied. “They 
didn’t offer us a smaller space. They didn’t try 
to cut down our office size or anything. Then 
they got rid of the computer labs and every- 
thing on the first floor of the communications 
building and put in an Internet cafe instead. 


“At first we were going to have to be out of 
the office by October of this year, and then 
they pushed that back to May. That’s when we 
decided we just couldn’t do it anymore. I went 
over to where the office was, and it’s still empty 
as of right now, which makes me a little angry. 
We already could have had the festival.” 

Lozano also relates the festival’s demise to 
changes in the university’s Radio-Television- 
Film Department. “There’s not a lot of empha- 
sis on experimentation. It’s an Indiewood-driv- 
en model, which is another reason I don’t think 
Cinematexas will happen in this town again.” 


Yet almost everyone agrees that Cinematexas 
wasn’t necessarily built to last - for a number 
of reasons. 

“There’s a big venue problem in Austin,” says 
Parsons, for one. “There are just real difficulties 
in where and how you put on a screening. If 
you’re a small festival, how do you do that? South 
by Southwest has done pretty well, obviously, but 
they’re the big dog, and they still have to set up 
their own screen in the Convention Center. 

“The Alamo of course is a wonderful venue, 
but the early days of Cinematexas were also 
the early days of the Alamo. They needed 
events like Cinematexas to build their pro- 
gramming. As they became a more successful 
business, more money was necessary up front 
from the Alamo.” 

Parsons adds, “It’s not as if they’re leaving 
us little guys in the dust. They have their own 
rent to worry about.” 


Moreover, turnover among the group was 
endemic, leading to a lack of what Lozano calls 
“institutional memory.” 

“It wasn’t run by cultural administrators or 
academics,” Lozano says. “It was run by film- 
makers and artists. That was definitely some- 
thing that kept it lively but also made it a lot 
more difficult to keep alive. 

“So much of its energy derived from young, 
excited, somewhat naive students and also 
people who are filmmakers,” says Poyser, who 
went on to write and direct 2004’s Dear Pillow 
and serves as director of artist services for the 
Austin Film Society. “We 
all gave it as many years 
as we possibly could but 
ultimately had to go on 
and decide whether we 
wanted to be filmmakers 
or film ‘showers.’” 

“I think that by and 
large you’ll find that a lot 
of microcinemas are run on the enthusiasm 
of 22-year-olds,” Parsons says. “You can’t be 
22 forever.” 

Meanwhile, the same grassroots energy 
that fueled the festival often burned out its 
participants. 

“It runs you into the ground,” Lozano says, “and 
people would eventually explode and leave.” 

“It really asked a lot from all the people 
who [were] so dedicated to doing it,” explains 
Malmgren, who describes working 60-hour weeks 
for a $4,500 salary - $500 of which she invested 
back into the festival. “It was great and an amaz- 
ing experience, especially as a young woman, to 
have done that, and yet at the same time, I think 
people just need to move on.” 

The program’s “anti-institutional” atti- 
tude - described by Parsons as “Fuck you, 
we’re Cinematexas” - also proved a blessing 
and a curse.

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“[It] helped us with our programming, and 
it helped us with our audience,” Parsons says. 
“But at a certain point, when there’s nobody 
there to help you make things happen anymore, 
then maybe it’s time for somebody else to take 
over the mission with a different attitude and a 
different name and a different sense.” 

“It was a constant process of burning bridg- 
es,” Lozano says. “Projectors eating film or a 
check not clearing on time. I still have night- 
mares about tech emergencies to this day.” 

In response - Lozano credits programmer 
Julia Halperin with the idea - the festival’s 
2006 program featured artwork of a burning 
bridge on its cover. 

□ 

But what about the movies? For now, Lozano 
says, AFS has agreed to adopt Cinematexas’ 
tape archive, and plans are being made to digi- 
tize the materials for better preservation. “UT 
wasn’t even willing to take all the UT films into 
their library. We gave them some boxes of some 
stuff, mostly the winners, which is all they said 
they have space for.” 

Meanwhile, microcinema enthusiasts can 
scour venues like MonkeyWrench Books, 
Spider House, and Nueva Onda for their occa- 
sional programming fix. Cinematexans also 
tout Screen Door Film, a collective headed 
by UT alum Ryan Long, as well as Houston’s 
Aurora Picture Show, a nonprofit cinema with 
monthly screenings and a viewing library of 
more than 800 titles. 

“The new Blanton is doing a good job of 
including film and video right now, mostly 
with video installations,” Lozano adds. But 
there are drawbacks to the gallery setting, he 
says. “In the movie theatre, you’re supposed 
to sit in the dark and look at something. You’re 
forced to confront the element of time.” 

The Cinematexans are also ambivalent about 
video sharing as a venue for microcinema. 

“On the Internet, attention spans are so 
short that only a short work that’s immediately 
sensational can really succeed,” says Coonley, 
whose “Valentine for Perfect Strangers” became 
a YouTube sensation. “[Festivals] are able to 
show stuff that might require more of a com- 
mitment from the audience than just a casual 
click and a forward.”

Malmgren says, “I hope some other students 
will come along and reinvent Cinematexas into 
what they want it to be - whether it’s digitally, 
through the Internet, or whatever. ” 

Parsons: “I won’t say that YouTube killed the 
short-film festival - maybe it will - but if we 
were founding [Cinematexas] now, we would 
have to be a very different thing because of the 
nature of the technology and how people are 
seeing media. 

“Maybe times have changed enough, even 
if it was only over 11 years, that it’s better for 
somebody else to come in and renew the spirit. 
Go back to the bridges that have been burnt 
and build their own. See if they can make a 
better day of it.” ■

TV EYE 

My NYTVF Notebook BY BELINDA ACOSTA 



Sure, were on the brink of the conventional 
fall TV season, and the review screeners are piling 
up, but that didn’t stop me from making a last- 
minute trip to my favorite city in the U.S. for the 
New York Television Festival. Now in its third year, 
the festival features a pilot competition - reality, 
drama, and comedies - discussion sessions, and 
for the 28 producer/creators whose pilots made it 
into the festival, meetings with industry represen- 
tatives to demystify the “How do I break into TV?” 
question. Three new network series were screened 
prior to their TV debuts: Pushing Daisies (ABC), 
New Amsterdam (Fox), and Chuck (NBC). All of 
this kept NYTVF attendees scuttling between 
screens in the New World Stages theatre space on 
West 50th Street during the five-day festival. 

The quick highlights: Got some chat time 
with Matt Roush of TV Guide and Virginia 
Heffernan, the outgoing TV critic for The New 
York Times (she’s moving to The New York Times 
Magazine). The booze flowed freely at the 
A&E-sponsored happy hours. The early buzz 
about Pushing Daisies has merit. The eccentric 
comedy stars Lee Pace as Ned, whose ability to 
bring back the dead has some serious caveats. 
The packed audience (which included nonfes- 
tival participants) responded enthusiastically. 
How it fares in prime time is another matter. 


The overall vibe of the NYTVF was good. 
The preponderance of competition entrants 
from the New York area, as well as the size 
of the festival, pales when compared to the 
behemoth that is South by Southwest. This 
sometimes made me feel as though I’d walked 
into a high school reunion at a school I didn’t 
attend. Past NYTVF alums returned to support 
the new entrants, making for largely friendly 
audiences, a nice departure from the frost that 
can blanket other festivals, which take them- 
selves oh so seriously. Which is not to say that 
the NYTVF is not a serious and important fes- 
tival. Where else can aspiring TV makers show 
their work, gauge audience response, make 
connections with industry folks, and have a 
good time while doing it? 

The NYTVF is the festival for independent 
television. But “independent,” in this con- 
text, is not synonymous with leaning toward 
the edgy or experimental; rather, it merely 
defines the creator/participants who are not 
affiliated with the TV industry in any way. This 
made for some safely conventional work, some 
of which had promise, some that wouldn’t 
have an adoring audience outside the festi- 
val. My hands-down, overall favorite of the 
festival was Gnome by New York actor Will 


Janowitz. Based on his stage play that played 
off-Broadway a few years ago, Gnome is a 
comedy about a once-celebrated writer who is 
facing an identity crisis when he realizes he has 
become irrelevant. Oh, did I mention that he’s 
the progeny of a Jewish mother and a forest 
gnome father and lives as a recluse in the wilds 
of Central Park? If this sounds absurd, it is. 
It’s also enormously funny. Janowitz says the 
BBC’s I’m Alan Partridge inspired him, but I 
think of Gnome as Curb Your Enthusiasm crash- 
landing in Fraggle Rock. 

Alas, Gnome didn’t get any love from the 
NYTVF ballot box or the $10,000 Artistic 
Achievement Award from MSN Originals. That 


went to The Gauntlet, 
a reality pilot by Scott 
Patterson. But Janowitz 
remains unfazed. He 
still contends that 
the NYTVF is “a good 
springboard for anyone 
to do their work, and 
there should be more 
like this.” 

“It’s really what hap- 
pens afterward that 
makes the festival,” 
says NYTVF founder 
and Executive Director 
Terence Gray. Last 
year’s NYTVF entrant, 
Split the Difference got a 
development deal from 
NBC Universal. This 
year, I’m hoping Janowitz will get a call from 
Cartoon Network to do an animated version 
of his offbeat comedy: I see Gnome as an 
Adult Swim series or as a live-action series for 
Comedy Central. Another valuable prize of the 
NYTVF went unawarded until after the festival, 
the NYTVF Fellowship. For this, five distin- 
guished TV producers will handpick a NYTVF 
entrant to mentor them on their next TV 
project. The mentors include Michael Davies 
(Wife Swap), Tom Fontana (0£), Mitchell 
Hurwitz (Arrested Development), and Phil 
Rosenthal (Everybody Loves Raymond). I know 
who I’d pick.

KNOCKIN' ON HEAVEN'S DOOR 


“God’s in there,” a secretary jokingly prefaces the entrance 
to Charles Attal’s fourth-floor office beside the Four 
Seasons. In heaven, crates of records line the floors, while 
framed photos with the Rolling Stones, Coldplay, and 
Ween accent the walls along with an equally illustrious Bill 
Graham Promoter of the Year award. One week before the 
sixth annual Austin City Limits Music Festival, the 
renowned local promoter appears unexpectedly calm and col- 
lected behind his executive desk. His C3 Presents partner, 
Charlie Walker, onetime president of promotions behemoth 
Live Nation’s North American division, rocks back and forth 
on one of four skateboards in the room. C3, which now books 
Emo’s, Dallas’ House of Blues, and Harrah’s casinos and 
debuts the Big State Festival, headlined by Tim McGraw 
and Willie Nelson in October in College Station, has mas- 
tered its festival formula in recent years and helped trans- 
form the touring industry in the process. 

Off the Record: How does booking Lollapalooza influence 
your decisions regarding the ACL Festival? 

Charles Attal: Not at all. 

OTR: How is that possible? 

CA: It’s what’s available. Period. Lollapalooza and ACL could 
have turned out totally different if a few didn’t work out. Last 
year, it was down to the wire on a couple of acts. Van 
Morrison came in two days before I was supposed to 
announce the lineup. That’s a big name to drop on your festi- 
val, and if it hadn’t come in, it would have changed the whole 
vibe of the top-tier bands. 

Charlie Walker: A lot of people get upset about some of the 
matchups, but that’s just what happens. It’s a massive jigsaw 
puzzle. 

CA: Sometimes it all fits together perfectly; sometimes you’ve 
got to cut the ends off to make it all work out. LCD 
Soundsystem and M.I.A.? That’s a bit of a problem for me, 
but the park is both big enough and small enough to where 
you can catch a bit of both by walking a bit.

OTR: Would you agree that there’s a large gap in the festival circuit that 
would allow for smaller festivals like Fun Fun Fun Fest or Fort Worth’s 
Wall of Sound to really thrive? 

CA: We’re actually going to launch an indie festival next year. It’s going 
to be a real cheap ticket and multiple stages. And it’s going to be here 
in Austin. We’re already working on that and booking it. 


GUITAR TOWN 

Never one to bite his tongue, Steve Earle shot from the hip dur- 
ing his recent interview by Andy Langer for the Chronicle’s annual 
ACL music supplement. One tangent that didn’t make the cut was 
his frustration regarding the Austin City Limits television series. “I 
always had sort of a love-hate relationship with the show,” Earle 
contends. “I don’t understand why I haven’t done it more other 
than [ACL producer] Terry Lickona doesn’t think I’m all that impor- 
tant. Ray Benson, Lickona, and I had our pictures taken at some 
event a few years ago, and I mouthed off at him the whole time. I 
smiled for the cameras while giving him hell. And I don’t piss and 
moan about that stuff too much, but it’s important to me.” 

Responding from Washington, D.C., where he was lobbying 
for artists’ rights on behalf of the Recording Academy, 
Lickona promises it’s nothing personal. “All I can say is, 
‘Welcome to the club,”’ he laughs. “Most of the artists that 
appear on the show want to come back. Frankly, I love Steve 
Earle, that he’ll say whatever is on his mind to anyone who 
will listen. He has more integrity in his little finger than most 
artists. ... I’ll take this as a backhanded compliment.” 

Ironically, Earle may yet appear on the ACL’s 33rd season, pre- 
miering Oct. 6, as part of a special one-hour program to be filmed 
Oct. 5-7 at the Hardly Strictly Bluegrass Festival 2007 at the 
Golden Gate Park in San Francisco, where he’ll be performing 
along with the Flatlanders, Austin Lounge Lizards, Los Lobos, 
Robert Earl Keen, and Bill Callahan. “There’s no reason to con- 
fine ourselves to the city limits anymore,” Lickona says.

YouthWorks, Austin Children’s Museum, and 
Austin Museum of Art.

© Though this new paradigm is bom of neces- 
S sity for young bands trying to gamer atten- 
| tion in a media-saturated industry, the effect 
o is yet another nail in the label-based music 
industry’s decaying coffin. A new generation 
of talent is increasingly looking at new tech- 
nology and social-networking tools to not only 
disseminate its music to the largest possible 
audience but to specifically target its fan bases 
to maximize its efforts. 

Recognizing the trend, corporations have 
moved in on the space vacated by labels’ deplet- 
ed A&R influence to provide indie bands with 
opportunities to reach broader audiences, as 
with this year’s Dell Lounge-sponsored Sound 
and the Jury competition for the ACL Music 
Festival. The inaugural contest’s grand prize is 
a position on the festival lineup, and while the 
1 1:45am slot on the Dell stage on Friday morn- 
ing isn’t likely to propel the group to Ghostland 
heights, for a young indie band the opportunity 
provides incalculable experience and exposure. 

“It all depends,” says C3 Presents’ 
Charles Attal, who organizes both ACL and 
Lollapalooza. “We did it at Lolla, and it was an 
overwhelming success. I’ve seen bands blow 
up out of these festivals. It’s just right place, 
right time, right press.” 

Notes From the Underground 

For Ian Schwarber, lead singer of Athens, 
Ga.-based sextet Blue Flashing Light - one of 
five finalists in the Sound and the Jury com- 
petition - the upheaval of the music industry 
opens a Pandora’s box for independent bands. 
Schwarber speaks with an excited but easy 
fervor, grand ambitions bolstering the bigger- 
picture consideration of his group’s position 
and strategy for success. 

“There are no rules anymore,” he declares 
by phone from Georgia. “The 
big guys with all the money 
are full of fear, and it’s people 
like us that actually have the 
opportunity to go out there 
and break all the mles that 
they set in motion, the tyran- 
nical, ‘You can’t do anything 
unless you do it through us.’ 

“Now it’s almost like you 
can’t do anything if you do it 
through them.” 

Whereas the lucrative po- 
tential of a major label deal 
once dominated the aspira- 
tions of young acts, today’s 
talent is more skeptical than 
ever of labels’ potential to 
properly manage their career. 

Doubt springs not from the 
traditional concerns over cre- 
ative freedom or control but 
rather from corporate conceptions that mis- 
judge most bands’ already self-cultivated base. 
Austin’s Sound Team serves as one unfortu- 
nate example, their major label debut, Movie 
Monster, being grossly mishandled by Capitol 
Records, which subsequently dropped the 
band last January. 

“It’s definitely the age of the independent 
band, and I think if labels want to stay in 
business, they need to learn to utilize the 
indie mindset more,” offers Daniel Wheeler 
of Homer Hiccolm & the Rocketboys, 
who, along with locals Golden Bear, Quiet 


Company, and Nelo, round out the finalists 
for the ACL contest. “We don’t feel like our 
ultimate goal is to get signed to a label, and if 
you’re willing to work to make things happen 
for yourself, ideally you can be in a position 
where you stay independent and can still pro- 
vide for yourself. ” 

The increased responsibility of bands to 
manage themselves, however, also infringes on 
their primary devotion to the music. The free- 
dom of independence carries with it a burden 
for artists to balance both the creative and busi- 
ness demands of their career. 

“I remember a time when I would get up in 
the mornings and my only concern was to write 
music, and that was all I really cared about,” 
says Quiet Company frontman Taylor Muse. “I 
don’t really like doing all this other stuff. All the 
booking, all the promotion just takes so much 
time. It’s definitely rewarding when something 
comes through, but I really miss the times I 
could just write music.” 

The Medium Is the Message 

“Technology has really opened this ‘Long 
Tail’ of music where indie bands can compete 
on the same level with bigger bands,” says 
Dell’s David Clifton, who’s in charge of the 
local computer company’s involvement with 
the ACL Music Festival. 

Coined by Wired magazine Editor Chris 
Anderson, the “Long Tail” refers to the abil- 
ity of niche products to find lucrative markets 
through broad distribution and endless supply, 
essentially a marketplace created within the 
virtual economy. The limitations of physi- 
cal distribution and storage necessitates the 
traditional hit-driven industry, yet given the 
opportunity, consumers continually drive fur- 
ther down the Long Tail into more obscure and 
taste-specific material. 

“If the 20th century enter- 
tainment industry was about 
hits, the 21st will be equal- 
ly about misses,” Anderson 
speculated in his seminal 
2004 article. “Combine 
enough nonhits on the Long 
Tail, and you’ve got a market 
bigger than the hits.” 

Himes and other online 
music services thrive on the 
Long Tail formula, introduc- 
ing listeners to new bands 
through recommendations, 
taking advantage of vast digi- 
tal databases. Customized 
Internet radio services such 
as Pandora, social media 
sites such as imeem, or 
even MySpace friends’ lists 
all act on the principle to 
ideally connect fans with music they would 
most enjoy. 

Even as competitors like Virb, Buzznet, and 
Uber continue to attract new users, MySpace 
remains the primary virtual tool for independent 
bands, and each of the finalists in the Sound 
and the Jury competition cite the social network 
as central to rallying support from their fans to 
secure the votes needed. Homer Hiccolm & the 
Rocketboys even followed the OK Go route of 
posting quirky song-and-dance videos each day 
during the final week of voting.

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Rock & roll's new indie reality: the 'Long Tail'

Under a sweltering September sun, Aaron 
Behrens and Thomas Turner seem ill-suited for 
the glare of an Austin City Limits Music Festival 
afternoon set. Turner’s high-collared baby-blue 
cape drapes heavily in the heat, while Behrens’ 
braids glisten with sweat dripping onto his tight 
pink shirt and even tighter blue jeans. As the 
local duo erupts into their electro-thrash groove, 
the crowd begins to swell to Behrens’ sexually 
charged howls and Turner’s beats, which draw 
a horde of curious artists stage-side. 

Ghostland Observatory wasn’t supposed to 
play the 2006 ACL Music Fest; the Austin duo 
was added to the bill only after a last-minute can- 
cellation. Yet as their set drew to a close, it was 
already clear theirs was a career-making show. 

“Austin City Limits was absolutely huge for 
us,” says Turner as the pair prepares for their 
second coming at the festival this year. “That 
was the first opportunity for us to play for 
thousands of people from all over the world. 
People tell us all the time that that was the first 
place they heard us.” 


As the epitome of a River City DIY act made 
good, Ghostland Observatory had already built 
a solid reputation in town before their ACL 
appearance. A sold-out performance at Emo’s 
three weeks later testified to the dynamic duo’s 
brand-new notoriety, a throng of college kids 
pressed against the outside stage supplanting the 
usual hipsterati. By spring, Ghostland had staged 
an epic light show at Hogg Auditorium, played 
Playboy's South by Southwest afterparty, opened 
for Beck, and become darlings of Seattle’s influ- 
ential KEXP This summer brought appearances 
at Sasquatch and Lollapalooza, with the Vegoose 
and Voodoo festivals still to come. 

What’s remarkable about Ghostland 
Observatory’s success is its achievement almost 
entirely through the duo’s own modest resourc- 
es. The two still handle their own management 
and self-releases under Turner’s Trashy Moped 
label, most recently the 12-inch vinyl Twin Cities 
EP Ghostland represents a new industry model 
of indie feasibility that eschews label support 
and proves sustainable by its own merits. 
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With more than 600 bands initially compet- 
ing in the Sound and the Jury and more than 
200,000 votes cast during the contest’s six-week 
run, maintaining the support needed to break 
the Top 5 was no small feat of solicitation. Yet 
democratization in deciding the “next big thing,” 
from American Idol on down to ACFs battle of the 
bands, reflects a new reality of rock & roll driven 
by real-time accessibility and personal, even if 
virtual, interaction between fans and artists. The 
Indie Age has deflated iconic rock-star aloofness, 
for better or worse, to pandering reality shows. 
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“There’s nothing more humbling than know- 
ing I’m at the mercy of people being generous 
with two minutes of their time,” says Schwarber 
genuinely. “Having to get out there and gamer 
support and rely on them, person to per- 
son, makes people more accountable for their 
music, more accountable for their behavior, and 
that can’t be anything but a good thing. All this 
stuff keeps you down to earth.” 

The ease of discovering new bands in the 
digital era is proportionally frustrated by the 
sheer number of artists within a click of lis- 
teners’ discovery, and technology has made 
the classic rock attitude of detachment unten- 
able for fans and the indie bands vying for 
their attention. Yet tracking software also 
allows bands to connect with fans who actu- 
ally want to hear their music, directing tours 
through areas of high downloads and, in the 
case of competitions like the Sound and the 
Jury, rallying that grassroots support to achieve 
even broader audiences in an inverse process 
of working as far up the Long Tail as a band 
can reach. 


Young Americans 
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Each of the five finalists in the ACL 
competition already has built a dedicated 
following as evidenced by the votes needed 
to reach a position in the Top 5. The poten- 
tial to play to a festival-sized audience 
offers the possibility of reaching thousands 
of new fans that lie outside the specific 
determinations of targeted algorithms. The 
festival stage is old-fashioned exposure in 
its most direct form. 

“We hadn’t done anything like this before, 
and it’s really been interesting because it’s really 
broadened what we thought were our hori- 
zons,” says Golden Bear’s Chris Gregory. “It 
showed that we have all these different avenues 
and that there are other ways to get ahead.” 

Most festivals now offer variations of ACEs 
battle of the bands, and corporate-sponsored 
contests from Taco Bell’s Feed the Beat to Spin 
magazine’s Hot Pursuit dominate the music 
scene. Homer Hiccolm already won a show- 
case at this past June’s Cornerstone Festival 
in Bushnell, 111., while Blue Flashing Light 
tried earlier this year for a slot at Bonnaroo. 
Locally, Octopus Project’s surprise win in the 
MySpace-backed contest to play Coachella in 
2006 and Patrice Pike’s appearance on Rock 
Star Supernova vaulted both to national atten- 
tion as well as multiple Austin Music Awards 
this year. 
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While the proliferation of these competitions 
within indie music circles opens possibilities 
for bands to reach the next level of exposure, it 
hardly substitutes for the sustained investment 
and support that ideally defined the now-falter- 
ing label-dominated model. Even established 
independent labels are increasingly unwilling 
to take a risk on a young band unless they’ve 


already managed an ample amount of success 
on their own. 

“With so many bands and with MySpace, Pro 
Tools, Facebook, and YouTube, anybody can be 
somebody, and it’s hard to get attention,” relates 
Schwarber. “There’s no artist and development 
anymore, at all. If you want to get people with a 
little bit of money to get behind your music, you 



have to have a business plan, you have to have a 
brand, you have to have either a healthy amount 
of gigs under your belt or a really rockin’ album 
with plenty of singles. I think you have to have 
90 different things now that back in the day they 
would give you time for. 

“In today’s world, I don’t think Pink Floyd, 
Fed Zeppelin, David Bowie - they don’t get 
record deals,” he muses. “And imagine where 
this world would be without those guys having 
influenced everybody.” 

The bottom line for bands in the Indie Age 
remains simply taking advantage of every 
opportunity that is offered and exploiting 
every avenue of attention. After all, Ghostland 
Observatory first secured Attal’s attention play- 
ing a halftime show at the Roller Derby, which 
is as DIY as it gets. ■

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MANU CHAO 

LA RADIOLINA (Nacional) 

On the occasion of his previous stu- 
dio release, 2001’s translucent Proxima 
Estacion Esperanza, in an interview with 
trendsetting indie wire KCRW, Manu 
Chao’s globe-trotting existence had 
brought him to the conclusion that, 
“There’s not a place where things are 
going better.” At least hope - Esperanza 

- floats on said sophomore solo disc. Six 
tortuous years later, not a thing has got- 
ten better, and a darker world clouds La 
Radiolina, which most resembles Chao’s 
2002 live Radio Bemba Sound System in 
its patchwork approach to song, tempo, 
and politicizing. That’s Euro-folk, skank, 
and Mano Negra, respectively. Opener 
“13 Dias” might rumble expertly next to 
Bob Dylan’s “Seven Days” on a road-trip 
mix. Otherwise, where Esperanza left 

off with the infinite sadness of “Infinita 
Tristeza,” Radiolina confesses its “Tristeza 
Maleza” up front, lashing out immediately 
afterward with the anti-imperialist “Politik 
Kills.” Initial single “Rainin in Paradize” 
then opens its pummeling floodgates 
and east of Eden never felt like such a 
permanent address. Desgraciadamente, 
that’s when Radiolina smashes against 
the wall. Fragments - stadium chants 

- rather than songs compound a larger 
issue of “Rainin in Paradize” drenching 
the rest of the album. On mosher “El 
Hoyo,” the “Rainin” riff yields a rainbow, 
doubly so in the Belgium soundcheck 
found among Radiolina’ s visual enhance- 
ments. The same can’t be said for “The 
Bleedin Clown” or “Panik Panik,” and by 
the song’s alternate version as bonus 
track “Mama Cuchara” and its rejoin- 
ing knock-off “Siberia,” the “Rainin” has 
gone on long enough. Other sincere 
songwriting attempts (“Me Llaman Calle,” 
“A Cosa”) simply aren’t up to snuff, “La 
Vida Tombola” excepted as the bookend 
accounting of soccer celebrity Diego 
Maradona begun in Chao’s seminal punk 
band Mano Negra with “Santa Maradona.” 
Backer “Mala Fama” hints at the rock 

en Espanol opera begging to be staged 
on the Argentine futbalista, also echo- 
ing Chao’s Latin American calling card 
“Clandestino.” The French/Spanish sha- 
man’s initial chant, Clandestino remains 
world concern made personal, and nearly 
a decade later, little relief comes from tun- 
ing in to frequencies on La Radiolina.

THE NEW PORNOGRAPHERS 

Challengers 
(Matador) 

The New 
Pornographers 
want you to put 
yer dukes up. After 
all, the Vancouver 
octet’s previous two 
releases, 2003’s 
Electric Version and 
Twin Cinema two years later, were equal parts 
menace and joie de vivre, coming out swing- 
ing and landing almost every indie-pop punch 
perfectly. Sadly, this fourth outing is far from a 
TKO. Instead, it’s a 98-pound weakling wheez- 
ing against the ropes. Perhaps it’s unfair to 
expect every New Pornographers album to be 
a kick in the pants. After all, A.C. Newman is 
a brilliant singer-songwriter, and his work here 
shows no diminishment. Challengers’ glass 
jaw, then, is its sluggish instrumentation, 
its boots filled with lead while the lyrics and 
vocals - especially Ms. Neko Case’s - strain 
to pick up the pace. The notable exceptions 
are “Myriad Harbour,” a Pixies shout-out writ- 
ten by Dan Bejar (Destroyer), and “Mutiny, I 
Promise You,” a tense little track that’s ready 
to go 20 rounds.

This unlikely party 
album collaboration 
between the Fall’s 
Mark E. Smith and 
Mouse on Mars’ Jan

Toma guts the last

ization of everything from the electro-squall 
dance beats of “Fledermaus Can’t Get It” 
to what appears to be a disgruntled Smith 
having an indecipherable row with Stephen 
King’s Lawnmower Man (“Jbak Lois Lane”).

Who else would dare close out with a 
quasi-Nigerian patter-song-eulogy to “Dearest 
Friends” that’s not only jarringly upbeat but 
also a strange solace buoyed aloft on the 
bleakest of Fall-guy breakers?

Finding Forever 
(Geffen) 

Think of 

Common’s career 
as two acts, one 
before 2002 ’s 
Electric Circus and 
one after. The first 
act was honest,

LIARS 

(Mute) 

After the lathered 
clamor of 2006’s 
Drum’s Not Dead and 
2004’s challenging 
They Were Wrong , So 
We Drowned, it was 
evolve or die for Liars.

RILO KILEY 

Under the Blacklight 
(Warner Bros.) 

Some critics 
give Rilo Kiley the 
benefit of the doubt 
on their major-label 
debut, attempting to

There’s 
nothing particularly risky about adding a fresh 
layer of lipgloss and talking dirty. This is not 
new territory.

“The Moneymaker,” Linder the Blacklight’ s first 
single, one tale of many here about women 
selling their bodies, implies as much. It, along 
with the slinky “Close Call”; “Dejalo,” a Latin- 
tinged celebration of three-way love; and “15,” 
an apology for pederasty, suggest that Lewis 
has been making too many imaginary trips to 
seedy motels, where black lights reveal things 
best left in the dark, much like this grotesque 
attempt at a more “adult” sound.

THE HOUSE THAT GEORGE BUILT: 

WITH A LITTLE HELP FROM IRVING, 
COLE, AND A CREW OF FIFTY

Random House, 309 pp., $29.95 

The cover reads: “A History of the Golden Age of 
American popular music,” a huge claim for a 300-page 
book. In this context, The House That George Built 
disappoints, lacking the depth of detail and analysis 
that such a history would require. Approached differ- 
ently, however, the book can be rewarding, somewhere 
between a memoir and an extended op-ed page, an 
essay written by a well-informed expert full of swagger 
and free-flowing opinions. Sheed documents key play- 
ers in the creation of classic American songs written 


between 1925 and 1950 that resulted from a unique 
blend of cultures, technology, and innovators in New 
York City. This meeting of African-American and Jewish 
traditions through many, but especially Irving Berlin, Cole 
Porter, and most importantly, George Gershwin, created 
the songbook known as “The Standards.” Unfortunately, 
while all authors assume certain knowledge on the part 
of their readers, Sheed assumes too much and the 
book won’t work for a beginner, unless that beginner 
likes to Google. What Sheed does share is a passion 
for these songs and their composers, an arc of their 
evolution, and the concept of the Gershwin household as 
a sort of ground zero for the movement. Rather than a 
“History” of the golden age of American popular music, 
The House That George Built is a charming, if occasion- 
ally meandering, glimpse at a uniquely American bygone 
musical universe. - Graham Reynolds

FINE POINTS OF THE LAW

The 14 branches of the Tari Bunia Bank in the South Pacific island of Vanuatu act as tradi- 
tional banks (checking accounts, loans, mortgages) but also accommodate local tribesmen 
by accepting tusks, woven mats, shells, giant rocks, and other items for deposit into indi- 
vidual accounts at traditional bartered rates. An additional benefit of taking in the items, 
according to a July BBC News dispatch, is that bank robberies are rare, thanks to the "spirits 
and snakes" guarding the artifacts. 


Until a July Florida appeals-court ruling, 
Mark O’Hara, 45, had been in prison for 
two years of a 25-year mandatory-mini- 
mum for trafficking in hydrocodone, based 
solely on the 58 tablets found in his pos- 
session in 2004, even though his supply 
had been lawfully prescribed by a physician. 
The state attorney in Tampa had pointed 
out that Florida law did not mention a “pre- 
scription” defense to trafficking, and even 
though O’Hara had lined up a doctor and 
a pharmacist to testify, the jury wasn’t 
allowed to consider the issue. After the 
appeals court called the case “absurd” and 
ordered a new trial with the prescription evi- 
dence allowed, the state attorney still refused 
to drop the case. 

CULTURAL DIVERSITY 

• Sweden’s army turned down 600 draftees 
in July, claiming that it did not have enough 
officers to supervise them, but about 350 of the 
conscripts launched a formal protest, demand- 
ing to serve. Said one, “I was upset. What was 
I going to do for a year?” The National Service 
Administration arranged for 100 of the draftees 
to get into the army anyway, with 160 others 
re-registering for the next round. 

• Inexplicable: 1) Annual “crying sumo” events 
are held in several Japanese cities every year 
(the most recent in Tokyo in April), featuring 
sumo wrestlers holding specially dressed tod- 
dlers out in front of them and coaxing them to 
cry, with the first bawler declared the winner. 
2) No industrialized country has more national 
holidays than Italy (12), but a group of legisla- 
tors recently proposed to challenge industrial 
growth inadvertently by adding seven more, 
according to a June Reuters dispatch, mostly 
marking Christian events. 

QUESTIONABLE JUDGMENTS 

The medical association in the Indian state 
of Tamil Nadu reprimanded Dr. K. Murugesan 
in June after his arrest for unremorsefully 
allowing his 15-year-old son to perform a 
cesarean section on one of his patients, for 
the sole purpose of qualifying the boy for a 
world record in the Guinness Book. The baby 
was born with a fatal congenital defect said to 
be unrelated to the surgery, but Tamil Nadu’s 
health minister termed Murugesan’ s office a 
“butcher’s shop.” 


PEOPLE DIFFERENT FROM US 

• In June, addiction experts at an American 
Medical Association meeting discussed whether 
to consider “video game addiction” as a distinct 
mental illness (ultimately deciding to await fur- 
ther study), but one month later, in Reno, Nev., 
a couple in their early 20s were arrested and 
charged with abusing their two toddlers by ignor- 
ing them for long stretches of time while playing 
the game Dungeons & Dragons. According to 
prosecutors, Michael and Iana Straw had plenty 
of food in their house, but both babies were 
found severely malnourished and ill in a home 
marked by squalor except for the expensive 
computer equipment that occupied the couple 
during nearly all their waking moments. 


• Prolific Fetishists: Maeyasu Kawamura, 60, 
indicted in Osaka, Japan, in June (8,000 stolen 
pieces of women’s clothing); Shigeo Kodama, 
54, arrested in Hiroshima in February (3,977 
panties, 355 bras); a 27-year-old man, accused 
by police in Waukesha, Wis., in May (1,500 
pairs of teenage girls’ shoes); Chih Hsien Wu, 
43, charged in Fort Collins, Colo., in May (1,300 
undergarments belonging to Colorado State 
University women); Garth Flaherty, 24, charged 
in Pullman, Wash., in March (1,500 women’s 
undergarments, weighing 93 pounds); Kevin 
Parrett, 51, sentenced in Faulkton, S.D., in May 
(800 women’s undergarments); Dan Trompke, 
37, sentenced in Kearney, Neb., in August (more 
than 500 women’s undergarments). 


In July, Maryland County Judge Katherine 
Savage dismissed, permanently, a 2004 child- 
rape charge against a Liberian immigrant after 
finding that he speaks a rare tribal language 
for which no translators were available in time 
to meet the state’s speedy- trial requirement. 
Nonetheless, according to a Washington Post 
report, the defendant’s demand for a native 
speaker might have been a ruse because he 
speaks English well enough to have attended 
high school and community college here 
and to have argued his innocence to arrest- 
ing officers. The court actually found three 
translators (with a fourth in waiting), but 
each claimed unavailability. The Post reporter, 
also, found other translators who could have 
worked the case. 

LATEST RELIGIOUS 
MESSAGES 

• God Is Love: 1) Charles Flowers, the direc- 
tor of the no-nonsense Christian camp Love 
Demonstrated Ministries, was arrested in 
August and charged with dragging a 15-year- 
old camper on her stomach behind a van after 
she either could not or would not keep pace 
on a morning run. 2) In August, Buena Park, 
Calif., Baptist Pastor Wiley Drake acknowl- 
edged asking his congregation to pray for the 
deaths of two leaders of Americans United for 
Separation of Church and State because they 
had been calling for an IRS investigation of 
Drake for endorsing a presidential candidate 
(former Arkansas Gov. Mike Huckabee). Said 
Drake: “The Bible says that if anybody attacks 
God’s people ... children will become orphans, 
and wives will become widows.” 

• About a dozen Islamic punk rock bands 
toured the United States this summer, accord- 
ing to a June Newsweek report, with most 
using their music as a loud protest of both 
U.S. treatment of Muslims and the corruption 
of Islam by violent fundamentalists. Bands 
such as Diacritical, Vote Hezbollah, and the 
Kominas (Punjabi for “bastards”) describe 
their music with the term (loosely translated) 
“hardcore piety.”

day trips

The Old Tunnel Wildlife Management 

Area, outside of Fredericksburg, may be the 
smallest preserve in the state park depart- 
ment’s inventory, but it has one of the larg- 
est concentrations of wildlife and attracts 
more observers than any other. 

The reason? The 3 million bats that 
emerge from the former railroad tunnel every 
evening during the summer. In contrast, the 
bat colony under Austin’s Congress Avenue 
bridge number about 1.5 million, says Craig 
Hensley, a volunteer tour guide at the Old 
Tunnel WMA. The largest bat colony in the 
world resides at the privately owned Bracken 
Cave near San Antonio. 

This is the most easily accessible bat col- 
ony in a preserve in the state, Hensley says. 

One of only two railroad tunnels in Texas 
open to the public (the other is in Caprock 
Canyons State Park), the man-made cave 
was on the line between San Antonio and 
Fredericksburg. The train carried freight and 
passengers from 1913 until the tracks were 
sold as scrap in 1944. The 920-foot tunnel 
removed the 2,300-foot Mount Alamo as an 
obstacle on the improved route between the 
two cities. 

“It must have been a tight fit getting those 
cars through here,” Hensley says. Sometime 
after the trains stopped running, the Mexican 
free-tailed bats took up residency. There 
were reports of bats at the site in the early 
1950s. There were also reports of drunken 
parties using the bats for target practice. 

In 1991, the Texas Parks and Wildlife 
Department acquired 16 acres around the 
tunnel to protect the bats. Saving farmers 


millions in pesticide costs and damage, the 
Mexican free-tailed bats serve as a moth 
defense shield by intercepting the corn 
borer moths on their annual migration from 
Central America. 

Inside the tunnel is a nasty ecosystem of 
flesh-eating beetles, bat guano, and spring 
water. You can hear the chirping and smell 
the aroma. From the top of Mount Alamo, a 
wide view of the Hill Country unfolds. 

Looking into the cave from the creek bed 
where the steel rails once were, you can see 
the bats fluttering about preparing for the 
night’s flight. 

The bats begin arriving at the Old Tunnel 
in May and stay until the first cold front in 
October. In August the free-tailed bats give 
birth, which increases the number in the tun- 
nel substantially. Because the hole is open- 
ended, the mothers find other caves and 
crevices to have their pups. 

There are 1,100 kinds of bats in the 
world, and 43 reside in the U.S. with 32 spe- 
cies in Texas. The Mexican free-tailed bats 
can fly as high as 10,000 feet at speeds of 
30 mph. Their territory covers a 30-mile radi- 
us of the tunnel. It is estimated that the col- 
ony is worth about $1 billion to agriculture 
by eating 25-37 tons of moths a night. 

Shortly after 8pm, Hensley finishes his 
presentation on the bats. The sky is clear 
and turning into a inky blue. Already, bats are 
zipping through the trees above our heads. 

The emergence starts slowly, but the 
whisper of thousands of bat wings grows to 
a soft murmur. Standing at the edge of the 
lower observation area looking up into the 
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darkening sky, the colony turns into a steady 
stream of blurred images streaking by at 
phenomenal speeds. The Milky Way of black 
dots pours out of the tunnel, down the creek 
bed, and then makes a big turn into the 
night sky. After a few minutes, about 
8:30pm, it is too dark to see anything, even 
though you can still hear the hushed whisper 
over your head. 

Old Tunnel WMA is about 11 miles south 
of Fredericksburg off Old San Antonio Road. 
From U.S. 290, turn left just before you get 
to the city limits. Seating on the upper obser- 
vation deck is free. Admission to the lower 
observation area and the creek bed is a 
great value at $5 for adults. It is best to get 
to the site at least an hour before the emer- 
gence. For information, call 866/978-2287. 

A short walk from the Old Tunnel’s parking 
lot, the Alamo Springs General Store and 
Cafe is open Wednesday through Monday, 
lOam-lOpm, with fried foods and cold 
drinks.

Tooth and Nail , Plus Tooth 2! is a bit of a departure for 
Tongue and Groove Theatre, which has stirred a dash of 
rock into its traditional formula to make vaudevillian punk. 
Mark Stewart and brothers Craig Matthew Staggs and Chase 
Staggs collaborated as if they had a tooth and a nail lodged 
in their frontal cortices, had only one week to live, and were 
rushing to put together something volatile to perform in front 
of their friends and family. Their natural habitat would have 
to be the musical playground for lost children, and for that 
Beerland hits the nail on the head. It’s like the cellar where 
music and sometimes even theatre festers 
and grows frantic for ventilation. 

Standing because there are few chairs, 
audience members hold their beers and 
watch what may be described as a cyclone 
of two vaguely familiar stories retold on acid. 
The music isn’t exactly punk rawk; it’s just 
the “F-words,” three women in white sweat 
suits with bars spray-painted on them, playing 
electric guitar, drums, and bass. The actors 
come out from behind a sheet so thin that we could hear 
Hilah Johnson say that she had to tape her top to her chest. 

The first act is Craig Matthew Staggs’ “Tooth,” in which 
any gullible chump who falls prey to the tooth fairy’s lie 
to find a tooth is dubbed “Spider.” In an effort to find the 
tooth, the latest Spider loses his girlfriend, a meek harlot 
named “Prostitute,” to Marteau, a French heel. Meanwhile, 
in the corner, a bartender named Jesus shines a Lone Star 
with beer polish. Adriene Mishler’s narration of the story 
is a little obtrusive yet very eerie since she sings with 
a cheery-faced yet malicious tooth fairy wearing a white 
bobbed wig and silvery outfit like one of Captain Kirk’s 
android lovers. She teases him by slipping the magic tooth 
in Spider’s pocket. Despite its hallucinatory characteristics, 
the play does have its message: Spider keeps seeking the 
tooth, not knowing all the while that he already has it. In 
the end, aren’t we all seeking the tooth? Don’t we all have 
a little tooth inside us? 




Up second is Chase Staggs’ “Nail.” In it, Jim (David 
Higgins wearing a Dee Snider perm) has been given milk 
money for mac-’n’-cheese by his scornful significant other, 
but instead he buys a nail from a mentally challenged der- 
elict in order to plant it into a tree, which grows into a giant 
land of cigarettes. Meanwhile, a couple - groom in tails and 
top hat, bride in evening gown - rise from the grave, only to 
poke and prod each other for having killed themselves in the 
name of love. 

Though there is the electrical soundtrack, most of the 
“nonmusical” production has sporadic bursts of song. “Tooth 


2” is a musical reprise by characters from the previous acts. 
The choreography plays like a tape loop on fast-forward with- 
out the gibberish, although the randomonium might make it 
seem so. 

Both of the pieces are hilarious; each bit or character is a 
higher level of Marx Brothers-like blind foolishness, leaving 
you either giggling or appalled or both. A giant who fights like 
a girl. Arms being ripped off. Groping suggestions. Donkeys 
stuck in buckets. Does it sound like the very fabric of punk? 
Perhaps. It certainly makes you want to laugh and rail 
against the status quo. - Patti Hadad

The motel room in which Loretta has taken refuge has that 
look of a place you go when you’ve run out of options. Shoddy 
old end tables and chairs with 30 years’ worth of chipped edges 
and worn sides. An AC unit dating back to the Eisenhower admin- 
istration. Tatty plastic blinds covered by curtains so thin they look 
to be made out of Kleenex. And the flimsy wood paneling encas- 
ing the room seems not only to be caked with grime but covered 
by a thin film of resignation. See, Paul Davis’ set for Hyde Park 
Theatre’s production of Featuring Loretta conveys not only the 
shabbiness of a down-at-th e-heels motel but the sense of sur- 
render that comes from inhabiting such a place. If you don’t see 
roaches skittering across the threadbare carpet, it’s just because 
they’ve given up. In this kind of place, most things do. 


Not Loretta, of course - at least not initially - in this com- 
edy by Canadian playwright George F. Walker. As she takes 
pains to explain to everyone - to the distressed family mem- 
bers who keep her phone ringing off the hook, to the two 
men vying for her attention to the point of harassment, to the 
motel owner’s daughter - Loretta has a number of options 
for her future that she’s considering, and we can see the 
resolve in the face of Michelle Keffer’s Loretta. Hope hasn’t 
checked out of her room yet, despite the fact that, as we 
come to learn, she doesn’t have much to be hopeful about. 
Her husband, who had been sleeping around on her, wound 
up a wilderness repast for a ravenous bear. The extramarital 
exercise she engaged in as payback left her carrying the 
child of the guy she slept with. As for those options she’s so 
insistent about? They seem to consist of dating a salesman 
of industrial screws whom she met at the steak house where 
she waitresses or starring in a series of sex films by a guy 
who books topless dancers into strip clubs. It’s the screw or 
be screwed. 

Oddly enough, though, that’s not the worst of it for Loretta. 
She’s ready to make a choice without any hand-wringing over 
morality or her condition. But almost everyone around her 
wants to make her decisions for her: her husband’s parents; 
her baby’s father; the salesman and the aspiring porno king, 
both love-struck and fighting over Loretta like schoolboys 
over a coveted aggie; even Sophie, the sweet Russian expat 
whose dad left the KGB for motel management. Much of 
the play is about people trying to take away other people’s 
options in order to determine their lives’ direction. (It’s also 
an issue for Sophie, who was browbeaten by her perpetually 
yelling father into studying physics, which she hates.) Walker 
sets up the theme from an interesting angle but then never 
really does much with it. He provides a little forward motion 
dramatically but keeps circling back to the same routines: 
the ringing phone, the pushy callers, the declarations of 
love, the fights between Loretta’s suitors. You can sense 
the repetition being used as a device, escalating the frustra- 
tion in the characters - Oh! Here we go again! - for comic 
effect. But the lack of development in the characters under- 
cuts the comedy. The cluelessness of the guys wears thin, 
as does Loretta’s irritation with them. And Ken Webster’s 
spare direction, which has served many a Hyde Park show 
before, doesn’t do much for this one. The reactions of the 
characters, their movements, and, ultimately, their relation- 
ships don’t vary that much, and despite some charming bits 

- notably from Ben Wolfe, neatly balancing sleaze and sin- 
cerity as the guy with the sex-film dream, and Liz Fisher, as 
an appealingly droll Sophie - the show feels like it can’t get 
past a certain level. 

That feeling is reinforced by the production’s final image: the 
two women seated side by side on the fleabag bed, staring 
straight ahead and listening to the two men outside fighting 

- yet again! - over Loretta. It feels like this scene will keep play- 

ing itself out forever, and in a motel room this seedy, it feels 
like the end of the line. You half expect a neon sign above the 
door to be flashing “No Exit.” - Robert Faires

Who gets to call it art? 

I imagine most of us have had those moments, 
shopping at HEB, when a box, a can, a shampoo 
bottle stands out as something other than an object 
for consumption. It might be the color on the label, 
the pleasing uniformity of repetition on any given 
shelf, but there are times when everyday objects go 
beyond their everyday impact. We can call this great 
design, superior marketing, or capitalism at its most 
refined. Or we can call it complicity, 
all the while smiling as we happily 
run that item down the little conveyer 
belt to the checkout. “Extra-Ordinary: 
The Everyday Object in American 
Art,” Austin Museum of Art’s cur- 
rent exhibition in collaboration with 
the Whitney Museum of American 
Art, rejoices over these blurred lines 
between interested corporate market- 
ing and disinterested beauty. All the iconic figures 
of American culture (and American pop art) line up 
to have their say: French fries and ketchup make 
their appearance near Campbell’s soup and a stack 
of Brillo boxes, while soda bottles, painted yarn, and 
some laminate sculpture share in AMOA’s limelight. 
But why is this called art? 

To answer just such a question, AMOA has dedi- 
cated a small room to the showing of Who Gets to 
Call It Art?, an 80-minute film by the former New 
York Metropolitan Museum’s own Henry Geldzahler. 


Whether you sit through the entire thing or just a 
few minutes, this star-studded film has a lot of 
answers to give for such a fundamental art ques- 
tion and is a great introduction to American pop art 
and its implications. Ultimately, however, a show like 
“Extra-Ordinary” has more to do with asking ques- 
tions than answering them, and with the addition of 
Austin’s own designs and designers in the exhibi- 
tion titled “Everyday Objects: Extra-Ordinary Austin 
Designs,” we find ourselves back in the shopping 
aisles, wondering where we will next be so happily 
co-opted. The “L-Broom” by Design Edge is certainly 
elegant enough to be wall art, and the TurboChef 
30-inch Double Wall Speedcook Oven, featured in 
countless interior-design magazines this month, 
is not only aesthetically pleasing, it is charming, 
inventive, and terrifically pragmatic (apart from the 
unsung sticker price, of course) in a way we might 
call “beautiful.” In this beauty, though, the tension 
that was the topic of 1960s pop art, what gave 
those pieces their weight in the midst of their famil- 
iarity and iconoclasm, comes back into question. 
Who gets to call it art? Is it art because it is the 
everyday transformed into something lovely? Or is it 
art because it questions the very appeal and seduc- 
tion of everyday objects and helps us to see our 
own contributions to capitalist consumption? I’d like 
to think it is a bit of both ... but given my love for 
packaging, design, and a great tomato-soup label, 
I’m not sure I can be trusted. - Nikki Moore

Even the Bush administration acknowledges that there is genocide in Sudan. Almost 
half a million people are dead, and 2 million more are homeless. But what is shocking 
isn’t that it happened but that it continues unabated. We know President Omar al-Bashir’s 
army supports an armed militia known as the Janjaweed - actually, it means “devil on a 
horse” - and that they burn villages and massacre civilians with his blessing. The west- 
ern province of Darfur is ripe for petroleum exploration, and its people, 
predominantly Muslim but non-Arab, are seemingly disposable. We know 
these things because of Brian Steidle, a retired Marine captain and “mili- 
tary observer” - armed only with a camera - stationed in the region. Had 
Steidle not followed reports of attacks and photographed their grim after- 
math, we might not know anything at all: Neither journalists nor the 
United Nations are allowed in Sudan. By focusing on Steidle’s story, 

Stern and Sundberg (The Trials of Darryl Hunt) put a plain, honest 
American face on the issue; we see him evolve from a dutiful and trust- 
ing soldier (“If these photos were released to the public, there would be 
troops in here in a matter of days,” he wrote to his sister in 2004) to a 
disenchanted grassroots activist who alleges that the State Department attempted to 
suppress his photographs. Steidle’s story gives the film’s explication of events a pleasing 
narrative shape, but it also establishes that the global community, like Steidle, has stood 
by watching powerlessly. (At one point, Steidle surveils two Janjaweed trucks departing a 
scene of carnage and longs to be looking down a scope instead of his camera.) The sec- 
ond half follows Steidle’s evolution into a spokesman for the cause; it’s slower and mess- 
ier, and while parts of it don’t quite seem to fit together (a detour into Rwanda, awkward 
endorsements of Barack Obama as the Darfur candidate), there are interesting moments 
of Steidle under pressure as his mission proves seemingly futile. Just the same, the 
film’s approach suits an audience broader than the usual documentary crowd, though it’s 
worth mentioning that those pictures can really stay with you. - Marrit Ingman

The Devil Came on Horseback

O THE 11TH HOUR

Not long ago, I overheard a disquietingly 
resonant analogy used to sum up the ludi- 
crousness of arguments seeking to dismiss 
or obfuscate the factuality of global climate 
change. It went like this: “If the babysitter 
you hired to watch over your children came 
with nine sterling recommendations, but 
at the last minute you received a phone 
call from a stranger who told you the sitter 
was a pedophile, wouldn’t you, at the very 
least, cancel the services of this suddenly 
questionable sitter until you could discover 
for yourself the efficacy of the charge? If 
there was even one chance in 10 that this 
person might do your child harm, is it not 
your sacred and legal duty as guardian 
to discover beyond a shadow of a doubt 
the truth of the accusation and to disal- 
low that sitter from your home until such 
time?” The documentary The 11th Hour, 
narrated by Leonardo DiCaprio and featur- 
ing a cross section of experts from both 
the scientific community and elsewhere, 
makes a similar case regarding the injuri- 
ous worldwide effects of global warming: If 
there’s even one chance in a million that 
irreversible damage to the biosphere is 
occurring, shouldn’t we lend it immediate 
due credence? Of course, as the film notes, 
in general the only people still denying 
climate change are obvious crackpots and 
oil-company shills. The proof is in, and the 
scientific community is and has been in 
perfect accord on the subject for years. Only 
a madman continues to deny the obvious 
in the face of overwhelming evidence to the 
contrary. Regrettably, as The 11th Hour also 
states, mankind never has been accused of 
being too sane for its own good. And while 
it’s a well-constructed doc, full of relevant 


information and geared toward those people 
who still might be fence-sitters on the sub- 
ject, there’s something missing from The 
11th Hour's lengthy procession of talking 
heads: a sense of maddened outrage. Most 
of the speakers here seem inexplicably calm 
about the crisis, whether it’s environmental- 
ist David Suzuki or Mikhail Gorbachev, both 
of whom weigh in on climate change with 
studied aplomb. Only the emotion-neutral 
electronic “voice” of Stephen Hawking and 
the wry observations of former CIA head 
James Woolsey cut through the increasingly 
hopeful platitudes on sustainability and the 
importance of individual actions with some- 
thing approaching proper outrage. That’s 
due in large part to the filmmakers’ obvious 
decision to sidestep the feelings of futility 
and nihilism engendered by the sheer gar- 
gantuan scope of the problem. It’s difficult 
to fault their otherwise excellent documen- 
tary for that, but still, a little outrage (or a 
even a lot) rarely denatures a necessary 
revolution in thought, and as often as not, 
a louder argument incites a more sweeping 
change. - Marc Savlov

On Dec. 22 in a small town east of 
Bucharest, the anniversary of the 1989 
Romanian revolution has arrived. Sound like 
the setup for wildly subtle character-based 
comedy? In writer/ director Porumboiu ’s 
feature debut (which took the Camera 
d’Or prize at Cannes in 2006) it is. Using 
a conversation about history, three men, 
and a talk show, the film achieves surpris- 
ing levels of underplayed wit and pathos. 
Piscoci (Andreescu) is a grumbling old man 
battling against the neighborhood firecracker 
epidemic. When asked to play Santa Claus, 
he agrees, but upon examining the stained 


red jacket, he declares, “This costume is 
shit.” Manescu (Sapdaru) is a fading history 
teacher whose heavy drinking results in so 
many debts that after collecting his paycheck, 
he immediately spends it all in repayment 
and must borrow more. Jderescu (Corban) 
is the vain talk-show host who desperately 
recruits anyone available for his latest tap- 
ing and winds up with Manescu and Piscoci. 
Today’s topic: Did the revolution that occurred 
throughout Romania happen in this small 
town? The conversation centers on whether 
or not people began to protest before the 
socialist leader’s departure at 12:08pm. 
While Manescu details his pre-12:08 protest, 
viewer calls trickle in, insisting that Manescu 
is lying. A debate ensues. Is it a revolution if 
people took to the streets after the fact? A 
profound answer comes from Piscoci: “One 
makes whatever revolution one can, each 
in their own way.” If this doesn’t sound riot- 
ously funny, that’s because it’s not. Calling 
to mind early Jarmusch (himself a winner 
of the Camera d’Or), Porumboiu holds on to 
awkward moments and makes brilliant use 
of the show itself. Piscoci can’t stay focused, 
creating paper boats or making faces at the 
commentary while the frustrated camera- 
man zooms in and out, constantly jolting the 
frame. Except for these isolated moves, the 
camera remains primarily still, resulting in 
stoic action in panoramic shots. Great subtle 
comedy is mined as when Piscoci, dressed in 
his newly purchased Santa Claus robes, plac- 
es firecrackers in the doorway to his apart- 
ment building. The frame is wide, directly fac- 
ing the building. A group of men discusses 
the sale of a new car while the doddering yet 
determined red figure runs back and forth, 
borrowing a match to assert his revenge. The 
result is character-based comedy well played 
with a delicate hand. While 12:08 East of 
Bucharest could take more than one viewing 
to truly appreciate, it’s worth the commit- 
ment.

THE BRAVE ONE

The Brave One is a confounding movie 
on many levels. For all its sophistication 
and sensitivity, it turns out to be little more 
than an upscale B-movie about getting even. 
This revenge fantasy is set in motion by 
a senseless act of horrendous violence: 
Erica Bain (Foster), the host of a New York 
City radio program, is brutally beaten along 
with her fiance while walking their dog one 
evening in Central Park. She survives; he 
doesn’t. In recovering from this horrible 
experience, Erica falls out of love with her 
beloved city and hardens into an avenging 
angel armed with a handgun, stalking the 
nighttime streets of Manhattan like some 
stealth superhero dispensing her own brand 
of justice. She goes Bernie Goetz on the 
subway, dispatches a pimp like Travis Bickle, 
and finishes off a sleazy bad guy like Dirty 
Harry reincarnated. Each time Erica exacts 
her vengeance on the criminal element, 
you’re not sure whether to cheer or recoil. 
The Brave One seems to want it both ways: 

It stirs up emotions that justify Erica’s law- 
less actions but doesn’t flinch in depicting 
the terrible psychological price she pays 
with each killing. Foster is very good as the 
conflicted Erica, subtly detailing her charac- 
ter’s transformative journey into the heart 
of darkness without losing the humanity of 
this lost individual. When Foster looks in the 
mirror during the course of the film, you can 
see Erica realizing, with a mixture of fear 
and fascination, that she is becoming a per- 
son she no longer recognizes. Unfortunately, 
the plotting in The Brave One is rather 
pedestrian and often flawed, undermin- 
ing this film’s potential for greatness. The 
absence of eyewitnesses to most of Erica’s 
killings is too convenient, and the platonic 
relationship that develops between Erica

and the police detective investigating the 
vigilante murders (an empathetic Howard) 
is contrived. By the time the big moment 
arrives when Erica faces the three hoodlums 
who murdered her great love and irrevers- 
ibly changed her life, it’s clear what kind of 
movie The Brave One ultimately wants to be. 
Without giving anything away, let’s just say 
that the film’s title is completely drained of 
any remaining irony at this point, abandon- 
ing intellectual honesty in favor of giving the 
people what they want.

In the great catalog of dashing 
Hollywood lead male characters who’ve no 
idea what to do with women - Longfellow 
Deeds, Felix Unger, Norman Bates, and on 
and on - the Solomon brothers might con- 
stitute a new paragon of loopy ineptitude. 
Like Deeds, they possess a wide-eyed 
innocence about their ignorance; like 
Unger, they’re grown men living with other 
grown men (namely each other); and like 
Bates, they might very well be sociopaths. 
Take, for example, John (Arnett, who played 
the self-deluded Gob on TV’s Arrested 
Development ): He spends his time trying to 
pick up women in grocery stores, first pay- 
ing for their groceries when they’re not 
looking and then crying foul when they call 
store security on him. He can’t understand 
why his approach doesn’t work; it’s no dif-

bar, right? Then there’s Dean ( Saturday 
Night Live’s Forte), who kicks off a blind 
date by planting a lingering, wet kiss on 
the girl’s father, figuring it’s the quickest 
way to show respect. The date ends quick- 
ly thereafter. These are the kinds of 
absurdist moments that seem to come 
pouring out of Forte, who wrote The 
Brothers Solomon and who, with his 
starched hair and overly soothing voice 
(both clear signs of insanity), may be the 
creepiest comedic actor to ever grace the 
SNL stage. The plot of his movie - which 
follows John and Dean as they try to 
make, adopt, or steal a baby so that their 
comatose father will have a grandchild to 
live for - is little more than an excuse for 
elaborate acts of comic awkwardness and 
well-intentioned deviance, a few of which 
are absolutely brilliant (namely a brief 
sequence in which Dean tries to train his 
brother to see diaper-changing as some- 
thing to look forward to rather than fear; 

I’ll just say the joke involves chicken fin- 
gers and a dead bird and leave it at that) 
but most of which are merely squirm-induc- 
ing. I can’t figure it out: You’ve got three 
great comic talents in Forte, Arnett, and 
director Odenkirk (Mr. Show) working 
together in relatively untried and controver- 
sial comedy territory - child-abduction 
jokes, bits about adoption-agency return 
policies, etc. - and this is all we get? A 
syrupy fable about love and family? What 
happened? Did they lose their nerves? Or 
did some meddling studio executive pull 
them back before they went too far out on a 
limb? The comedy gods hate a coward, so 
let’s hope it’s the latter.

Thornton is fast becoming the master 
of what can only be termed “deadpan 
malignancy.” What other actor working can 
communicate as much disdain, as much 
disrespect, as much malicious indifference 
without even a word? Others can convince 
you of murderous intent, but no one else 
can give you a look that says, “If I had my 
way, you’d all be shoveling my shit for a 
living because that’s all you’re good for.” 
And it’s a good thing, too, because he’s 
coming to rely on that look more and more 
as his career goes on. Mr. Woodcock is the 
third in Thornton’s unofficial “exhausted- 
contempt” series - after Bad Santa and 
Bad News Bears - in which he plays a 
character whose complete indifference to 
the rules of etiquette and the feelings of 
other people leads him to acts of comic 
violence against the least among us: the 
young, the old, the infirm, Woodcock co-star 
Scott. Thornton plays the title character, 
a gym teacher in small-town Nebraska 
legendary among students for his bullying 
tactics and total lack of sympathy for the 
awkwardness of youth. The movie begins 
13 years ago, with Woodcock badgering a 
group of early-adolescent boys into learn- 
ing the rules of basketball, the primary 
one being, apparently, that strength is the 
only rule that matters. (“Lose the asthma,” 
he commands one wheezing boy before 
sending him off to run laps.) One of his 
unfortunate charges is John Farley (Scott), 
who commits the cardinal gym-class sins 
of being overweight and unable to do a 
pull-up. Flash forward 13 years, and John 
is now a famous writer of self-help books 
about letting go of your past and moving 
on with your life. Of course John hasn’t let 
go of anything; behind that gleaming smile 
and muscular body, he’s still a fat kid in his 
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underpants, hanging for his life from a chin- 
up bar. Which is made painfully clear when 
he returns home to Nebraska to find out 
that his mother (Sarandon) is engaged to 
Woodcock and that he’s the only one who’s 
clear-eyed enough to stop the relationship 
and expose Woodcock for the abusive cuss 
that he is. Unfortunately, Mr. Woodcock is 
funny for exactly five minutes, during which 
time Mr. Woodcock is shown throwing basket- 
balls at boys’ heads and mocking them for 
having dead parents. It’s that subversive, did- 
he-really-just-say-that humor that helped turn 
Thornton into the unforgivably awful SOB you 
can’t help but love and that exposes the rest 
of Mr. Woodcock - with its focus on Scott’s 
paper-thin frat humor - for the half-hearted 
retread that it is. - Josh Rosenblatt

SHOOT 'EM UP

There’s not a lot to this action-movie sat- 
ire other than a seemingly endless fusillade 
of copper-jacketed projectiles and the image 
of unhinged British gunslinger Owen trad- 
ing fire with American Splendor's Giamatti. 
That may in fact be enough for those who 
can’t tell their HKVP70 from their P08 
Parabellum, but it’s not nearly as much fun 
as even Robert Rodriguez’s lesser cordite 
capers (Once Upon a Time in Mexico). The 
bizarrely byzantine plotting has Owen’s mys- 
terious gun monkey delivering a newborn 
whom everyone else seems to want dead, 
which led me for a moment to hope that 
the child was perhaps the Antichrist or a 
bioengineered supersoldier from the future 
or even the new template for kid-friendly 
Soylent Green, but, woe be me, the li’l poop- 
er is none of those. The film’s MacGuffin, 
such as it is, revolves around an antigun 
senator (Pilon) and the arms manufacturer 
who loathes him (McHattie), with Giamatti’s 
high-strung contract killer out to off him 
or the baby or possibly both. In between 
sequences where we’re treated to Bellucci 
as the sexiest lactating hooker in the world 
(who doesn’t mind blowing a bum behind 
a Dumpster if it means money for her and 
Owen’s tiny charge), there’s much ado about 
nada, with Owen sliding on his backside and 
belly as he single-handedly pockmarks the 
scenery enough to render the sets usable 
for an upcoming episode of Lebanon Home 
Makeover. Shoot 'Em Up lives or dies by its 
action, and while you can’t fault the film on 
its blink-and-you’ll-miss-it pacing, it’s also 
a textbook example of how not to edit a 
gunfight, as proved by the opening bang 
fest, which has so many choppy, sloppy cuts 
and cutaways that it’s unlikely to be com- 
prehensible to anyone not on at least 20 
milligrams of Adderall or weened inside a 
strobe light. There are a few gags that work 
out - not the least of which is the casting 
of the previously menschy Giamatti as a 
bloodthirsty mensch whose wife just won’t 
stop badgering him via cell phone - but for 
the most part, this is strictly kiss kiss, bang 
bang, yawn yawn. - Marc Savlov

DEATH AT A FUNERAL

Death Wish, was the source material for the the 
classic dad-on-a-rampage movie of the same title.

Writer/ 
director Meadows announces himself with an asser- 
tive montage of smashed windows, street riots, 
and Thatcher playing a game of Missile Command, 
then turns the movie down to a thoughtful simmer 
for the semi-autobiographical story of a descent 
from mischievous schoolboy to junior skinhead. 
Friendless - and fatherless from the Falklands War 
- Shaun (Turgoose) meets a passel of rude boys 
under a bridge, and at first it’s all fun and games. 
Enter Combo (Graham), a violent neo-Nazi, to whom 
Shaun spit-swears adolescent loyalty. The film slows 
down and thickens as Shaun becomes embroiled in 
a subculture of hate - in moments, it’s a little talky, 
but it doesn’t lose its intensity. The film’s success 
finally depends on its leads as the initiate and men- 
tor.

How many musicians can claim they’ve played with Billie 
Holiday, Fred Astaire, Eric Dolphy, and Love’s Arthur Lee? For 
drummer/composer/bandleader Chico Hamilton, that short 
but distinguished list doesn’t even begin to scratch the sur- 
face of his astonishing seven-decade career. The L.A. native 
makes his local debut with a sextet, and, as he prepares 
to celebrate his 86th birthday, he’s still going strong, as 
witnessed by two recent performances at the fabled Charlie 
Parker Jazz Festival in NYC before 15,000 fans. 

“We received a standing ovation performing a suite I wrote 
called Charlie Parker," he proudly states. 

To commemorate his 85th birthday last year, he recorded 
and released four albums of original music. The best selec- 
tions from that quartet have been gathered on his latest, 
Hamiltonia. With his rich history, how did Hamilton distinguish 
himself from all the other drummers on the scene? 


"Hell if I know,” he chuckles, “I guess I earned my reputation as a 
brush man who could keep time, and so I got work with the best sing- 
ers of the day: Lena [Horne], Ella [Fitzgerald], Lady Day, Billy Eckstine.” 
He also kept time as the original drummer in the quintessential^ 
cool jazz Gerry Mulligan/Chet Baker Quartet. 

"The first rehearsal was in my living room,” he contends. “We 
were four guys in the right place at the right time.” 

Right place, right time is his legacy, and as a National Endowment 
for the Arts Jazz Master and Kennedy Center recipient of the Mellon 
Jazz Living Legacy Award, the still-youthful Hamilton makes one point 
particularly clear: 

“I’m old fashion; I like to swing!” 

When asked if that means he’s from the old school, he shoots 
right back:

HOW DO I GET A 
MARRIAGE LICENSE? 

I just got engaged, and we need a marriage license, 
but I’m not sure how to get it. What’s the process to get 
a marriage license? Is it a big hassle? 

Before any two people get married and experience 
the excitement of beginning a new life together, they 
first have to share the mundane process of getting 
a marriage license, which is required by Texas law. 
The notion of long lines, endless forms, and govern- 
ment bureaucracy gives people nightmares. Luckily, 
the actual process of obtaining a marriage license 
is relatively painless, particularly if you come pre- 
pared with the right information and follow some 
basic instructions. 

In most circumstances, a couple getting mar- 
ried will apply for a marriage license with the 
county clerk’s office where they plan to be married. 
For example, in Austin, the couple would go to 
the Travis County Clerk’s office located at 
5501 Airport. 

The couple will be required to fill out a marriage- 
license application and otherwise supply the clerk with 
specific information. Both bride and groom should 
bring proper identification (valid driver’s license, 
passport, or certified copy of birth certificate) as well 
as their Social Security numbers. If one spouse had a 
divorce that was finalized within the last 30 days, that 
person should bring a certified copy of the divorce 
decree stating the 30-day waiting period is waived. 

The marriage-license fee is generally between 
$30-45 depending on the county (the marriage 
license costs $41 in Travis County). Contrary to 
popular myth, blood tests and physical exams are not 
required in Texas. 

If all relevant information is provided, the couple 
should receive their marriage license immediately. 
Texas law, however, imposes a mandatory waiting 
period of three days (this can be waived due to active- 
duty military status). The marriage license will expire 
30 days from the date that it’s issued. So the trick is 
to get the license early but just not too early - a safe 
bet is to get the marriage license two to four weeks 
before the marriage ceremony.

I have a 2003 Jeep Liberty that groans 
so badly when I use the brakes, it causes 
people walking down the street to stop and 
stare. The noise seems to get louder when the 
weather is cold or damp. Living in Montana, 
we have plenty of cold days. I have had the 
local dealership check the brakes and have 
been told it is due to the high metallic con- 
tent in the brake pads. I have been told to 
spray water directly into the brake-disk area 
when washing my vehicle to remove any dirt 
or debris that may be adding to the problem. 
It’s not like I’m using it off-road, so I’m not 
sure there’s really enough dirt to amount to 
anything. Brake performance doesn’t appear 
to be affected. I’ve been grinning and bearing 
it for two years now. Is it really something I 
have to put up with ? Give me a brake! Pretty 
please? - Karen (Miserable in Montana) 

RAY: Ah, yes. With Liberty and groan- 
ing for all. 

TOM: I’m surprised your dealer didn’t 
sell you the special Jeep ear muffs for this, 
Karen. 

RAY: Actually, your dealer should 
have known about this. This is a com- 
mon problem with Jeep Liberties and 
Cherokees, too. Such a problem, in fact, 
that Jeep finally devised a solution for it.
